MEMORANDUM OF AUGUST 14, 1974

Finding and Determination Under 
Sections 103(d)(3) and (4) of the 
Agricultural Trade Develop¬ 
ment and Assistance Act of 1954, 
as Amended—Egypt 


Memorandum for the Secretary of State and tlic 
Secretary of Agriculture 

The White House, Washington, August 14, 1974. 


Pursuant to the authority vested in me under the Agricultural Trade 
Development and Assistance Act of 1954, as amended (hereinafter “the 
Act”), I hereby: 

(a) Find, pursuant to Section 103(d)(3) of the Act, that the making 
of an agreement with the Government of Egypt for the sale, under 
Tide I of the Act, of 100 thousand metric tons of wheat is in the national 
interest of the United States; and 

(b) Determine, pursuant to Section 103(d) (4) of the Act, that the 
sale to Egypt of wheat in furtherance of such an agreement is in die 
national interest of the United States. 

This DeterminaUon shall be published in the Federal Register. 



Statement of Reasons That Sales Under Title I of the Agricul¬ 
tural Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954, as 
Amended (Public Law 480) to Egypt Are in the National 
Interest 


Egypt is central to our efforts to achieve a just and lasting peace in the 
Middle East. Our ultimate success will depend on Egyptian confidence in 
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THE PRESIDENT 


our intention to develop a broad and constructive bilateral relationship 
with that country. Continuation of a program for concessional sales of 
agricultural commodities to Egypt will constitute a tangible demonstra¬ 
tion of our intended role. 

In response to current Egyptian needs, it is proposed to export to that 
country 100 thousand metric tons of wheat financed under Tide I of the 
Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954, as amended 
(P.L. 480). This amount is based on Egypt’s needs for not more than one 
fiscal year. 

In order to enter into an agreement with the Government of Egypt for 
such a sale under Tide I, it is necessary that the President find and deter- 
* mine that such sales would be in the national interest of the United States. 
Section 103(d)(3) of P.L. 480 prohibits the sale of agricultural com¬ 
modities under Title I of the Act to any nation which sells or furnishes 
or permits ships or aircraft under its registry to transport to or from Cuba 
or North Vietnam any equipment, materials, or commodities (so long as 
those countries are governed by Communist regimes). However, if such 
activities arc limited to the furnishing, selling, or selling and transporting 
to Cuba medical supplies, non-strategic agricultural or food commodi¬ 
ties, sales agreements may be made if the President finds they are in the 
national interest of the United States. Section 103(d)(4) also prohibits 
sales of commodities under Title I to Egypt unless the President deter¬ 
mines such sales are in the national interest of the United States. 

Although Egypt has been trading with Cuba in recent years, our 
information indicates that it has not traded with North Vietnam. Egyp¬ 
tian ships or aircraft have not called at Cuba or North Vietnam. The 
best information available indicates that current Egyptian trade with 
Cuba is limited to non-strategic agricultural commodities and medical 
supplies within the meaning of Section 103(d)(3). 

The considerations noted above, however, make important to the 
national interest of the United States that the proposed sale be made 
notwithstanding the prohibitions contained in Section 103(d)(3) and 
(4) of P.L. 480. 

On May 16, President Nixon issued a Presidential Determination 
(No. 74-20) concerning inter alia the sale of tobacco to Egypt under 
P.L. 480. That Determination included a waiver of the prohibitions in 
Section 620(e) of the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, as amended, 
which under Section 410 of P.L. 480 prohibits sales under Title I of P.L. 
480 to a country which has expropriated or nationalized property of 
Americans without taking appropriate steps to discharge its obligations 
under international law. However, since that time Egypt has agreed to the 
establishment to a Joint Committee to discuss compensation of American 
nationals, and on July 15, Secretary Kissinger determined that such an 
agreement constituted appropriate steps under Section 620(e). Therefore, 
no waiver of that provision is required to permit the sale of wheat to Egypt 
under Title I of PJL. 480.

CHAPTER I—AGRICULTURAL MARKETING 
SERVICE (STANDARDS, INSPECTIONS,

MENT OF AGRICULTURE 

PART 29—TOBACCO INSPECTION 

Allocation of Inspection Service; 

Eligibility for Price Support 

On July 19, 1974, a notice of proposed 
rulemaking was published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register (39 FR 26427) that the 
Department is considering the further 
amendment of its regulations relating to 
tobacco inspection and price support 
services with regard to flue-cured tobac¬ 
co by amending Subp art A—Tobacco 
Loan Program (7 CFR Part 1464 ) and 
Subpart G—Policy Statement and Reg¬ 
ulations Governing Availability of To¬ 
bacco Inspection and Price Support 
Services to Flue-Cured Tobacco on 
Designated Markets (7 CFR Part 29). 

The proposed amendments establish 
separate sales schedules for designated 
and undesignated tobacco, restrict the 
warehouseman's ability to sell undesig¬ 
nated tobacco during the period allocated 
for designated sales, restrict the amount 
of tobacco beyond his authorized sales 
quota, which a warehouseman could sell 
in any one day, and establish a proce¬ 
dure for the industry to nominate mem¬ 
bers for the Secretary’s appointment to 
the Flue-Cured Tobacco Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. The aforesaid policy statement 
and regulations are statements of agency 
policy and rules and regulations issued 
pursuant to the authority of the Tobacco 
Inspection Act (49 Stat. 731, (7 U.S.C. 
511, et seq.)); the Agricultural Act of 
1949, as amended (63 Stat. 1051, (7 U.S.C. 
1421, et seq.)); and the Commodity 
Credit Corporation Charter Act (62 Stat. 
1070, as amended (15 U.S.C. 714 et seq.)). 

Statement of Consideration 

At its June 21, 1974 meeting, which re¬ 
convened June 28, 1974, the Flue-Cured 
Tobacco Advisory Committee recom¬ 
mended that the Secretary consider fur¬ 
ther amending the amendments to Title 
7, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 29 
which were published in the Federal 
Register of May 20, 1974 (39 FR 17753). 
The Committee recommended sales 
schedules which would provide separate 
selling time for the sale of designated 
tobacco and for undesignated tobacco. 
The inspection of flue-cured tobacco 
would be in accordance with the two 
schedules. Warehousemen would be al¬ 
lowed to sell designated tobacco during 
the sales time authorized for undesig- 
nated tobacco but undesignated tobacco 


could only be sold during time allotted 
for sale of undesignated tobacco. The 
Committee felt that, inasmuch as pro¬ 
ducers could designate up to 110 percent 
of their quota but in fact would only 
grow an average of approximately 
95 percent of their quota, ware¬ 
housemen in certain geographical 
areas would have excess selling time al¬ 
lotted to them. Such excess selling time 
cannot be determined definitely enough 
to eliminate it from the selling schedules. 
An incentive is thereby provided ware¬ 
housemen to utilize such excess selling 
time by attempting to attract tobacco 
from other marketing areas by encour¬ 
aging growers to cancel their designa¬ 
tions and sell at the distant market. If 
this were done, it would tend to negate 
the intent and purpose of the marketing 
system which the May 20, 1974 amend¬ 
ments to Part 29 sought to establish. The 
incidence of this type of activity would be 
curtailed substantially by the selling 
schedules prescribing separate selling 
times for designated and undesignated 
tobacco. The information available to 
the Committee also indicated that, of the 
tobacco actually planted, only a rela¬ 
tively small amount was not designated 
by the growers. Allowing warehousemen 
to sell designated tobacco during time 
allotted for undesignated tobacco sales 
would provide warehousemen with the 
flexibility to speed up the sale of desig¬ 
nated tobacco and further discourage 
the incentive to encourage growers in 
other areas to cancel their designations 
to provide tobacco for undesignated to¬ 
bacco sales time. 

The Committee further recommended 
that no warehouseman be allowed to ex¬ 
ceed his authorized sales volume for any 
given sales day by more than 2500 pounds 
for designated tobacco or 500 pounds for 
undesignated tobacco. Under the regu¬ 
lations as currently constituted, a ware¬ 
houseman could sell three times his daily 
tobacco volume In any one sales day and 
still come into compliance on the third 
day. The Committee did not believe that 
this was the intent of the Secretary in 
enacting the amendment and, therefore, 
requested the correction. They further 
recommended that a warehouse which 
was within 100 pounds in adjusting its 
excess sales to the selling schedules would 
be considered in compliance with such 
schedules. This was based on the fact 
that as a practical matter it is difficult 
for the warehouse to achieve the exact 
poundage necessary for compliance and 
that 100 pounds is within the ware¬ 
house's ability and, at the same time, 
is not so significant an amount that 


it would interfere with the selling 
schedules. 

The Committee also requested that the 
Secretary formally adopted a specific 
method for receiving nominations from 
the industry for membership on the Com¬ 
mittee in order to assure the industry 
that the current balance which the in¬ 
dustry approves is assured. 

Interested persons were invited to sub¬ 
mit views and recommendations by July 
26, 1974. Three responses were received, 
all in favor of the proposals. After con¬ 
sideration of all relevant material, in¬ 
cluding the proposals set forth in the 
aforesaid notice, the three responses re¬ 
ceived favoring the proposals, and other 
available information, it is concluded 
that such amendments to the tobacco 
inspection and price support regulations 
should be adopted without change. 

Therefore, it is hereby found and de¬ 
termined that thirty days notice of the 
effective date hereof is impractical, un¬ 
necessary, and contrary to the public in¬ 
terest in that: 

(a) Producers, warehousemen and buy¬ 
ers are familiar with the amendments 
since notice of proposed rulemaking was 
given interested parties and they were af¬ 
forded opportunity to file written data, 
views, or arguments concerning the 
amendments involved; <b) farmers, 
warehousemen and buyers have already 
made plans for the marketing of the 1974 
flue-cured tobacco crop which began in 
mid-July; and (c) ample time was al¬ 
lowed prior to the start of marketing for 
producers to make their warehouse desig¬ 
nations and for the other segments of the 
industry to make whatever preparations 
were necessary for the marketing of to¬ 
bacco under the producer designation 
system. 

Therefore, good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing the amendments to the regulations 
effective August 23,1974. 

The adopted amendments to Subpart 
G, Part 29, are as follows: 

1. Revise § 29.9403 as set forth below: 

§ 29.9403 Flue-Cured Tobacco Advisory 
Committee. 

(a) To assist the Secretary in making 
the apportionment and assignment of in¬ 
spectors, a Flue-Cured Tobacco Advisory 
Committee, appointed in accordance with 
the Federal Advisory Committee Act (5 
UJS.C. Appendix I), shall advise and rec¬ 
ommend to the Secretary marketing area 
opening dates and selling schedules for 
both designated and undesignated flue- 
cured tobacco to be sold in each market¬ 
ing area and in each warehouse within 
each marketing area. 
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(b) The Committee shall consist of 35 
representatives of the flue-cured tobacco 
industry—20 producers, 7 warehousemen 
and 8 buyers. 

(c) Recommendations to the Secretary 
for producer membership on the Com¬ 
mittee will be received from the follow¬ 
ing organizations: one each from the 
Florida Farm Bureau and the South Car¬ 
olina Grange, two each from the Georgia 
Farm Bureau, the South Carolina Farm 
Bureau and the Virginia Farm Bureau, 
four from the North Carolina Grange 
and eight from the North Carolina Farm 
Bureau. 

(d) Recommendations for the seven 
warehouse representatives shall be re¬ 
ceived from the various belt warehouse 
associations. 

(e) Recommendations for the eight 
buyer representatives shall be received: 
five from the Tobacco Association of the 
United States and one each from Philip 
Morris, Inc., P. Loriilard Co. and R. J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co. 

2. Amend § 29.9404 as follows: 

§ 29.9404 Marketing area opening dutea 
and marketing schedules. 

<a) The Flue-Cured Tobacco Advisory 
Committee shall recommend, to the Sec¬ 
retary, marketing areas in the flue-cured 
tobacco production area, marketing area 
opening dates and selling schedules for 
both designated and undesignated to¬ 
bacco for each marketing area and for 
the individual warehouses in each mar¬ 
keting area, which specify the length of 
time inspectors will be available to in¬ 
spect designated tobacco and undesig¬ 
nated tobacco and/or the quantity of 
designated or undesignated tobacco to 
be marketed in each area and through 
each warehouse within such marketing 
area. In developing such opening date 
and selling schedules, the committee 
shall take into account the following: 

• • • • • 

(b) The Flue-Cured Tobacco Advisory 
Committee shall thereupon submit its 
recommended opening date and selling 
schedules for designated and undesig¬ 
nated tobacco and the geographic areas 
to be included in specific marketing areas 
to the Secretary together with a basis 
supporting its recommendations. 

3. Revise § 29.9405(a) as follows: 

§ 29.9405 Issuance of marketing area 
opening date and selling schedule* by 
the Secretary. 

(a) The Secretary shall review the 
recommendations of the Flue-Cured To¬ 
bacco Advisory Committee and based 
upon such recommendations and the 
basis therefor and such other informa¬ 
tion as may be available to him, shall 
specify the geographic areas to be en¬ 
compassed by specific marketing areas, 
set the opening dates for sale within the 
marketing areas and issue the selling 
schedules for designated and undesig¬ 
nated tobacco. The inspection of flue- 
cured tobacco shall be in accordance with 
said schedules.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

4. Section 29.9406 is revised as fol¬ 
lows: 

§ 29.9406 Failure lo comply with open¬ 
ing date, and selling schedule by 
wureliouMes. 

(a) Each warehouse shall comply with 
opening date and selling schedules issued 
by the Secretary for designated and un¬ 
designated flue-cured tobacco; however, 
the warehouseman may sell designated 
tobacco during the period of time allotted 
for undesignated tobacco sales to the ex¬ 
tent that undesignated tobacco is not 
available for sale at his warehouse. 

(b) Except as provided in paragraph 
(c) below, on any sales day. a warehouse¬ 
man sells tobacco in excess of tliat al¬ 
lowed by the selling schedules, such 
excess amount shall be deducted from 
the quantity of tobacco authorized to be 
sold at that warehouse on either of the 
following two sales days. If such reduc¬ 
tion in the quantity of tobacco sold is not 
made by the warehouse within such two 
days, no tobacco inspection or price sup¬ 
port services shall be made available at 
such warehouse on the next succeeding 
sales day. However, any adjustment 
which is within 100 pounds of the re¬ 
quired reduction shall be considered as 
in compliance with this section. 

(c) If, on any sales day. a warehouse¬ 
man sells 2500 pounds or more of desig¬ 
nated tobacco, or 500 pounds Qr more of 
undesignated tobacco in excess of that 
authorized to be sold at that warehouse 
on that day, no tobacco inspection or 
price support services shall be made 
available at such warehouse on the next 
succeeding sales day.

CHAPTER IX—AGRICULTURAL MARKET¬

[Lemon Reg. 653] 

PART 910—LEMONS GROWN IN 
CALIFORNIA AND ARIZONA 

Limitation of Handling 

This regulation fixes the quantity of 
Califomia-Arizona lemons that may be 
shipped to fresh market during the 
weekly regulation period August 25-31, 
1974. It is issued pursuant to the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937. as amended, and Marketing Order 
No. 910. The quantity of lemons so fixed 
was arrived at after consideration of the 
total available supply of lemons, the 
quantity of lemons currently available 
for market, the fresh market demand for 
lemons, lemon prices, and the relation¬ 
ship of season average returns to the 
parity price for lemons. 


§ 910.953 Lemon Regulation 653. 

(a) Findings. (1) Pursuant to the 
marketing agreement, as amended, and 
Order No. 910, as amended (7 CFR Part 
910), regulating the handling of lemons 
grown in California and Arizona, effec¬ 
tive under the applicable provisions of 
the Agricultural Marketing Agreement 
Act of 1937, as amended (7 U.S.C. 601- 
674), and upon the basis of the recom¬ 
mendations and information submitted 
by the Lemon Administrative Commit¬ 
tee, established under the said amended 
marketing agreement and order, and 
upon other available information, it is 
hereby found that the limitation of 
handling of such lemons, as hereinafter 
provided, will tend to effectuate the 
declared policy of the act. 

(2) The need for this section to limit 
the quantity of lemons that may be 
marketed during the ensuing week stems 
from the production and marketing situ¬ 
ation confronting the lemon industry. 

(i) The committee has submitted its 
recommendation with respect to the 
quantity of lemons it deems advisable 
to be handled during the ensuing week. 
Such recommendation resulted from 
consideration of the factors enumerated 
in the order. The committee further re¬ 
ports the demand for lemons appears 
to be easing somewhat. Average f.o.b. 
price was $7.23 per carton the week ended 
August 17, 1974, compared to $7.19 per 
carton the previous week. Track and rol¬ 
ling supplies at 140 cars were up 19 cars 
from last week. 

(ii) Having considered the recommen¬ 
dation and information submitted by the 
committee, and other available informa¬ 
tion, the Secretary finds that the quan¬ 
tity of lemons which may be handled 
should be fixed as hereinafter set forth. 

(3) It is hereby further found that it 
is impracticable and contrary to the pub¬ 
lic interest to give preliminary notice, 
engage in public rule-making procedure, 
and postpone the effective date of this 
section until 30 days after publication 
hereof in the Federal Register (5 U.S.C. 
553 ) because the time intervening be¬ 
tween the date when information upon 
which this section is based became avail¬ 
able and the time when this section must 
become effective in order to effectuate 
the declared policy of the act is insuffl- 
client, and a reasonable time is permitted, 
under the circumstances, for preparation 
for such effective time; and good cause 
exists for making the provisions hereof 
effective as hereinafter set forth. The 
committee held an open meeting during 
the current week, after giving due notice 
thereof, to consider supply and market 
conditions for lemons and the need for 
regulation; interested persons were af¬ 
forded an opportunity to submit informa¬ 
tion and views at this meeting; the rec¬ 
ommendation and supporting informa¬ 
tion for regulation during the period 
specified herein were promptly submitted 
to the Department after such meeting 
was held; the provisions of this section, 
including its effective time, are identical 
with the aforesaid recommendation of 
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the committee, and information concern¬ 
ing such provisions and effective time 
has been disseminated among handlers 
of such lemons; it is necessary, in order 
to effectuate the declared policy of the 
act, to make this section effective during 
the period herein specified; and compli¬ 
ance with this regulation will not require 
any special preparation on the part of 
persons subject hereto which cannot be 
completed on or before the effective date 
hereof. Such committee meeting was held 
on August 20,1974. 

(b) Order. (1) The quantity of lemons 
grown in California and Arizona which 
may be handled during the period Au¬ 
gust 25, 1974, through August 31, 1974, 
is hereby fixed at 220,000 cartons. 

(2) As used in this section, “handled'*, 
and “carton <s)” have the same meaning 
as when used in the said amended mar¬ 
keting agreement and order.

This document authorizes the Oregon- 
California Potato Committee to spend 
$33,675 for its operations during the fiscal 
period ending June 30, 1975, and to col¬ 
lect $0,005 per hundredweight on assess¬ 
able potatoes handled by each handler 
to defray such expenses. 

The committee is the administrative 
agency established under the Marketing 
Agreement No. 114 and Order No. 947, 
both as amended (7 CFR Part 947), regu¬ 
lating the handling of Irish potatoes 
grown in Modoc and Siskiyou Counties 
in California and all counties in Oregon 
except Malheur County. This program is 
effective under the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Agreement Act of 1937, as amended 
(7 U.S.C. 601-674). 

Notice was published in the August 2. 
1974, Federal Register <39 FR 27916) 
regarding the proposal. It afforded inter¬ 
ested persons an opportunity to submit 
written comments not later than Au¬ 
gust 19. 1974. None were received. 

After consideration of all relevant mat¬ 
ters, including the proposal in the notice, 
it is found that the following expenses 
and rate of assessment should be 
approved. 

It is further found that good cause 
exists for not postponing the effective 
date of this action until 30 days after 
publication in the Federal Register (6 
U.S.C. 553) because this part requires 
that the rate of assessment for a particu¬ 
lar fiscal period shall apply to all assess¬ 
able potatoes from the beginning of such 
fiscal period.

(b) The rate of assessment to be paid 
by each handler in accordance with the 
Marketing Agreement and this part shall 
be one-half of one cent ($0,005) per hun¬ 
dredweight of potatoes handled by him as 
the first handler thereof during said fis¬ 
cal period, except seed potatoes and po¬ 
tatoes for canning, freezing and “other 
processing” as defined in the amendment 
to the act (Pub. L. 91-196) shall be 
exempt. 

(c) In accordance with the provisions 
of § 947.41, late payment charges of $1.00 
per month or one percent per month, 
whichever is greater, shall be charged on 
the unpaid balance for each past-due ac¬ 
count. An account is past-due 60 days 
after the billing date. 

(d) Unexpended income in excess of 
expenses for the fiscal period ending June 
30,1975, may be carried over as a reserve.

Miscellaneous Amendments to Chapter 

The Office of Foreign Direct Invest¬ 
ments terminated the controls adminis¬ 
tered by that office and took other related 
actions on January 29. 1974 <39 FR 4935, 
4871). 

The Secretary of Commerce, in De¬ 
partment Organization Order 25-3A, ef¬ 
fective June 30. 1974 (39 FR 25677, July 
12, 1974), took the following actions: (1) 
abolished the Office of Foreign Direct In¬ 
vestments; (2) revoked the Foreign Di¬ 
rect Investment Regulations contained in 
15 CFR, Chapter X. Part 1000. without 
affecting their force or validity or the 
responsibilities of any person thereunder 
while in effect, or their continued en¬ 


forcement; (3) continued the Foreign Di¬ 
rect Investment procedures and rules 
contained in Parts 1020-1050, and dele¬ 
gated to the General Counsel of the De¬ 
partment the authority to take appropri¬ 
ate action under Parts 1020-1050 in 
connection with any possible outstanding 
violations of the Regulations and compli¬ 
ance settlements effected thereunder; 
(4) delegated to the Administrator, So¬ 
cial and Economic Statistics Administra¬ 
tion, additional authority under Execu¬ 
tive Order 11387 to collect from U.S. 
business organizations information relat¬ 
ing to their business transactions abroad, 
to collate such information, and to pub-^ 
lish statistical reports based thereon; 
and (5) reserved to the Secretary other 
authority contained in Executive Order 
11387. 

In accord with and to conform to 
Department Organization Order 25-3A, 
effective June 30, 1974, Chapter X— 
Office of Foreign Direct Investments, is 
hereby amended as follows: 

1. Chapter X shall be headed "Foreign 
Direct Investments, Department of Com¬ 
merce." 

2. Part 1000 is revoked. Such revoca¬ 
tion shall not, however, in any way affect 
the force or validity of the regulations 
while they were in effect, nor in any way 
affect the responsibilities or liabilities of 
any person under such regulations or 
any determination, settlement, or en¬ 
forcement of any compliance actions or 
penalties arising under such regulations, 
which shall continue and may be en¬ 
forced as if such revocation had not been 
made. 

3. Effective on and after January 1. 
1974, all transactions prohibited by sec¬ 
tion 1 of Executive Order 11387 are 
authorized until further notice. 

4. The "Authority" for each of Parts 
1020, 1025, 1030, 1035. 1040. and 1050 
shall read: "Authority: The provisions 
of this Part issued pursuant to sec. 5 of 
the Act of Oct. 6, 1917, 40 Stat. 415, as 
amended (12 U.S.C. 95a); E.O. 11387. 
January 1, 1968. 33 FR 47; Department 
Organization Order 25-3A. January 1. 
1968, 33 FR 54, as revised June 30, 1974, 
39 FR 25677." 

5. As used in any section of Parts 1020- 
1050, the "Office" means the General 
Counsel of the Department of Commerce 
and any employee of the Department he 
may designate; the "Director of the 
Office" means the General Counsel of 
the Department; the "Director of the 
Compliance Division" means the Assist¬ 
ant General Counsel for Domestic and 
International Business; the "Compliance 
Division" means employees of the De¬ 
partment designated by the General 
Counsel of the Department; and the 
"Deputy Director of the Office" means 
the Deputy General Counsel of the 
Department. 

6 . Section 1030.472(b) is revised to 
read as follows: 

(b> If the hearing examiner deter¬ 
mines that the respondent violated any 
requirement of the Program, he shall 
issue a proposed order taking into ac¬ 
count, in fashioning said proposed order. 
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the nature and circumstances of the 
violation. Where appropriate (including 
but not limited to. cases where the re¬ 
spondent’s violation involves positive 
direct investment or the holding of liquid 
foreign balances under circumstances 
where such is prohibited or in excess of 
the amount generally and/or specifically 
authorized or failure to comply with 
conditions of specific authorizations, 
and/or willful failure to or delay in filing 
required reports) the proposed order 
may include in addition to any other 
appropriate remedies 

(1) Reduction during any year or years 
in the amount of positive direct invest¬ 
ment and/or liquid foreign balances that 
would otherwise be authorized to the 
respondent; 

(2) A requirement that the respondent 
repatriate all or part of its share in the 
earnings of incorporated affiliated foreign 
nations, which repatriation shall be dis¬ 
regarded for the purpose of measuring 
compliance with the provisions of Part 
1000 of this chapter as in effect for any 
period; 

(3) A requirement that the respondent 
cause its affiliated foreign nationals to 
make transfers of capital to the respond¬ 
ents; 

(4) A requirement that the respondent 
repatriate available proceeds of long¬ 
term foreign borrowing which proceeds 
may not be held thereafter in the form 
of foreign balances or other foreign 
property; 

(5) A requirement that quarterly or 
other special, reports be filed with the 
Office containing such information as 
may be appropriate. 

Since these amendments are rules of 
agency organization, procedure or prac¬ 
tice, and if substantive relieve restric¬ 
tions to the extent indicated, they shall 
be effective on August 23, 1974, except for 
the revocation of Part 1000, which, in 
accord with Department Organization 
Order 25-3A, is effective as of June 30, 
1974.

PART 240—GENERAL RULES AND REGU¬

PART 249— FORMS, SECURITIES 
EXCHANGE ACT OF 1934 

Broker-Dealer Reports and Registration 
Requirements 

On February 11, 1974 there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (39 FR 
5204) a notice of proposed rulemaking 
with proposed new §5 240.17a-18, 240.17a- 
19, and 249.635. The proposed § 240.17a- 
18 would require every registered na¬ 
tional securities association and every 
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national securities exchange to file with 
the Commission each proposed new form, 
report, questionnaire or similar docu¬ 
ment or any substantive amendment to, 
or substantive modification of, an exist¬ 
ing form, report, questionnaire or similar 
document which it requires of its mem¬ 
bers. The proposed § 240.17a-19 would 
require each national securities exchange 
and registered national securities asso¬ 
ciation to file proposed Form X-17A-19 
(§ 249.6351 with the Commission and 
SIPC promptly upon learning of certain 
changes in the membership of any of its 
members. All comments submitted with 
respect to the proposed rules and form 
were given due consideration. 

A. § 240.17a-18 

As issued for comment, the proposed 
rule would have required every “sub¬ 
stantive” modification of an existing 
form to be filed with the Commission 
by every national securities exchange and 
every registered national securities as¬ 
sociation. A comment w'as received sug¬ 
gesting that the word “substantial” 
should be substituted for “substantive” 
since that more accurately describes the 
intention of the Commission. The Com¬ 
mission concurs and has substituted the 
word “substantial” in the adopted rule 
in each instance in which the word “sub¬ 
stantive” appeared in the proposed rule 
and has modified paragraph (b) by 
deleting the phrase “the substance of” 
and substituting therefor the word “sub¬ 
stantially.” 

COMMISSION ACTION 

Pursuant to sections 17(a) and 23(a) 
of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, 
the Securities and Exchange Commission 
adopts a new § 240.17a-18 in Pari 240 
of Chapter II of Title 17 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations reading as follows: 

§ 210.17a-l 8 Forms required by na¬ 
tional securities exchanges and regis¬ 
tered national securities associations 
of their members to he filed with the 
Commission. 

(a) Every national securities ex¬ 
change and every registered national 
securities association shall file with the 
Commission three copies of each new 
form, report or questionnaire or substan¬ 
tial modification or amendment to any 
existing form, report or questionnaire 
which it requires or proposes to require 
of its members or of any class of mem¬ 
bers, whether on a one-time, regular, 
or for-cause basis, not less than 5 weeks 
(or such shorter period as the Commis¬ 
sion may authorize) prior to requiring its 
members or any class of members to file 
such new or amended form, report or 
questionnaire with the exchange or as¬ 
sociation; provided, however, that under 
emergency circumstances such form, re¬ 
port or questionnaire or substantial mod¬ 
ification or amendment need not be filed 
as hereinabove provided, but in such case 
the exchange or association shall file 
three copies of such form, report or ques¬ 
tionnaire or substantial modification or 
amendment giving the Commission as 
much notice as circumstances permit, to¬ 
gether with a written statement of the 


reasons why the filing of the form, report 
or questionnaire or substantial modifica¬ 
tion or amendment as above provided 
was impractical. 

(b) If any change is made in a pro¬ 
posal after such proposal is filed with 
the Commission pursuant to Paragraph 
(a) of this section, the 5-week period (or 
such shorter period as the Commission 
may authorize) will commence to run at 
the time the Commission receives notifi¬ 
cation of such change unless the change 
does not alter substantially the proposal 
or the change is made in conformity with 
a suggestion by the Commission. 

<c) The failure on the part of an ex¬ 
change or association to file a new form, 
report or questionnaire or substantial 
modification or amendment to an exist¬ 
ing form, report or questionnaire as above 
provided shall not affect the validity, 
force or effect of that form, report or 
questionnaire, or of any action or omis¬ 
sion to act by the exchange or associa¬ 
tion in connection with such form, report 
or questionnaire. 

B. § 240.17a-19 

No changes were recommended for the 
rule. 

COMMISSION ACTION 

Pursuant to sections 17(a) and 23(a) 
of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, 
the Securities and Exchange Commission 
adopts a new § 240.17a-19 in Pari 240 
of Chapter II of Title 17 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations readings as 
follows: 

§ 240.17a—19 Form X-17A-19 Rcpon 
by national securities exchanges ami 
registered national securities associa¬ 
tions of changes in the membership 
status of any of their members. 

Every national securities exchange and 
every registered national securities as¬ 
sociation shall file with the Commission 
and the Securities Investor Protection 
Corporation such information as is re¬ 
quired by § 249.635 of this chapter on 
Form X-17A-19 promptly upon the oc¬ 
currence of the initiation of the member¬ 
ship of any person, or the suspension or 
termination of the membership of any of 
its members (unless a notice of such 
event previously has been filed) or 
promptly upon learning that one or more 
of such events will occur. Nothing in this 
rule shall be deemed to relieve a national 
securities exchange of its responsibilities 
under § 240.17a-5(j) (4) except that to 
the extent a national securities exchange 
promptly files a form X-17A-19 includ¬ 
ing therewith, inter alia, information 
sufficient to satisfy the requirements of 
§ 240.17a-5(j) (4), it shall not be required 
to file under § 240.17a-5(j). 

C. § 249.635 and Form X-17A-19 

No recommendations w r ere received 
concerning 5 249.635 except that a num¬ 
ber of modifications were suggested for 
related Form X-17A-19. 

Proposed Part I as issued for comment 
included an Item 2 which requested cer¬ 
tain information regarding the subject 
firm prior to Its change in membership 
status. A number of comments were re-

ceived suggesting a Juxtaposition of simi¬ 
lar information for the subject firm in 
both its present and changed status. It 
was further suggested that certain 
clarifying items be included in proposed 
Item 3 and that proposed Items 2 and 3 
of Part I be interchanged in order to al¬ 
low the reader of the form to discover 
significant changes immediately. The 
Commission concurs and has in Form 
X-17A-19. as adopted, interchanged the 
numbering of proposed Items 2 and 3 of 
Part I and reworded proposed Items 2 
and 3 (adopted Items 3 and 2 respec¬ 
tively) .

Definition of Student Regularly 
Attending School 

On January 9, 1974, there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (39 FR 
1452) a notice of proposed rule making 
with proposed amendments to Subpart J 
of Regulations No. 16. The proposed 
amendments provide a definition of a 
student regularly attending school under 
the supplemental security income pro¬ 
gram. 

Interested persons were given 30 days 
within which to submit data, views, or 
arguments with regard to the proposed 
amendments. No comments were re¬ 
ceived. 

Accordingly, the proposed amend¬ 
ments are hereby adopted with the fol¬ 
lowing minor technical changes only and 
are set forth below: 

(1) Sections 416.1057 and 416.1058 
have been redesignated as §§ 416.1060 
and 416.1061, respectively; 

(2) The material in § 416.1060 as re¬ 
numbered which precedes paragraph 
(a)( 1 ) has been revised to indicate that 
the determination with respect to regu¬ 
lar attendance is made by the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare; 

(3) The explanation of the hourly 
standard for vocational or technical 
training in such 5 416.1060 has been re¬ 
vised to indicate that such standard ap¬ 
plies only to vocational or training 
courses given elsewhere than in a second¬ 
ary school, college, or university and 
paragraphs (a) ( 1 ), ( 2 ), and ( 3 ) have 
been rearranged; 

(4) The provisions regarding home 
study in such 5 416.1060(a) have been: 
(a) revised to include homebound stu¬ 
dents engaged in studies provided by sec¬ 
ondary schools, colleges, and universities 


as well as those provided by governmen¬ 
tal agencies and to indicate that such 
determination with respect to regular 
attendance is made by the Secretary of 
Health. Education, and Welfare; and 
(b) designated as 5416.1060(b); and 

(5) Paragraphs (b) and (c) of such 
5 416.1060 have been redesignated (c) 
and (d). 

( 6 ) The explanation of the deemed pe¬ 
riod of regular attendance during vaca¬ 
tion periods as described in such § 416.- 
1060(c) has been revised to indicate that 
the deemed period of regular attendance 
must be preceded as well as followed by 
actual regular attendance.

Chapter m of Title 20 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations is amended by add¬ 
ing §§ 416.1060 and 416.1061 to read as 
follows: 

§ 416.1060 Slu den I regularly attending 
school. 

(a) General. A student is in regular 
attendance when he is determined by the 
Secretary to be enrolled in a course or 
courses of study and attending to the 
extent required for the purpose of con¬ 
tinued enrollment: 

(1) A college or university at least 
8 semester or quarter hours weekly: 

(2) A secondary school at least 12 
clock hours weekly; 

(3) A course of vocational or technical 
training (other than at a secondary 
school, college, or university) designed 
to prepare the student for gainful em¬ 
ployment (i) involving shop practice, at 
least 15 clock hours weekly; or (ii) with¬ 
out shop practice, at least 12 clock hours 
weekly; or 

(4) Less than the appropriate require¬ 
ment in subparagraph ( 1 ), ( 2 ), or ( 3 ) 
of this paragraph if the Secretary deter¬ 
mines that there are extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances beyond the control of the 
student and he is pursuing a course of 
study reasonably comparable to the re¬ 
quirements in this paragraph (a)( 1 ), 
( 2 ). or (3), e.g., attendance is limited due 
to transportation difficulties. 

(b) Homebound students. A student 
shall be determined by the Secretary to 
be in regular attendance if he is engaged 
in “home study” provided by a secondary 
school, college, university, or a govern¬ 
mental agency (e.g., the home industry 
program under the direction of a State 
bureau of vocational rehabilitation) and 
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a home visitor or tutor supervises the 
study or training. 

For purposes of this section, govern¬ 
ment-sponsored courses in the various 
self-improvement and anti-poverty pro¬ 
grams are deemed to be for the purposes 
of preparing the child for gainful em¬ 
ployment. 

(c) Vacation periods. A student is 
deemed to be in regular attendance dur¬ 
ing normal vacation periods if he is in 
regular attendance in the month im¬ 
mediately preceding and the month im¬ 
mediately following the vacation period. 

(d) Final month of school or training 
program. A student is deemed to be in 
regular attendance for the month in 
which he completes or discontinues his 
school or training program. 

§ 416.1061 Evidence required for e*tali- 
lifdiing that student is enrolled and 
attending ncIiooI. 

Where regular attendance at a school, 
college, or university, or at a course of 
vocational or technical training designed 
to prepare the student for gainful em¬ 
ployment, is pertinent to a determina¬ 
tion under this title, the student, when 
so requested by the Administration, shall 
submit evidence of enrollment as follows: 

(a) An ID card issued by the school or 
institution; 

(b) A tuition receipt issued by the 
school or institution ; or 

(c) The following information: 

(1) Name and address of the school or 
institution furnishing the training; 

(2) The name of the person to contact 
for verification; and 

(3) Information on course or courses 
of study, dates of enrollment, hours in 
attendance, and other activities of the 
student.

Emergency Medical Services Training 
In the Federal Register of April 29, 
1974 (39 FR 15012) the Assistant Secre¬ 
tary for Health, with the approval of the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 


fare, proposed to amend Part 57 of Title 
42, Code of Federal Ftegulations, by add¬ 
ing thereto a new Subpart V entitled 
“Grants for Training in Emergency 
Medical Sendees.” The purpose of the 
proposed new subpart was to establish 
regulations implementing section 776 of 
the Public Health Service Act which au¬ 
thorizes the Secretary to make grants to 
eligible entities to assist in meeting the 
cost of training programs in the tech¬ 
niques and methods of providing emer¬ 
gency medical services. 

Interested persons were afforded the 
opportunity Jto participate in the rule- 
making through the submission of com¬ 
ments on or before May 14, 1974. Several 
such comments, which are summarized 
below, were received. 

(1) One comment suggested that a 
definition of “emergency medical services 
syste m” id entical to the definition used 
in 42 CFR Part 56a—Grants for Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services Systems be in¬ 
cluded among the definitions in § 57.2103. 
Section 57.2103 has been revised 
accordingly. 

(2) One comment suggested that 
§ 57.2106(j) be expanded to take cogni¬ 
zance of the special role of veterans em¬ 
ployment representatives and Veterans 
Administration hospitals in the recruit¬ 
ment and training of veterans. The pi-o- 
posed § 57.2106(J) has been revised in ac¬ 
cordance with this suggestion. 

(3) One comment concerned the need 
for adequate reviews by section 314(a) 
and 314(b) agencies to assure that emer¬ 
gency medical services training programs 
are integrated into and address the needs 
identified by various health planning 
agencies. Section 57.2105 has been re¬ 
vised to address this concern by adding a 
new paragraph “b” thereto which pro¬ 
vides for an opportunity for review and 
comment by both the section 314(a) and 
314(b) agencies as well as emergency 
medical services councils and other en¬ 
tities responsible for review and evalua¬ 
tion of the provision of emergency medi¬ 
cal services in the geographic area of the 
project. 

(4) One of the comments received ex¬ 
pressed concern that the proposed def¬ 
inition of “educational entity” as in¬ 
cluding a public or non-profit private or¬ 
ganization “which has education as a 
major function” might be interpreted to 
exclude, as eligible entities, hospitals 
which, although not classified as teach¬ 
ing hospitals, have been and continue to 
provide training for some categories of 
emergency personnel, notably ambulance 
drivers and emergency technicians. It 
was not intended that the proposed def¬ 
inition exclude such entities. Section 
57.2103(d) has been revised to clarify 
this point. 

In addition to the changes described 
above, there are several minor self- 
explanatory changes in the regulation 
as proposed, which are merely editorial 
and technical in nature. 

Further, in the Federal Register of 
May 7. 1974 (39 FR 16151), notice was 
given that the Secretary was consider¬ 
ing the establishment of two additional 
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funding priorities to be utilized in mak¬ 
ing emergency medical services training 
grants under this subpart out of fiscal 
year 1974 funds. Interested persons were 
afforded the opportunity to submit com¬ 
ments on the proposed priorities on or 
before May 22, 1974. All comments re¬ 
ceived were favorable and the additional 
funding priorities are hereby adopted. 

Accordingly, a new subpart V Is 
added to 42 CFR Part 57 and is adopted 
as set out below.

Subpart V—Grants for Training In 
Emergency Medical Services 

§ 57.2101 Applicability. 

The regulations of tills subpart are 
applicable to the award of grants to 
schools of medicine, dentistry, osteop¬ 
athy, and nursing, training centers for 
allied health professions, and other ap¬ 
propriate educational entities to assist 
in meeting the cost of training programs 
in the techniques and methods of pro¬ 
viding emergency medical services. 

§ 57.2102 General Policy. 

Grant awards will be made under this 
subpart for the purpose of assisting 
eligible educational entities in the 
establishment, improvement, or expan¬ 
sion of training programs in the tech¬ 
niques and methods of providing emer¬ 
gency medical services (including the 
skills required in connection with the 
provision of ambulance service), which 
will contribute to the establishment, 
operation, improvement, or expansion 
of emergency medical services systems. 

§ 57.2103 Definition*. 

(a) “Act” means the Public Health 
Service Act, as amended. 

(b) “Budget period’* means the in¬ 
terval of time into which an approved 
activity is divided for budgetary pur¬ 
poses as specified in the grant award 
document. 

(c) “Clinical experience” means direct, 
supervised participation in patient 
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care by observation, examination, and 
performance of procedures as are ap¬ 
propriate for the assigned role of the 
practitioner or the trainee on the 
health team. 

<d) “Educational entity” means a 
public or non-profit private school of 
medicine, osteopathy, or dentistry as 
defined in section 724 of the Act which 
is accredited as provided in section 775 
(b)(2) of the Act, school of nursing as 
defined in section 843 of the Act, or 
training center for allied health pro¬ 
fessions as defined in section 795(1) of 
the Act, or a public or non-profit pri¬ 
vate organization which has the provision 
of educational programs as one of its 
major functions and which itself delivers 
emergency medical services or has a 
written agreement with an organization 
which delivers such services whereby 
such organization will provide the setting 
for clinical experience required for the 
proposed training. 

(e) “Emergency medical services” 
means the services utilized in respond¬ 
ing to the perceived individual need for 
immediate medical care in order to pre¬ 
vent loss of life or aggravation of physi¬ 
ological or psychological illness or 
injury. 

(f) “Project period” means the time 
for which support for a project has 
been approved, as specified in the grant 
award document. 

(g) “Secretary” means the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare and 
any other officer or employee of the De¬ 
partment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to whom the authority involved 
has been delegated. 

(h) “Emergency medical services sys¬ 
tem” means a system which provides for 
the arrangement of personnel, facilities, 
and equipment for the effective and co¬ 
ordinated delivery of health care services 
in an appropriate geographical area un¬ 
der emergency conditions (occurring 
either as a result of the patient’s condi¬ 
tion or of natural disasters or similar 
situations) and which is administered by 
a public or nonprofit private entity which 
has the authority and the resources to 
provide effective administration of the 
system. 

(i) “Section 314(a) State health plan¬ 
ning agency” means the agency of a State 
which administers or supervises the ad¬ 
ministration of a State’s health planning 
functions under a State plan approved 
under section 314(a) of the Act. 

(j) “Section 314(b) area wide health 
planning agency” means a public or non¬ 
profit private agency or organization 
which has developed a comprehensive 
regional, metropolitan, or other local 
area plan or plans referred to in section 
314(b) of the Act. 

§ 57.2104 Eligibility. 

To be eligible for a grant under this 
subpart the applicant shall: 

(a) Be an educational entity as de¬ 
fined in § 57.2103. 

(b) Be located in any one of the sev¬ 
eral states of the United States, the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands, Guam American Samoa, 
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or the Trust Territory of the Pacific 
Islands. 

§ 57.2105 Application. 

(a) Each entity desiring a grant under 
this subpart shall submit an applica¬ 
tion at such times and in such form as 
the Secretary may prescribe. For State 
and local governments, as those terms 
are defined in subpart A of 45 CFR Part 
74, attention is called to the forms re¬ 
quired by subpart N of 45 CFR Part 74. 
Such application shall be executed by an 
individual authorized to act for the ap¬ 
plicant and to assume on behalf of the 
applicant the obligations imposed by the 
terms and conditions of any award, in¬ 
cluding the regulations of this subpart. 

(b) Effective with respect to grants 
made after September 30, 1974, appli¬ 
cants must provide copies of the appli¬ 
cation formally submitted to the Secre¬ 
tary to the appropriate section 314(a) 
State health planning agency, the ap¬ 
propriate section 314(b) areawide health 
planning agency (if any) and the emer¬ 
gency medical services councils and other 
entities responsible for review and evalu¬ 
ation of the provision of emergency med¬ 
ical services in the geographic area of 
the project to afford them an opportunity 
for review and comment on the proposed 
project, particularly in regard to the need 
for the training program(s) and the type 
of personnel to be trained as described in 
§ 57.2106(d). (Emergency medical serv¬ 
ices council means, for this purpose, a 
public agency or a formally established 
or recognized advisory body of a public 
agency responsible for review and evalua¬ 
tion of emergency medical services in the 
area of the project). The Secretary will 
provide a 60-day period for submission 
of such comments and will consider such 
comments prior to making an award. 

(c) The application shall contain a 
full and adequate description of the proj¬ 
ect and of the manner in which the ap¬ 
plicant intends to conduct the project 
and carry out the requirements of 
this subpart, a budget and Justification 
of the amount of grant funds requested 
and such other pertinent information as 
the Secretary may prescribe. 

§ 57.2106 Project requirement*. 

To be considered for approval under 
this subpart, an application must, at a 
minimum, meet each of the following 
requirements: 

(a) Propose a training program(s) in 
the techniques and methods of providing 
emergency medical services for students 
or professionals in medicine, dentistry, 
osteopathy, nursing, allied health, or 
other health fields. 

(b) Provide evidence satisfactory to 
the Secretary that, where such exist, 
the program meets relevant standards 
and guidelines established by appro¬ 
priate: 

(1) Accrediting bodies recognized by 
the Commissioner of Education, or 

(2) Federal or State agencies, or 

(3) Professional associations (where 
the program is fpr retraining or contin¬ 
uing education)’; unless the Secretary 
determines, for demonstration purposes. 
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that the requirement ol this paragraph 
should be waived on an application by 
application basis: Provided, however , 
That programs for the basic training of 
emergency medical technicians-ambu¬ 
lance must meet the standards pre¬ 
scribed by the Department of Transpor¬ 
tation (DHEW Pub. No. (HSA) 74-2027) 
or their equivalent. In order that a pro¬ 
gram be recognized as meeting “equiva¬ 
lent” standards, the Secretary must find 
that at least 75 percent of the graduates 
of such program either pass the National 
Registry of Emergency Medical Tech¬ 
nicians examination within six months 
after graduation or meet applicable State 
requirements which are determined by 
the Secretary to equal or exceed Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation requirements. 

<c) Provide evidence satisfactory to 
the Secretary that for trainees who do 
not possess the requisite credentials for 
employment in the State (s) in which the 
program is conducted in the field in 
which the training is proposed, the pro¬ 
gram will provide the training needed 
for its graduates to obtain such creden¬ 
tials according to the State’s (s’) appli¬ 
cable laws or regulations. 

<d) Demonstrate a need for the type 
of educational program proposed by pro¬ 
viding evidence of the unavailability of 
educational programs necessary to sup¬ 
ply and maintain sufficient numbers of 
physicians (doctors of medicine and doc¬ 
tors of osteopathy), dentists, nurses, al¬ 
lied health, or other health personnel 
Skilled in the provision of emergency 
medical services who possess the requi¬ 
site credentials to practice according to 
the State’s (s’) applicable laws or regula¬ 
tions to enable emergency medical serv¬ 
ices to be available on a 24 hour basis 
within the geographic area for which 
the applicant proposes to train such 
manpower. 

(e) Provide evidence satisfactory to 
the Secretary that an appropriate set¬ 
ting for the clinical experience required 
for the proposed training will be pro¬ 
vided either by the applicant itself or 
through a written agreement with an 
organization delivering emergency medi¬ 
cal services. 

(f) Set forth specific, measurable ob¬ 
jectives for the educational program that 
are consistent with the purposes of sec¬ 
tion 776 of the Act. 

(g) Describe the content of the pro¬ 
posed program in light of the objectives 
set forth in paragraph (f) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

(h) Describe a methodology for assess¬ 
ing the proposed educational program, 
the performance of the trainees and the 
degree to which the defined objectives 
are met. 

(i) Specify the number of students to 
be trained in each training cycle. 

<j) Describe the trainee selection cri¬ 
teria and process and the applicant pool. 
Where appropriate, the applicant shall 
use the “Military Experience Directed 
into Health Careers” agency, the Vet¬ 
erans Employment Representative and 
the Veterans Administration Hospitals, 
if any, of the State(s) included in the 


geographic area set forth in paragraph 
(d) of tliis section to recruit veterans of 
the Armed Forces with military training 
and experience in health care fields. 

(k) Provide evidence satisfactory to 
the Secretary that the applicant will have 
available adequate faculty, staff, facility 
and equipment resources for the conduct 
of the program. 

G) Provide evidence that the proposed 
project is coordinated with other pro¬ 
grams (existing cr planned) in the geo¬ 
graphic area set forth in paragraph (d) 
of this section for which the applicant 
proposes to educate manpower skilled hi 
delivering emergency medical services. 

(m) Describe the extent to which 
funds have either been sought by and/or 
have been made available to the appli¬ 
cant from Federal programs authorized 
by other than the Act, for the conduct of 
the type of educational program pro¬ 
posed. 

(n) Describe the extent to which the 
program intends to emphasize the re¬ 
cruitment and necessary training of vet¬ 
erans of the Armed Forces with military 
training and experience in health care 
fields and of appropriate public safety 
personnel, which includes policemen, 
firemen, and other public employees 
charged with maintaining public safety. 

g 57.2107 Grant awards. 

(a) Within the limits of funds availa¬ 
ble for such purpose, the Secretary may 
award grants to those applicants whose 
projects will, in his judgment, best pro¬ 
mote the purposes of section 776 of the 
Act. taking into consideration, among 
other pertinent factors: (1) The degTee 
to which the project plan adequately pro¬ 
vides for the elements set forth in 
§ 57.2106; (2) the potential effectiveness 
of the proposed project in carrying out 
such training purposes; (3) the capabil¬ 
ity of the applicant to carry out the pro¬ 
posed project; and (4) the soundness of 
the fiscal plan for assuring effective 
utilization of grant funds and the poten¬ 
tial of the project to continue on a self- 
sustaining basis. 

(b) Priority will be accorded to those 
projects which afford as part of their 
training program clinical experience in 
emergency medical services systems re¬ 
ceiving assistance under Title XU of the 
Act. 

(c) The amount of any award under 
this subpart shall be determined by the 
Secretary on the basis of his estimate 
of the sum necessary for the direct costs 
of the project plus an additional amount 
for indirect costs, if any, which will be 
calculated by the Secretary on the basis 
of a percentage of all, or a portion of, the 
estimated direct costs of the project when 
there are reasonable assurances that the 
use of such percentage will not exceed 
the approximate actual indirect costs. 
Such award may include an estimated 
provisional amount for indirect costs or 
for designated direct costs (such as 
fringe benefit rates) subject to upward 
(within the limits of available funds) as 
well as downward adjustments to actual 
costs when the amount properly ex¬ 


pended by the grantee for provisional 
items has been determined by the Secre¬ 
tary. 

<d) All grant awards shall be in writ¬ 
ing, shall set forth the amount of funds 
granted and the period for which 6uch 
funds will be available for obligation by 
the grantee. 

(e) Neither the approval of any proj¬ 
ect nor the award of any grant shall com¬ 
mit or obligate the United States in any 
way to make any additional, supple¬ 
mental, continuation, or other award 
with respect to any approved project or 
portion thereof. For continuation sup¬ 
port, grantees must make separate ap¬ 
plication at such times and in such form 
as the Secretary may prescribe. 

§ 57.2108 Payment*. 

The Secretary shall from time to time 
make payments to a grantee of all or a 
portion of any grant award either in 
advance or by way of reimbursement for 
expenses incurred or to be incurred in 
accordance with its approved application. 

§ 57.2109 Expenditure of gr«nt fund*. 

(a) Any funds granted pursuant to 
tliis subpart shall be expended solely for 
carrying out the approved project in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of section 
776 of the Act, the regulations of this 
subpart, the terms and conditions of the 
award, and the applicable cost princ iples 
prescribed by subpart Q of 45 CFR Part 
74. 

(b) Any unobligated grant funds re¬ 
maining in the grant account at the close 
of the budget period may be carried for¬ 
ward and be available for obligation dur¬ 
ing a subsequent budget period of the 
project period. Any subsequent award 
shall take into consideration the amount 
remaining In the grant account. At the 
end of the last budget period of the proj¬ 
ect period, any unobligated grant funds 
remaining in the grant account must be 
refunded to the Federal Government. 

§ 57.2110 Nondiscrimination. 

(a) Attention Is called to the require¬ 
ments of section 799A of the Act of 45 
CFR Part 83 which together provide that 
the Secretary may not make a grant, 
loan guarantee, or interest subsidy pay¬ 
ment under Title vn of the Act to, or 
for the benefit of, any entity unless he 
receives satisfactory assurances that the 
entity will not discriminate on the basis 
of sex in the admission of individuals to 
its training programs. 

(b) Attention is called to the require¬ 
ments of Title VT of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964 (78 Stat. 252, 42 U.S.C. 2000d et 
seq.) which provides that no person in 
the United States shall, on the grounds 
of race, color, or national origin, be ex¬ 
cluded from participation in, be denied 
the benefits of, or be subjected to dis¬ 
crimination under any program or activ¬ 
ity receiving Federal financial assistance. 
A regulation implementing such Title VI, 
which is applicable to grants made under 
this subpart, has been issued by the Sec¬ 
retary with the approval of the President 
(45 CFR Part 80). 
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(c) Attention is called to the require¬ 
ments of Title IX of the Education 
Amendments of 1972 and in particular to 
section 901 of such Act which provides 
that no person In the United States shall, 
on the basis of sex, be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation in, be denied the benefits of, 
or be subjected to discrimination under 
any education program or activity re¬ 
ceiving Federal financial assistance. 

(d) Grant funds used for remodeling, 
alterations, or repairs shall be subject to 
the conditions that the grantee shall 
comply wth requirements of Executive 
Order 11246, 30 FR 12319 (September 24. 
1965), as amended, and with the appli¬ 
cable rules, regulations, and procedures 
prescribed pursuant thereto. 

§57.2111 Grantee accountability. 

(a) Accounting for grant award pay- 
ments. All payments made by the Secre¬ 
tary shall be recorded by the grantee in 
accounting records separate from the 
records of all other grant funds, includ¬ 
ing funds derived from other grant 
awards. With respect to each approved 
project the grantee shall account for the 
sum total of all amounts paid by pre¬ 
senting or otherwise making available 
evidence satisfactory to the Secretary of 
expenditures for costs meeting the re¬ 
quirements of this subpart. 

(b) Accounting for royalties. Royalties 
received by grantees from copyrights on 
publications or other works developed 
under the grant, or from patents or in¬ 
ventions conceived or first actually re¬ 
duced to practice in the course of or under 
such grant, shall be accounted for as fol¬ 
lows: 

(1) State and local governments. 
Where the grantee is a State or local gov¬ 
ernment as those terms are defined in 
Subpart A of 45 CFR Part 74, royalties 
shall be accounted for as provided in 45 
CFR 74.44. 

(2) Grantees other than State and 
local governments . Where the grantee is 
not a State or local government as those 
terms are defined in Subpart A of 45 
CFR Part 74, royalties shall be accounted 
for a follows: 

(A) Patent royalties, whether received 
during or after the grant period, shall be 
governed by agreements between the As¬ 
sistant Secretary for Health, Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare, and 
the grantee, pursuant to the Depart¬ 
ment's patent regulations (45 CFR Parts 
6 and 8). 

(B) Copyright royalties, whether re¬ 
ceived during or after the grant period, 
shall first be used to reduce the Federal 
share of the grant to cover the costs of 
publishing or producing the materials, 
and any royalties in excess of the costs 
of publishing or producing the materials 
snail be distributed in accordance with 
Chapter 1-420 of the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare Grants 
Administration Manual 1 


* The Department of Health. Education, and 
Welfare Grants Administration Manual is 
available for public inspection and copying 
at the Department’s and Regional Offices' in¬ 
formation centers listed in 45 CFR 5.31 and 
may be purchased from the Superintendent 

US * Governi »ent Printing 
Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. 
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(c) Grant close-out. —(1) Date of 
final accounting. A grantee shall render, 
with respect to each approved project, 
a full account, as provided herein, as of 
the date of the termination of grant sup¬ 
port. The Secretary may require other 
special and periodic accounting. 

(2) Final settlement. There shall be 
payable to the Federal Government as 
final settlement with respect to each 
approved project the total sum of (i) any 
amount not accounted for pursuant to 
paragraphs (a) and (b) of this section: 
and (ii) any other amounts required 
pursuant to Subparts F, M, and O of 45 
CFR Part 74. Such total sum shall con¬ 
stitute a debt owed by the grantee to the 
Federal Government and shall be re¬ 
covered from the grantee or its succes¬ 
sors or assignees by set off or other action 
as provided by law. 

§ 57.2112 Publications and copyright. 

(a) State and local governments. 
Where the grantee is a State or local 
government as those terms are defined 
in Subpart A of 45 CFR Part 74, the De¬ 
partment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare copyright requirement set forth 
in 45 CFR 74.140 shall apply with respect 
to any book or other copyrightable mate¬ 
rials developed or resulting from a proj¬ 
ect supported by a grant under this 
subpart. 

(b) Grantees other than State and 
local governments. Where the grantee 
is not a State or local government as 
those terms are defined in Subpart A of 
45 CFR Part 74, except as may otherwise 
be provided under the terms and condi¬ 
tions of the award, the grantee may 
copyright without prior approval any 
publications, films, or similar materials 
developed or resulting from a project 
supported by a grant under this subpart, 
subject to a royalty-free, non-exclusive, 
and irrevocable license or right in the 
Government to reproduce, translate, 
publish, use, disseminate and dispose of 
such materials, and to authorize others 
to do so. 

§ 57.2113 Applicability of 45 CFR Pari 
74. 

The provisions of 45 CFR Part 74, 
establishing uniform administrative re¬ 
quirements and cost principles, shall 
apply to all grants under this subpart 
to State and local governments as those 
terms are defined in Subpart A of that 
Part 74. The relevant provisions of the 
following subparts of 45 CFR Part 74 
shall also apply to all other grantee orga¬ 
nizations under this subpart.

PART 309—VALUES FOR WAR RISK 
INSURANCE 

Vessels Upon Which Interim Binders Have 
Been Issued 

Part 309 of Title 46 of the Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations prescribing the manner 
by which the Maritime Administration 
determines the stated valuations of ves¬ 
sels upon which interim binders for war 
risk hull insurance have been issued is 
hereby revised. 

This revision deletes basic values and 
stated valuations of vessels from Part 
309. Instead, the stated valuations of ves¬ 
sels determined by the Ship Valuation 
Committee of the Maritime Administra¬ 
tion shall be published biannually as a 
general notice in the Federal Register. 
This practice will enable the Ship Val¬ 
uation Committee to inform interested 
parties of the current stated valuations 
of vessels without periodically amending 
the Code of Federal Regulations. For 
stated valuations effective during the 
period January 1, 1974 to June 30, 1974, 
see F.R. Doc. 74-19084, page 30528 of this 
issue. 

Section 309.5 is new and provides that 
if the true condition of a vessel is not 
knowm. the stated valuation of such ves¬ 
sel will be determined on the assumption 
that its condition would entitle it to the 
highest classification of the American 
Bureau of Shipping or the equivalent if 
registered under a foreign flag. Pro¬ 
vision is made for downward adjustment 
of the stated valuation of a vessel so 
determined if it is later found to be in 
substandard condition. 

Section 309.6, Definitions , has been re¬ 
numbered as § 309.2 and succeeding sec¬ 
tions have been renumbered to conform 
to this change. Certain editorial revisions 
have also been made. 

Sections 309.201-309.204 of Part 309 
dealing with the valuation of stores and 
supplies are unchanged. 

Since the determination of stated 
valuations for the purpose of war risk 
hull insurance is a matter of public con¬ 
tract, this amendment is adopted without 
notice of proposed rule making (5 U.S.C. 
553). 

Accordingly, §§ 309.1-309.101 of Part 
309 of Title 46 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations are revised to read as fol-

§ 309.1 Procedure. 

The Ship Valuation Committee, Mari¬ 
time Administration, shall publish bian- 
nually in the notice section of the Fp- 
eral Register a general notice which 
shall set forth the stated valuations of 
individual vessels upon which interim 
binders for war risk hull insurance have 
been issued. Such values shall be effec¬ 
tive with respect to a six-month period 
commencing on January 1 and ending 
on June 30, or a six-month period com¬ 
mencing on July 1 and ending on Decem¬ 
ber 31 of each calendar year; Provided, 
however. That if there is a substantial 
change in market values during the ef¬ 
fective period of a state valuation, the 
Maritime Administration reserves the 
right to revise such valuations at any 
time during such period. 

§ 309.2 Definitions. 

(a) "Ship Valuation Committee* 4 

means the Ship Valuation Committee 
referred to in Maritime Administrative 
Order 440-3. _ , 

(b) “The date a vessel is built is the 

date the vessel is delivered by the ship¬ 
builder. . , 

(c) "The deadweight tonnage" of a 
vessel means her deadweight capacity 
established in accordance with normal 
Summer Freeboard as assigned pursu¬ 
ant to the International Load Line Con¬ 
vention, 1966, and shall be her capacity 
(in tons of 2,240 pounds) for cargo, fuel, 
freshwater, spare parts, and stores, but 
exclusive of permanent ballast. 

(d) “The speed of a vessel" means the 
speed determined in accordance with the 
formulae provided in Part 246 of this 
chapter. 

(e) “A passenger vessel*’ is a vessel 
which carries more than twelve pas¬ 
sengers. 

§ 309,3 Slated valuation. 

A stated valuation represents just 
compensation for the vessel to which it 
applies computed by the Ship Valuation 
Committee in accordance with sections 
902(a) and 1209(a) (2) of the Merchant 
Marine Act, 1936, as amended <46 U.S.C. 
1242(a), 1289(a) (2)). The stated valua¬ 
tion of a vessel does not include vessel 
stores and supplies, which consist of (a) 
consumable stores, (b) subsistence 
stores, (c) slop chest, (d) bar stock, and 
<e) fuel, as defined in Maritime Admin¬ 
istration Inventory Book Forms MA- 
4736, A through K, which will be valued 
separately. 

§ 309.4 Maximum amount insured. 

A stated valuation is the maximum 
amount for which the Maritime Admin¬ 


istration will provide war risk hull insur¬ 
ance for damage to or actual or con¬ 
structive total loss of the vessel to which 
such valuation applies and for which 
rifl-ims for damage to or actual or con¬ 
structive total loss of such insured vessel 
may be adjusted, compromised, settled, 
adjudged, or paid by the Maritime Ad¬ 
ministration with respect to insurance 
attaching during the effective period of 
such valuation under the standard forms 
of war risk hull insurance interim binder 
or policy prescribed by §§ 308.106 and 
308.107 of this chapter. 

§ 309.5 Condition of vessel. 

If the true condition of a vessel is not 
known, the Ship Valuation Committee, 
in determining the stated valuation of 
the vessel, may assume that it is in a 
condition that would entitle it to the 
highest classification of the American 
Bureau of Shipping, or the equivalent if 
the vessel is a foreign-flag vessel, with 
all required certificates, including but 
not limited to, marine inspection certifi¬ 
cates of the United States Coast Guard, 
the United States Public Health Service, 
and the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission, with all outstanding require¬ 
ments and recommendations necessary 
for retention of class accomplished, 
without regard to any grace period; and, 
so far as due diligence can make her 
so, the vessel is tight, staunch, strong, 
and well and sufficiently tacked, ap¬ 
pareled, furnished, and equipped, and 
in every respect seaworthy and in good 
running condition and repair, with clean 
swept holds and in all respects fit for 
service. The stated valuation of a vessel 
in substandard condition is subject to 
downward adjustment as provided in 
§ 309.6(a). 

§ 309.6 Adjustment* for condition, 
equipment, and other considerations, 

(a) Adjustment for a vessel in sub¬ 
standard condition. If the Maritime Ad¬ 
ministration determines that a vessel is 
in substandard condition from that as¬ 
sumed by the Committee as provided In 
5 309.5, there shall be subtracted from 
the stated valuation of such vessel an 
amount estimated by the Maritime Ad¬ 
ministration as the cost of putting the 
vessel in the condition assumed by the 
Committee when determining its stated 
valuation. 

(b) Special equipment . If the depre¬ 
ciated reproduction cost less construction 
subsidy, if any, of any special equipment 
of material utility in the handling of 
cargo or utilization of a vessel, not other¬ 
wise taken into account in determining 
the stated valuation of such vessel, is 
in excess of $50,000, an amount estimated 
by the Maritime Administration as the 
fair and reasonable value of such equip¬ 
ment shall be added to the stated valua¬ 
tion of such vessel. 

(c) Government installations . A stated 
valuation determined pursuant to this 
part shall not include any allowance for 
any special installations or equipment 
to the extent that their cost was borne by 
the United States. 


§ 309.7 Modifications. 

The Maritime Administration reserves 
the right to exempt any vessel from the 
scope of this part, or to amend, modify, 
or terminate the provisions hereof. 

§ 309.8 Vessel data forms. 

(a) To accompany application for in¬ 
surance. Each application for war risk 
hull insurance submitted in accordance 
with $ 308.101 of this chapter shall be 
accompanied by duplicate copies of the 
completed Form MA-511 for vessels of 
less than 1,500 gross tons and completed 
form MA-510 for vessels of 1,500 gross 
tons or more. Copies of these forms may 
be obtained from the American War Risk 
Agency, 99 John Street, New York, New 
York 10038, or the Director, Office of 
Marine Insurance, Maritime Administra¬ 
tion, Washington. D.C. 20230. 

(b) Modification to vessels. Revised 
vessel data shall be submitted on the 
appropriate form prescribed in para¬ 
graph (a) of this section whenever a 
vessel undergoes a physical change which 
increases or decreases its value by five 
percent or more. 

§ 309.101 Amendment of interim bind¬ 
ers. 

The interim binder for a vessel whose 
stated valuation is established pursuant 
to this part shall be deemed to have been 
amended on the first day of the effective 
period of such valuation, as provided in 
the notice publishing such valuation, by 
inserting in the space provided therefor, 
or in substitution for any value appear¬ 
ing in such space, the stated valuation 
of the vessel set forth in such notice. A 
stated valuation shall apply with respect 
to insurance attaching during the effec¬ 
tive period of such valuation; Provided , 
however , That If there is a substantial 
change in market values during such 
period, the Maritime Administration re¬ 
serves the right to revise the valuations 
provided for therein at any time during 
said period; And provided further , That 
the assured shall have the right within 
60 days after the date of publication of 
a stated valuation or within 60 days 
after the attachment of the insurance 
under the interim binder to which such 
valuation applies, whichever is later, to 
reject such valuation and proceed as 
authorized by section 1209(a)(2), Mer¬ 
chant Marine Act, 1936, as amended 
(46 U.S.C. 1289(a)(2)). 

Note. The reporting requirements con¬ 
tained herein have been approved by the 
Office of Management and Budget In accord¬ 
ance with 44 UJ3.C. 3501-8511. 

Effective date. These amendments of 
Part 309 are effective on August 23, 1974.

CHAPTER I—UNITED STATES FISH AND 

WILDLIFE SERVICE, DEPARTMENT OF 

THE INTERIOR 

PART 32—HUNTING 
National Wildlife Refuges in Certain States 

The following special regulations are 
Issued and are effective on September 20, 
1974. 

§ 32.32 Special regulation*; big game; 
for individual wildlife refuge areas. 

Alabama 

WHEELER NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting of white-tailed deer 
on the Wheeler National Wildlife Refuge 
is permitted only on the area designated 
by signs and/or on hunt maps as open 
to hunting. This open area, comprising 
that part of the Wheeler National Wild¬ 
life Refuge located within the boundaries 
of the Redstone Arsenal Reservation, is 
delineated on maps available at the Ref¬ 
uge Headquarters. Box 1643, Decatur, 
Alabama 35601; the Provost Marshal’s 
Office at Redstone Arsenal; and from the 
Office of the Regional Director, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, 17 Executive Park 
Drive. N.E., Atlanta, Georgia 30329. 
Hunting shall be in accordance with all 
applicable State and Federal regulations 
governing hunting on Redstone Arsenal, 
subject to the following conditions: 

(1) Hunting shall be by dally permit 
only, to be obtained from the Provost 
Marshal’s Office, Redstone Arsenal, or 
his representatives. Civilians will be given 
parity with military personnel in the 
issuance of these permits. 

(2) Hunting will be limited to the 
periods October 19-20. 1974, October 26- 
27. 1974, November 2-3, 1974, Novem¬ 
ber 9-10, 1974, November 16-17, 1974, 
archery only, either sex; November 23- 
24, 1974, November 30-December 1, 1974, 
December 7-3, 1974, December 21-22, 
1974, guns only, antlered bucks only; and 
January 4. 1975. January 11, 1975. Jan¬ 
uary 18. 1975, and January 25, 1975, gun, 
either sex. 

(3) Arms are limited to shotguns of 
gauges 20 to 12 and loaded with single 
ball only and longbows with broadhead 
arrows. 

(4) Each hunter under age 17 must be 
under the close supervision of an adult. 
For safety reasons, the ratio should be 
one adult to one juvenile but in no case 
should one adult have more than two 
juveniles under his/her supervision. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations. Part 32, and 
are effective through January 25, 1975. 

Arkansas 

HOLLA BEND NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting of deer with longbow 
on Holla Bend National 
Wildlife Refuge, Arkansas, is permitted. 
This area, comprising approximately 
5^367 acres, is delineated on a map avail¬ 
able at Refuge Headquarters, Box 1043, 


Russellville, Arkansas 72801, and from 
the Office of the Regional Director, U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, 17 Executive 
Park Drive, N.E., Atlanta, Georgia 30329. 
Hunting shall be in accordance with all 
applicable State and Federal regulations 
covering the hunting of deer subject to 
the following special conditions: 

(1) Hunting dates: October 1 through 
November 30, 1974. 

(2) A special permit is required. Per¬ 
mits may be obtained in person or by 
mail from the Refuge Manager. 

(3) Hunters may not enter the refuge 
earlier than 2 hours before official sun¬ 
rise daily. 

(4) No firearms are permitted. 

(5) All deer taken must be reported 
before leaving the refuge. 

<6> Only portable tree stands capable 
of being quickly removed are permitted. 

(7) Hunters are prohibited from driv¬ 
ing vehicles across or otherwise damag¬ 
ing standing crops and may not park 
their vehicle so as to block any road or 
thoroughfare. 

(8) Each hunter under age 17 must be 
under the close supervision of an adult. 
For safety reasons, the ratio should be 
one adult to one juvenile but in no case 
should one adult have more than two 
juveniles under his/her supervision. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 
50, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32, 
and are effective through November 30, 
1974. 

WHITE RIVER NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting for white-tailed deer on 
the White River National Wildlife 
Refuge, Arkansas, is permitted only on 
the area designated by signs as open to 
hunting. This open area is delineated 
on a map available at the Refuge Head¬ 
quarters and from the Regional Direc¬ 
tor, U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 17 
Executive Park Drive, NJE., Atlanta, 
Georgia 30329. Hunting shall be in ac¬ 
cordance with all applicable State and 
Federal regulations governing the hunt¬ 
ing of white-tailed deer, subject to the 
following special conditions: 

Cl) Species permitted to be taken: 
White-tailed deer, beaver, and feral hogs. 

(2) Open season: Archery—October 
16-30; Muzzleloading rifle—October 25- 
26; Gun—November 22-23 and Novem¬ 
ber 29-30, 1974. 

(3) Bag limits: One deer of either sex, 
no limit on beaver and feral hogs. 

(4) Weapons: (a) Gun—in accord¬ 
ance with State regulations. 

(b) Archery—longbows only with a 
minimum pull of 40 pounds and arrows 
with a % inch minimum width blade. 

(c) Muzzleloading rifles and pistols— 
fired by flintlock or percussion cap, with 
a bore not smaller than forty caliber 
using single ball or slug. 

(5) Loaded guns are not permitted in 
vehicles or in camps. Shooting is not al¬ 
lowed from boats, vehicles, or roadways 
used by vehicles. Dogs and horses are not 
allowed and all vehicles, including Jeeps, 
Scouts, Tote Goats, Hondas, etc., must 


stay on regularly used roads and trails. 
Shooting hours are 30 minutes before 
sunrise to 30 minutes after sunset. Camp¬ 
ing is permitted in designated areas. 
Hunters may enter the open hunting area 
at noon on the date preceding each hunt 
and must be out of the area by dark of 
the closing day. Fires may be built only 
at the campsites. 

(6) Deer killed during the four days 
of gun hunting must be tagged immedi¬ 
ately with the State tag and also checked 
at one of the refuge check stations be¬ 
tween 7:30 ajn. and 7 p.m. 

(7) - Hunters may not return to hunt 
hogs or beaver after they have killed a 
deer. 

<8> Permit required. 

(9) Each hunter under 17 years of 
age must be under the close supervision 
of an adult. For safety reasons, the ratio 
should be one adult to one juvenile but 
in no case should one adult have more 
than two juveniles under his/her super¬ 
vision. 

(10) Each gun deer hunter is required 
to wear a minimum of 500 square inches 
of fluorescent orange above the waist¬ 
line. 

(11) All hunters must exhibit their 
hunting license, deer tag, game, and 
vehicle contents to Federal and State 
officers upon request. 

The provisions of tills special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32, 
and are effective through November 30, 
1974. 

Florida 

LAKE WOODRUFF NATIONAL WILDLIFE 
REFUGE 

Public him ting of white-tailed deer 
and feral (wild) hogs is permitted on 
approximately 1,450 acres of Lake Wood¬ 
ruff Wildlife Refuge. The area open to 
hunting includes all Federally owned 
lands on Dexter and Tick Islands as de¬ 
lineated on a map available at the Refuge 
Headquarters. P.O. Box 488, DeLeon 
Springs, Florida 32028, or from the Office 
of the Regional Director. U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, 17 Executive Park Drive, 
N.E., Atlanta. Georgia 30329. Hunting 
shall be in accordance with all applicable 
State and Federal regulations governing 
the hunting of white-tailed deer and 
hogs, subject to the following special con¬ 
ditions: 

(1) Open seasons: (a) Archery—Octo¬ 
ber 4-7, 1974. 

(b) Primitive gun—November 1-4, 
1974. 

(2) Bag limits: White-tailed deer- 
same as State regulations. Feral hogs— 
no bag limit. Either sex deer may be 
hunted during the archery and primitive 
gun seasons. 

(3) Permitted method of hunting: 

(a) Archery season: Weapons per¬ 
mitted are longbows capable of casting 
a one (1) ounce hunting arrow 150 yards. 
Sharp broadhead arrows must be used. 
Firearms and crossbows are prohibited. 
Hunters must be on stands from V6 hour 
before sunrise to 1 % hours after sunrise. 
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No stalking or movement through the 
woodlands is permitted during the stand 
hunt hours. There will be required eve¬ 
ning stand period, although still hunting 
is encouraged from 4:00 P.M. until sun¬ 
set. 

(b) Primitive gun season: Weapons 
permitted are muzzleloading percussion 
cap or flintlock rifles with a single or 
double rifled barrel of .40 caliber (.40") 
minimum and a .58 caliber (.58") maxi¬ 
mum bore. Minimum barrel length is 
20 inches. Stand hunting is not required. 

(4) Access and hours of use: No over¬ 
night use is permitted on the refuge. Ac¬ 
cess to the hunting area is by boat, aqd 
hunters must furnish their own trans¬ 
portation. No entry will be permitted 
prior to one and one-half hours before 
sunrise, and all hunters must clear the 
area by one hour after sunset. 

(5) Permits: Each participant must 
have in his possession a valid hunting 
permit issued by the Lake Woodruff Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Reguge in addition to any 
required State permits, licenses, etc. Per¬ 
mits are not transferable. 

(6) Scouting: All participants drawn 
for the hunts will be allowed to visit the 
hunt area on September 27-28 and Octo¬ 
ber 25-26 from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Weapons 
or dogs are not allowed. Participants may 
bring their families or friends while 
scouting the area. 

(7) During the primitive gun season 
hunters must wear a minimum of 500 
square inches of fluorescent orange col¬ 
ored material above the waistline. 

(8) Each hunter under age 17 must 
be under the close supervision of an 
adult. For safety reasons, the ratio 
should be one adult to one juvenile but 
in no case should one adult have more 
than two juveniles under his/her super¬ 
vision. 

(9) All fires are prohibited. 

(10) No dogs are allowed on the 
refuge. 

(11) It is unlawful to drive a nail, 
spike, or other metal object into any 
tree, or to hunt from any tree in which 
a metal object has been driven. 

(12) Littering, cutting or blazing live 
trees, disturbing any other forms of wild¬ 
life, or digging in Indian mounds is pro¬ 
hibited. 

(13) All game must be checked at the 
check station on Tick Island prior to 
being taken from the refuge. 

(14) Apprehension of a participant 
for any infraction of regulations shall be 
cause for immediate revocation of his 
hunting permit. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32, and 
are effective through November 4, 1974. 

ST. MARKS NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting of deer and wild hogs 
on the St. Marks National Wildlife Ref¬ 
uge, Florida, is permitted only in the area 
designated by signs as open to hunting. 
This open area, comprising approxi¬ 
mately 1,200 acres, is delineated on a 
map available at the Refuge Headquar¬ 


ters and from the Office of the Regional 
Director, U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
17 Executive Park Drive, N.E., Atlanta. 
Georgia 30329. Hunting shall be in ac¬ 
cordance with all applicable State and 
Federal regulations governing the hunt¬ 
ing of deer and wild hogs. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32.

1975. 

ST. VINCENT NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting of white-tailed deer, 
feral (wild) hogs, raccoon, and opossum 
is permitted onT2,358 acres of St. Vin¬ 
cent National Wildlife Refuge. The area 
open to hunting includes all of St. Vin¬ 
cent Island. The area open to hunting is 
delineated on a map available at the 
Refuge Headquarters, P.O. Box 447, 
Apalachicola. Florida 32320, or from the 
Office of the Regional Director, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, 17 Executive Park 
Drive, N.E., Atlanta, Georgia 30329. 
Hunting shall be in accordance with all 
applicable State and Federal regulations 
governing the hunting of white-tailed 
deer, wild hogs, raccoon, and opossum, 
subject to the following special condi¬ 
tions: 

(1) Species permitted to be taken: 
White-tailed deer—either sex on archery 
hunts. Antlered bucks only on primitive 
gun hunt. Hogs and pigs (any size), 
raccoon, and opossum. 

(2) Bag limits: White-tailed deer—1 
per day, 2 per season. Hogs and pigs, 
raccoon, and opossum—no bag limits. 

(3) Open seasons: Bow and arrow— 
October 18-21, 1974, and November 16- 
19, 1974. Primitive gun—December 12- 
15, 1974. 

(4) Methods of hunting: (a) Bow and 
arrow seasons—Longbows capable of 
casting a one ounce hunting arrow 150 
yards and sharp broadhead arrows. Fire¬ 
arms and crossbows are prohibited. 
Hunters must be on stands from Vfe hour 
before sunrise to 1 V 2 hours after sunrise. 
No stalking or movement through the 
woodlands is permitted during the stand 
hunt hours. There will be no required 
afternoon stand period although still 
hunting is encouraged from 4 pm. until 
sunset. 

(b) Primitive gun season—Weapons 
permitted are muzzleloading percussion 
cap or flintlock rifles with a single or 
double rifled barrel of .40 caliber (.40 
inch) minimum and a .58 (.58 inch) 
maximum bore. Minimum barrel length 
is 20 inches. Stand hunting is not re¬ 
quired during the hunt season December 
12-15, 1974. 

(5) Permit requirements: (a) Archery 
hunts—A nontransferable hunting per¬ 
mit must be obtained at one of the check 
stations on the island before hunting. 
This permit must be kept in possession 
while hunting. 

(b) Primitive gun hunt—Each partic¬ 
ipant must have in his possession a valid 
hunting permit issued by the St. Vincent 
National Wildlife Refuge office in Apa¬ 


lachicola. These permits are not trans¬ 
ferable. 

(6) Access: Initial entry onto St. Vin¬ 
cent Island is restricted to two check 
stations throughout the hunts.

(7) During the primitive gun hunt, 
hunters are required to wear outer gar¬ 
ments above the waist which contain a 
minimum total of 500 square inches of 
daylight, fluorescent orange colored 
material. Bow hunters are required to 
wear red, orange, or yellow outer gar¬ 
ment (hat. vest, etc.) while hunting. 

(8) Each hunter under age 17 must 
be under the close supervision of an adult. 
For safety reasons, the ratio should be 
one adult to one juvenile but In no case 
should one adult have more than two 
juveniles under his/her supervision. 

(9) Camping and fires are restricted 
to two designated camping areas. Partic¬ 
ipants may set up camp one day prior to 
the opening of each hunt season and 
must remove all camping equipment from 
St. Vincent Island by 3:00 P.lif. following 
the last day of each hunt season. 

(10) Dogs are not permitted on the 
island/ 

(11) No motorized vehicles or equip¬ 
ment such as scooters, tote bikes, beach 
buggies, Jeeps, portable electric genera¬ 
tors, chain saws, etc., will be permitted. 

(12) Littering and cutting of live trees 
is prohibited. Only dead wood may be cut. 

(13) It is unlawful to drive a nail, 
spike, or other metal object into any tree 
or to hunt from any tree in which a nail, 
spike, or other metal object has been 
driven. 

(14) Any infraction of regulations 
shall be cause for immediate revocation 
of hunting permits. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32, and 
are effective through December 16, 1974. 

Georgia 

BLACKBEARD ISLAND NATIONAL WILDLIFE 
REFUGE 

Public hunting for deer on Blackbeard 
Island National Wildlife Refuge, Geor¬ 
gia, is permitted only on the area desig¬ 
nated by signs as open to hunting. The 
open area, comprising 4,535 acres, is de¬ 
lineated on a map available at the Refuge 
Headquarters, Route 1, Hardeeville, 
South Carolina 29927. and from the Of¬ 
fice of the Regional Director, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, 17 Executive Park 
Drive, N.E., Atlanta, Georgia 30329. 
Hunting shall be in accordance with all 
applicable State and Federal regulations 
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covering the hunting of deer subject to 
the following conditions: 

(1) Deer of either sex may be taken 
during the following open periods: Octo¬ 
ber 22-25, 1974; November 26-29, 1074; 
and December 30. 1974-January 1. 1975. 

(2) Hunting hours will be from day¬ 
light to 9:30 am. and from 3:30 pm. 
to sunset daily. 

(3) The season bag limit is two deer, 
only one of which may be a doe. 

(4) Raccoon may also be taken dur¬ 
ing the above season. 

(5) Only bows and arrows may be 
used. Bows must have not less than 40 
pounds pull and arrows must be broad- 
head % inch or more in width. Firearms, 
croasbows, and mechanical bows are pro¬ 
hibited. 

(6) Dogs are prohibited. 

(7) Camping and fires will be permit¬ 
ted only at the designated camping area. 

(8) Each hunter under age 17 must be 
under the close supervision of an adult. 
For safety reasons, the ratio should be 
one adult to one juvenile but in no case 
should one adult have more than two 
juveniles under his/her supervision. 

(9) Participants must arrange their 
own transportation to the island and 
may not enter the refuge more than 2 
days in advance of each opening date. 

(10) Hunters will be restricted to the 
camping area until the morning of the 
first day of each hunt period. 

(11) A Federal permit is required. Per¬ 
mit applications mast be received by 
the Refuge Manager, Savannah National 
Wildlite Refuge, Route 1, Hardeeville. 
South Carolina 29927, by the following 
dates: September 25 for the hunt begin¬ 
ning October 22; October 31 for the hunt 
beginning November 26; and December 2 
for the hunt beginning December 30. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern him ting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32. and 
are effective through January 1, 1975. 

PIEDMONT NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting of white-tailed deer on 
the Piedmont National Wildlife Refuge. 
Georgia, is permitted on the refuge ex¬ 
cept in those areas designated by signs as 
closed. The open area, comprising ap¬ 
proximately 32,000 acres, is delineated on 
the map available at the Refuge Head¬ 
quarters and from the Office of the 
Regional Director, U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 17 Executive Park Drive, NE. f 
Atlanta, Georgia 30329. Hunting shall 
be in accordance with all applicable State 
and Federal regulations covering the 
hunting of deer, subject to the following 
special conditions: 

(1) Open season and bag limit: (a) 
Archery hunt—September 28-October 14, 
1974. Limit two bucks or one buck and 
one doe. 

(b) Trophy buck hunt—October 22- 
26, 1974. Limit two bucks with four or 
more points on one side. 

(c) Either sex hunt—November 2, 9, 
and 16, 1974. Limit one deer. Same per¬ 
son will not be on two of the gun hunts. 
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(2) Only a few gravel-surfaced roads 
on the refuge will be open for access dur¬ 
ing the archery and trophy buck hunts. 
Refuge roads open to vehicles during the 
trophy buck and archery hunts are 
located behind gates marked <G) on re¬ 
fuge hunt map. Entrance onto the roads 
is authorized only through the eight (8) 
designated gates from one hour prior to 
official sunrise until one hour after sun¬ 
set.

(8) Camping and fires are restricted 
to the designated camping area in Com¬ 
partment 19 which will be open on the 
following dates: September 20-23; Sep¬ 
tember 27-October 15; October 21-27; 
November 1-3; November 8-10; and No¬ 
vember 15-17, 1974. 

(9) Each hunter under age 17 must be 
under the close supervision of an adult. 
The ratio should be one adult to one 
juvenile but in no case should one adult 
have more than two Juveniles under his/ 
her supervision. 

(10) Gun hunters must wear outer 
garments containing at least 500 square 
Inches of daylight flourescent orange 
material above the waistline. 

(11) It is unlawful to drive a nail, 
spike, or metal object into any tree or to 
hunt from any tree in which a nail, spike, 
or other metal object has been driven. 

(12) AH areas open for hunting may be 
visited for scouting purposes on Sep¬ 
tember 21-22, 1974 during daylight hours 
only. Weapons and dogs are not 
permitted. 

(13) A refuge permit is required. Hunt 
permits are non transferable. Hunters 
for gun hunts will be selected by com¬ 
puter from applications received and will 
be issued as follows: Trophy buck hunt— 
500 permits; either sex hunters—2,000 
permits issued each hunt. Applications 
for the gun hunts must be made on the 
form available from the Piedmont Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Refuge, Round Oak, Geor¬ 
gia 31080. Completed applications must 
be in the office of the U.S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service, 17 Executive Park Drive, 
N.E., Atlanta, Georgia 30329 by 3:30 P.M. 
on September 6, 1974. Only one applica¬ 
tion per hunter is allowed. Applications 
may be submitted individually or as a

(5) Dogs are prohibited. 

(6) All camping will be at designated 
camping areas on Pine Island. Fires must 
be confined to the camping areas. 

(7) Participants must arrange their 
own transportation to Pine Island and 
from Pine Island to Wassaw Island. 

(8) Participants may not enter the 
refuge more than 1 day prior to the 
hunt. Hunters will be restricted to the 
camping area until the morning of the 
first day of each hunt period. 

(9) Each hunter under age 17 must be 
under the close supervision of an adult. 
For safety reasons, the ratio should be 
one adult to one juvenile but in no case 
should one adult have more than two 
juveniles under his/her supervision. 

(10) Blazing trees, driving spikes in 
trees, or damaging trees and shrubbery 
in any manner is prohibited. 

(11) Litter must be deposited in the 
proper trash receptacles. 

(12) A Federal permit is required. Per¬ 
mit applications must be received by the 
Refuge Manager, Savannah National 
Wildlife Refuge, Route 1. Hardeeville, 
South Carolina 29927 by October 31 for 
the November 26-29 hunt and Decem¬ 
ber 2 for the December 30-January 1 
hunt. 
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The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32, and 
are effective through January 1, 1975. 

Mississippi 

NOXUBEE NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Hunting shall be in accordance with 
applicable State and Federal regulations. 
Portions of the refuge which are open to 
hunting are designated by signs and 
delineated on maps available at Refuge 
Headquarters and from the Office of the 
Regional Director, U.S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service. 17 Executive Park Drive NE., 
Atlanta, Georgia 30329. White-tailed 
deer may be hunted in accordance with 
the following special conditions: 

(1) Hunting with guns is permitted 
November 25-30, 1974, and January 2-4, 
1975. 

(2) Guns are restricted to centerfire 
rifles; 20 gauge or larger shotguns firing 
slugs or number four or larger buckshot; 
and muzzle-loading rifles and shotguns. 

(3) Hunting of deer with longbows only 
is permitted October 5-12, 1974, exclud¬ 
ing Sundays.

(5) Horses and dogs are not permitted. 

(6) Fires and cutting of trees are not 
permitted.

(8) All deer killed must be checked out 
at one of the designated refuge checking 
stations. 

(9) The number of hunters is not 
limited, except during the January 4 
hunt which will be limited to 500 permits. 
Permits are required for all deer hunts 
and will be issued from Refuge Head¬ 
quarters. 

(10) Each hunter under age 17 must be 
under the close supervision of an adult. 
For safety reasons, the ratio should be 
one adult to one juvenile but in no case 
should one adult have more than two 
Juveniles under his/her supervision. 

The provisions of this special regula¬ 
tion supplement the regulations which 
govern hunting on wildlife refuge areas 
generally which are set forth in Title 50, 
Code of Federal Regulations, Part 32, 
and are effective through January 4,1975. 

YAZOO NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

Public hunting of deer on the Yazoo 
National Wildlife Refuge is permitted 
only on the areas designated by signs 
as open to hunting.

(9) All hunters must wear protective 
clothing of fluorescent orange or yellow 
material of at least 500 square inches 
above the waist. 

(10) Each hunter under the age of 
17 must be under the close supervision 
of an adult. For safety reasons, the ra¬ 
tio should be one adult to one juvenile, 
but in no case should one adult have 
more than two juveniles under his/her 
supervision. 

(11) Bow hunters who wish to hunt 
deer on Britton Ford Peninsula and Sul- 
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pliur Well Island on October 5 and 6 
will be required to possess a refuge per¬ 
mit. Permits for hunting this area will 
be issued to the first 300 people who 
make a request for this permit at the 
Refuge Office in Paris, Tennessee. An¬ 
other 300 permits will be available for 
the Duck River Unit hunt area south of 
Interstate 40 and east of the Tennessee 
River. All archery hunt permits will be 
good for both October 5 and October 6, 
1974. 

(12) Hunters desiring to hunt deer on 
the area open to gun hunting will re¬ 
quire a refuge permit. Applications will 
consist of a self-addressed, stamped en¬ 
velope furnished by the hunter(s) to the 
Refuge Office, U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Box 849, Paris, Tennessee 38242, 
after August 1, 1974.

(13) Muzzleloading rifle hunters who 
wish to hunt Britton Ford Peninsula, 
Sulphur Well Island, and the Duck 
River Unit area south of Interstate 40 
and east of the Tennessee River on De¬ 
cember 29 and 30, 1974 will be required 
to possess a refuge permit. Permits for 
hunting these areas will be issued to the 
first 310 people who make a request for 
this permit at the Refuge Office in Paris, 
Tennessee, after October 1, 1974. Up to 
35 people will be allowed to hunt Britton 
Ford Peninsula per day, up to 20 people 
may hunt Sulphur Well Island each day, 
and up to 100 people may hunt on the 
Duck River portion each day. 

(14) Hunters must check in and out 
of the designated checking station.

MEDICAID AND PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 
Blindness as a Condition of Eligibility 

Notice is hereby given that the regula¬ 
tions set forth in tentative form below 
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are proposed by the Administrator, 
Social and Rehabilitation Service, with 
the approval of the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. They relate to 
provisions for the determination of 
blindness for purposes of eligibility under 
State plans administered under titles X, 
XVL and xrx of the S ocial Security 
Act. The regulations at 45 CFR 233.70(a) 
(3) and 248.70(a)(3) currently require 
that, in any instance in which a deter¬ 
mination is to be made whether an indi¬ 
vidual is blind according to the State's 
definition, there will be an examination 
by a physician skilled in the diseases of 
the eye or by an optometrist, whichever 
the individual may select. The medical 
reports of such examinations are re¬ 
viewed by a State supervising ophthal¬ 
mologist. This review of the examination 
report from the applicant’s physician or 
optometrist is not a peer review, but is 
solely a medical review by the State 
supervising ophthalmologist to determine 
eligibility. 

It has been recommended to SRS 
that the regulation be revised to allow 
the States to use other qualified exam¬ 
iners including optometrists, and not 
just ophthalmologists, to perform this 
function of determining eligibility. SRS 
has responded with these proposed regu¬ 
lations which permit any “physician 
skilled in diseases of the eye” to perform 
the eligibility review. However, optom¬ 
etrists are not included, as SRS 
believes the medical expertise of a physi¬ 
cian is required in carrying out the 
duties of the State supervising exam¬ 
iner. An optometrist is not a physician. 

Other proposed revisions of {§ 233.70 
and 248.70 are designed to clarify the 
difference between the initial examina¬ 
tion of the applicant and the subsequent 
eligibility review. The eligibility review 
also includes a determination of need for 
re-examinations. 

Prior to the adoption of the proposed 
regulation, consideration will be given 
to any comments, suggestions or objec¬ 
tions thereto which are received in writ¬ 
ing by the Administrator, Social and 
Rehabilitation Service, Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, P.O.

Air Quality Implementation Plan 

On May 31, 1972, pursuant to section 
110 of the Clean Air Act and 40 CFR Part 


61, the Administrator of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency approved (37 
FR 10842), with specific exceptions, the 
State of Idaho plan for implementation 
of the national ambient air quality 
standards. 

On July 1.1974, the Governor of Idaho 
submitted to the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency various revisions to the 
approved plan. The plan revisions sub¬ 
mitted include (1) five stationary source 
compliance schedules; (2) Regulation T. 
Air Pollution Source Permits, an addition 
to the Rules and Regulations for the 
Control of Air Pollution in Idaho; (3) 
indirect source review procedures, an ad¬ 
dition to Chapter XI of the plan; (4) 
amendments to Regulation A to include 
permit provisions for indirect sources in 
the rules and regulations of the Control 
of Air Pollution in Idaho; and (5) modi¬ 
fications to the emer genc y episode plan 
included in Chapter XII of the imple¬ 
mentation plan. 

The submitted compliance schedules, 
applicable to the following sources, were 
adopted by the State after proper notice 
and public hearings in accordance with 
the requirements of 40 CFR 51.4 and 51.6 
and provide for compliance with immedi¬ 
ately effective State emission limitations:

The addition of Regulation T to the 
Idaho rules and regulations provides the 
Department of Health and Welfare with 
the authority to issue air contaminant 
discharge permits and establishes uni¬ 
form procedures for obtaining such per¬ 
mits. Air contaminant discharge permits 
establish specific standards and limits 
prescribing the type and quantity of air 
contaminants a source of air pollution is 
allowed to emit into the atmosphere. 
These limits must be consistent with all 
applicable regulations and may be more 
restrictive where necessary. The permit 
shall provide, where appropriate, an in¬ 
terim schedule of compliance for those 
sources which may not be in compliance 
with applicable emission limits at the 
time of Issuance. 

The modifications to the Emergency 
Episode Plan include adoption of the 
previously proposed point source abate¬ 
ment plan for Potlatch Forests, Inc. f in 
the Eastern Washington-Northern Idaho 
Interstate Air Quality Control Region 
and modifications to the requirements 
for industrial and commercial establish¬ 
ment closures during specified levels of 
the episode abatement strategies. 

The amendments to Regulation A and 
the additions to Chapter XI of the plan 
provide for preconstruction review and 
approval of indirect sources of air pollu¬ 
tion in the State of Idaho. The size of in¬ 
direct sources subject to review and ap- 
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proval varies, depending on whether the 
source is located within or outside an ur¬ 
banized area. An urbanized area is de¬ 
fined as any area within the city limits, 
or within five (5) miles of the city limits, 
of any city with a population of more 
than 10,000 persons. 

In an urbanized area, any new park¬ 
ing facility of 1,000 or more spaces and 
any existing facility modified to increase 
capacity by 500 or more spaces are sub¬ 
ject to review under the amended regula¬ 
tions. Also, any new highway section 
designed for use by 20,000 or more 
vehicles daily and any existing highway 
section modified to increase vehicle ca¬ 
pacity by 10,000 vehicles or more daily 
are subject to the amended regulations. 

Outside urbanized areas any new park¬ 
ing facilities of 2,000 or more spaces and 
parking facility modifications which in¬ 
crease capacity by 1,000 or more spaces 
are subject to State review and approval. 

Any new airport which will have 50,000 
or more operations per year or will be 
used by 1,600,000 passengers per year 
and any airport modification which will 
Increase operations by 50,000 or more 
per year or use by 1,600,000 passengers 
per year are also subject to the amended 
regulations. 

The Administrator is required by sec¬ 
tion 110 of the Act to approve or disap¬ 
prove any revision of an implementation 
plan submitted by a State and hereby 
issues this notice to invite public com¬ 
ment on whether the materials submit¬ 
ted should be approved or disapproved 
as revisions to the State of Idaho Im¬ 
plementation Plan. If the plan revisions 
dealing with indirect source review pro¬ 
cedures are approved, the Administrator 
will rescind the federal indirect source 
review regulation for the State of Idaho 
(39 PR 7270) promulgated on Febru¬ 
ary 25, 1974, pursuant tc Section 110 of 
the Clean Air Act and an order of the 
U.S. Court of Appeals.

PRIME TIME ACCESS RULE PROCEEDING 
Extension of Time for Comments 

August 16, 1974. 

Comments and reply comments in re¬ 
sponse to the “Further Notice Inviting 
Comments’’ adopted in the prime-time- 
access rule proceeding (Docket 19622) on 
July 9, 1974, are presently due August 26, 
and reply comments September 10, 1974. 
The Commission has received requests 
from the United Church of Christ and 
the American Civil Liberties Union for a 
considerably longer time, an additional 
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period of 90 days from the original date 
of August 16, or until mid-November. The 
fact that August is a vacation period is 
the chief reason given. We have also re¬ 
ceived a statement from a program syn¬ 
dicator (who participated earlier in the 
proceeding at the reconsideration stage) 
urging that the time for reply comments 
should be considerably more than the 
period of about two weeks now provided. 

The Commission is committed to reso¬ 
lution of this matter as expeditiously as 
possible, in order to remove the uncer¬ 
tainty presently existing as to the rule's 
future. Therefore it is not appropriate 
to grant the amount of additional time 
requested. However, our Further Notice 
specifically invited comments from “pub¬ 
lic" groups, such as those mentioned, and 
therefore it appears that a short exten¬ 
sion is warranted in order to permit these 
groups to prepare and submit their views 
and to allow additional time for other 
parties. It appears that an initial com¬ 
ment date of September 20 should be 
sufficient for this purpose. 

As to reply comments, in our view a 
period of approximately two weeks is 
sufficient, taking into account the fact 
that most of the parties who will be in¬ 
volved other than public groups, includ¬ 
ing the syndicator mentioned, have par¬ 
ticipated before and are familiar with 
the subject-matter. We are setting Octo¬ 
ber 7 as the date for reply comments. 
The Commission’s staff, particularly the 
Office of Network Study, will arrange to 
have initial comments available immedi¬ 
ately for inspection. All parties are ad¬ 
vised that to be timelv filed, comments 
must be received at the Commission by 
the date mentioned.

CABLECASTING OF CERTAIN PROGRAMS 

Further Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
and Order for Oral Argument 

In the matter of amendment of Part 
76, Subpart G, of the Commission’s rules 
and regulations pertaining to the Cable- 
casting of Programs for Which a Per- 


program or Per-Channel Charge is 
Made. 1 Docket No. 19554. 

1. Notice is hereby given of further 
proposed rulemaking in the above-enti¬ 
tled matter, which is also hereby en¬ 
larged to include an inquiry into three 
additional matters. The first additional 
matter is whether the Commission’s rules 
with respect to over-the-air subscription 
television should be revised to reflect and 
parallel any changes which the Commis¬ 
sion might make in its rules governing 
pay cablecasting. The second relates to 
the alleged withholding (warehousing) 
of feature films from the subscription 
market. The third matter relates to 
whether the Commission should require 
cable systems to provide notification of 
the commencement of programming on 
channels for which a per-program or 
per-channel charge is assessed. 

2. On July 24, 1972, the Commission 
released its notice of proposed rulemak¬ 
ing and memorandum opinion and order, 
FCC 72-652, 35 FCC 2d 893. which es¬ 
tablished Docket No. 19554 and invited 
interested parties to file comments rela¬ 
tive to the question of whether the Com¬ 
mission’s existing rules concerning pay 
cablecasting are subject to improve¬ 
ment. 1 * * These rules were established by 
the Commission’s decision in “Memoran¬ 
dum Opinion and Order in Docket 
18397," FCC 70-677, 23 FCC 2d 825, where 
we reconsidered our earlier “First Report 
and Order." FCC 69-1170, 20 FCC 2d 
201, and adopted restrictions on cable- 
casting on a per-channel or a per- 
program basis similar to those then appli¬ 
cable to over-the-air subscription tele¬ 
vision. In general, these rules prohibit the 
pay cablecasting of feature films more 
than two years old, sports events tele¬ 
vised in the community during the 
preceding two years, and series programs. 

No advertising may be telecast in con¬ 
nection with such programming and no 
more than 90 percent of such program¬ 
ming on a cable system may consist of 
sports and feature films combined. When 
the Commission announced its notice of 
proposed rulemaking in Docket 19554, it 
framed the general issue as “how pay¬ 
cablecasting can best be regulated to pro¬ 
vide a beneficial supplement to over-the- 
air broadcasting without at the same 
time undermining the continued opera¬ 
tion of that 'free’ television service." * In 
addition to addressing this general issue, 
comments were invited with respect to 
the following specific questions:*

(a) What are the legal, technical, and 
economic differences between over-the- 
air subscription television and pay cable- 
casting? 

(b) Are there, as the Department of 
Justice suggests, means of protecting the 
viewing public by less restrictive means 
than the existing rules? 

(c) Are the rules appropriate for and 
how should they be administered with 
respect to access and leased channel 
cablecasting for which there is a per- 
program or per-channel charge and not 
subject to the control of a cable televi¬ 
sion operator? 

(d) Have there been significant and 
relevant changes in the motion picture 
industry that should be reflected in the 
rules? 

3. In response to the notice of proposed 
rulemaking in Docket 19554, some 40 
pleadings and reply pleadings were re¬ 
ceived. totalling over 800 pages. These 
pleadings reflect widely divergent views 
varying from those which contend that 
there should be no program restrictions 
placed on pay cablecasting, to those 
which would have the Commission ban 
cable systems from engaging in 'pay 
cablecasting.

In order to sharpen the focus on the is¬ 
sues raised by the written pleadings, on 
October 16. 1973, the Commission order¬ 
ed an oral argument which was held on 
November 5, 6, and 7.

October 17, 1973). Almost 900 pages of 
transcript were taken during the oral 
argument phase. Thereafter, various 
parties filed supplemental comments or 
information. 

4. Notwithstanding the vast amount of 
information which has already been 
presented to the Commission, we are of 
the opinion that additional written and 
oral comments are required to update 
the data previously filed and to provide 
interested parties with an opportunity to 
respond to specific issues and proposals 
which we feel deserve special attention.* 
We are, in addition, expanding the scope 
of this proceeding in significant respects 
as discussed in paragraphs 28-31 below. 
In issuing this further notice we are in- 

. viting further response to all of the 
broad, general concerns and considera¬ 
tions expressed in the earlier Notice and 
in other prior proceedings on the issue.

81nce we have already determined that addi¬ 
tional comments are required in Docket 
19554, American's petition and the Associa¬ 
tion's opposition are now moot to the extent 
that they relate to that Docket. 
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since the last comments were received. 
We are also putting forth herein several 
specific alternatives for changes of the 
rules, so that we may have the benefit of 
comments responding directly to these 
proposals. In doing so, however, we wish 
to make it clear that we have reached no 
conclusion, even of a tentative nature, 
that one or any of these alternatives rep¬ 
resent the final direction in which we 
think it appropriate to proceed. They are, 
rather, alternatives that, along with such 
other alternatives as have been suggested 
in the past or which may be raised during 
the further course of this proceeding, will 
be considered in reaching a final resolu¬ 
tion of tliis extremely complicated 
matter.

This involves the 
question of to what extent the develop¬ 
ment of direct payment distribution sys¬ 
tems with their increased demand for 
film product would result in an increase 
in the supply of such product. 6 In addi¬ 
tion, it involves questions of whether 
both distribution mediums could use the 
same product on a reasonably simultane¬ 
ous basis and whether there is not al¬ 
ready sufficient product in existence so 
that the supply is sufficient to fill the de¬ 
mands of both pay and free program 
distribution systems.

use* Thus, for example, TeleMation Pro¬ 
gram Services has taken a count of films 
more than nine years old which are not 
under contract to television stations.

000 in Buffalo. New York; 13,000 films in 
St. Louis, Missouri; 10,000 in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Both of these points, ie„ re¬ 
garding a possible increase in the supply 
of films and the quantity of existing 
product available, have been advanced as 
reasons for the abandonment or at least 
a relaxation in our existing rules. Since 
the assumptions on which the two 
theories are based are possibly open to 
question on a number of counts, it would 
be useful to have specific responses in¬ 
cluded in the record of this proceeding.

Listed below are 
four possible alternative courses of ac¬ 
tion in this regard, on which we request 
specific comment. Parties are. of course, 
encouraged to suggest other alternatives 
or variations on those here proposed. 
The first alternative looks toward re¬ 
finements in the two-ten year rule based 
on the facts available as to feature film 
distribution patterns which exist now 
and have existed in the past in the ab¬ 
sence of significant pay involvement. The 
two critical patterns, as suggested in 
the comments, arc <1) the trend toward 
made-for-television films (Appendix B) 
which, it is argued, assures at least net¬ 
work television a continued supply of 
films no matter what happens to the 
supply of theatrical films, and (2) ex¬ 
isting experience regarding the time it 
takes the average feature film or the 
average “blockbuster” feature film to 
reach its first network broadcast. (Ap¬ 
pendix C.) These figures, it has been ar¬ 
gued, suggest that, even accepting the 
rationale of the existing rules, they 
should be changed to permit pay use of 
a film until it is three, four, or five 
years old. There was considerable dis¬ 
cussion during the earlier course of this 
proceeding as to what the true averages 
were, what the trend had been over the 
years, and whether a median or some 
other figure should be used rather than 
an average figure. We request that the 
existing data in the record on this sub- 


■ This assertion is disputed by Metromedia. 
Inc. In Its letter to Chairman Burch dated 
November 27, 1973, Metromedia states that, 
"While there is a large number of older 
movies, there is a limited number of good 
suitable older titles available. The box-office 
distribution system would quite obviously 
out-bid free over-the-air television for the 
best old films.

jeet be updated and that the various im¬ 
plications, if any, be specifically com¬ 
mented on by interested parties. 

8. The second alternative proceeds to 
the same result by a different route. The 
thesis behind this alternative is that the 
major problem faced by the Commis¬ 
sion is not that pay operations will use 
films and totally deprive conventional 
broadcasters of the films, but, rather, 
that pay use of films will delay their use 
by free television.’ If this is the case, 
then the objective of the Commission’s 
rules, it could be argued, should be to 
regulate the length of this delay. This 
could conceivably be done simply with 
a rule requiring the pay use of a film 
to discontinue within a fixed period (9?, 
18?, 24? months) after first pay use by 
any pay system anywhere. Or in the al¬ 
ternative, the rule could operate on a 
market by market basis with pay use 
in a market being required to terminate 
within a fixed period after the first use in 
that market. Thereafter, the film would 
be available again on a pay basis only 
after contract had been sigmed for its 
broadcast or it had in fact been broadcast 
in the market. By setting this fixed period 
and eliminating the pay cable market for 
feature films at the end of the period, 
we could assure that the owner of the 
film had no incentive under the rules 
to withhold the film from Broadcast use. 

9. The alleged effect of this proposal 
is that it would allow each film to follow 
the distribution path of the market-place 
from theatres to subscription cable to 
conventional television. The speed with 
which this takes place, however, is likely 
to vary depending upon the nature of 
each film involved. In other words, each 
film is a separate commodity with a dis¬ 
tinct marketability in terms of size and 
type of audience. The existing rule is 
rigid and makes no allowance for these 
differences. Thus, for example, many 
“blockbuster” films are still in theatrical 
release at the end of two years and may 
never become available for pay use. This 
problem could be eliminated by keying 
our rule to first pay use rather than first 
theatrical release. The proviso that after 
a film’s first run on a pay basis the film 
would not be available again on a pay 
basis until a contract had been signed 
for its broadcast or it had in fact been 
broadcast in the market is intended to 
insure that the films will be made avail-

In supplemental comments of February 4, 
1974, American Broadcasting Companies Inc., 
framed the question as "How long should 
FCC rules permit the withholding of feature 
films for pay television before free television, 
is given access to them?'* 
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able for broadcast television within a 
reasonable length of time.* 

10. The third variation on this theme 
involves what has become known as the 
“wild card” rule. This is essentially a 
combination of the first two proposals, 
it addresses itself to the following prob¬ 
lem. We have been told that it is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to define any regular 
distribution pattern for the release of 
feature films to the public by their 
owners. However, as a general proposi¬ 
tion the better films (blockbusters) have 
a longer box-office run than more medi¬ 
ocre films. And we are told that theatres 
and film producers every year earn more 
money from a limited number (10?, 20?, 
30?) of these blockbuster films than from 
all of the rest of the films released that 
year combined. This situation creates a 
problem under the existing rules. It pay 
television program distributors are to be 
part of the feature film distribution mar¬ 
ket they need access to these better 
films. This is not possible under the exist¬ 
ing situation, it is said, because of the 
combination of our rules and economic 
forces of the market place. During the 
initial two years of a film’s life, it is 
bringing in more money at the theatri¬ 
cal box-office than pay programmers can 
afford to pay. After the first two years 
access to the film is eliminated by the 
Commission's rules. 

11. The solution suggested is to pro¬ 
hibit the pay telecasting of any feature 
film between two and ten years old with 
one exception. Each year a fixed number 
of films that are between two and ten 
years old could be shown on a pay basis 
for a limited period of time (12-24 
months) after the first pay showing. In 
other words, such a rule would generally 
prohibit use of films over two years old, 
except that each pay operator could se¬ 
lect a limited number of films over two 
years old for a limited period of use. The 
same films would not have to be selected 
by each operator, but use by any operator 
of a film would start the clock running 
for all other operators desiring to use 
the same film. At the end of the specified 
period, the entire industry would lose 
access to that particular film until it was 
more than ten years old. 

12. We seek comment on the advisa¬ 
bility of a “wild card” approach and 
on the number of “wild card” films that 
might be allowed, the time during which 
the pay industry would be permitted 
access to such films, and the relation of 
these periods to the basic two-ten rule 
and whether it should be changed as 
well if we determine that such a pro¬ 
posal should be adopted. The reason for 


•In supplemental comments filed Febru¬ 
ary 4, 1974, American Broadcasting Com¬ 
panies, Inc., submitted a proposal which 
would require that any film, prior to Its pay 
cable exhibition, must have been licensed 
for free television exhibition commencing 
not later than 25 to 30 months following first 
theatre exhibition. Such a rule would pro¬ 
hibit the pay exhibition of any film untU 
after It had been purchased by “free” broad¬ 
cast television. We also seek comment on this 
proposal. 


any number or time period proposed 
should be clearly set out. 

13. The fourth alternative would re¬ 
tain the existing two-ten year structure 
with significant additions. After a film 
was two years old, this alternative would 
permit commercial television as one class 
of bidder and pay television as another 
class of bidder to compete with each 
other in the open marketplace for the 
purchase and exhibition of the feature 
film. The initial purchaser of the film 
would be limited by Commission rule, 
however, to one year's exhibition of the 
film. The film would then be made avail¬ 
able to the other class of bidder who 
was initially unsuccessful in the bidding 
process, and such bidder would have a 
similar one-year period in which to ex¬ 
hibit the film. The cycle would then re¬ 
peat itself over and over again during 
the 10 year period. In the event that the 
film was not made available to both 
classes of bidders, then the class of bid¬ 
der who was initially successful in pur¬ 
chasing and exhibiting the film w r ould 
be prohibited from showing the film 
again during the 10 year period. This 
prohibition would encourage film distrib¬ 
utors to make films available to both 
commercial television and pay cable. 
There would be incentive, it is argued, 
for both pay cable and commercial tel¬ 
evision to encourage the film distributor 
to make a substantial number of films 
available to both classes of bidders at 
the earliest practicable data. 

14. Each of the above four alterna¬ 
tives is concerned principally with the 
use of films that are less than ten years 
old. With respect to older films questions 
arise as to whether the existing rules, 
permitting pay use of only 12 post ten 
year old films per year, are in need of 
some alteration. For example, are they 
overly restrictive, should their applica¬ 
tion be limited to those markets in which 
there are independent television sta¬ 
tions, and should their application ex¬ 
tend to significantly older films, such as 
for example, those more than 25 years 
old. If parties wish to propose rules con¬ 
taining specific numbers of films of tills 
type that may be used on a pay basis 
during a year, such as, for example, one 
a week, three a week, or one a day, we 
request that the rationale for the num¬ 
ber selected be spelled out in detail. As 
with the alternatives discussed above, 
this is a matter on which no decisions 
have yet been made and on which spe¬ 
cific comment is requested. 

15. All of these alternatives involve 
estimates as to how various Commission 
rules would affect the program distribu¬ 
tion market. To facilitate our under¬ 
standing of how certain films might 
progress through the distribution chain 
under various regulatory schemes, we 
have devised a graphic form to indicate 
such progression. An example of this 
form is set out in Appendix D. Basically, 
the form is designed to show the number 
of years which a particular film might 
be expected to be exhibited in the vari¬ 
ous media—theatres, pay cable and 
broadcast television. We invite any party 


having the requisite information to use 
this format to indicate how specific 
films which represent a certain class of 
films (blockbuster, classic, sleeper, reis¬ 
sue, dualer, stiff, etc.) would progress 
through the distribution chain under 
various types of regulations and 
conditions. 

16. Sports. We also seek additional 
comment concerning the rules govern¬ 
ing the carriage of sports programming. 

17. The existing rule essentially pro¬ 
vides that sports events may not be sub¬ 
scription cablecast if televised ‘live on a 
non-subscription regular basis in the 
community during the two years preced¬ 
ing their proposed cablecast.” 

18. In practice the rule works as fol¬ 
lows : events are broken into categories of 
specific and non-specific events. Specific 
events are generally those specifically 
identifiable by name and significance, 
e.g., the Super Bowl or the World Series. 
Non-specific events would generally be 
regular season games—the 162 regular 
season games of major league baseball or 
the 82 regular season games of a NBA 
basketball team. 

19. Application of the rule to specific 
events is relatively simple. If the event 
was on free television in the community 
during each of the two preceding years 
it may not be shown on a pay basis.® If 
the event was televised in only one of 
the two years, that is not considered 
“regularly” telecast and the event is 
available for pay use. Thus, in actuality 
the event need be off free television only 
one year before it is available on a pay 
basis. 

20. The rules are more complicated in 
their application to nonspecific events. 
These events are further categorized in 
accordance with existing sports and 
broadcast practice. Each separate cate¬ 
gory, as for example home games or away 
games, is then looked at separately. If a 
“substantial” number of games in the 
category were broadcast in each of the 
preceding two years, then none of the 
games in that category may be used on a 
pay basis. Thus, in 1973-74 the Philadel¬ 
phia ’76ers basketball team will broad¬ 
cast none of their home games and 36.6 
percent of their away games. Accord¬ 
ingly, all home games would be available 
for pay use next year. If 36.6 percent is 
not a substantial number, away games 
could also be used. If 36.6 percent is con¬ 
sidered a substantial number, then nei¬ 
ther the 36 percent used for broadcast 
nor the 64 percent not broadcast would 
be available for pay use. 


•The following events are Ulustratlve of 
those clearly not available for pay use as a 
result of this: World Series. Baseball All-Star 
Game, Super Bowl. Rose Bowl, or other Bowl 
Games, East-West Game. North-South Game. 
Blue-Gray Game, NBA All-Star Game, NBA 
Championship Game, National Invitational 
Basketball Tournament (NIT), NCAA Semi- 
Final Games after Regular Season, NCAA 
Final Games after Regular Season, Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness, Belmont Stakes, UJ9. Open, 
PGA, Masters, USGA Amateur, Olympic 
Games. 
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21. Finally, a separate rule restricts 
use of specific events like the Olympics, 
which do not occur every year but which 
were telecast when the event last, 
occurred. 

22. As the result of changes adopted 
in Docket 18893, 10 the rules governing the 
use of sports programming on over-the- 
air STV stations are somewhat different 
than the cable rules. Although the rules 
basically follow the same concepts they 
differ in the following respects: 

No event televised in the preceding five 
years may be used on a pay basis, 

■•Regularly” is defined as telecast in any 
one of the preceding five years In contrast to 
the prior rule requiring use in each of the 
preceding years. 

New events never previously telecast are 
not immediately available for pay use if they 
are the result of a restructuring of the sport. 

The rules are applied to events that might 
be used on a pay basis on a same day delayed 
basis as well as to live events. 

23. The comments received in response 
to the initial Notice in this proceeding 
tended to focus more on the feature films 
aspects than on those relating to sports 
carriage. We note in particular that 
among the major sports interests, only 
the National Hockey League responded 
with written comments. We are hopeful 
that additional detailed comments ad¬ 
dressing the sports issue will be received 
in response to this Further Notice. Here 
again by raising for comment particular 
alternatives or issues, we do not intend 
to indicate that these are the only mat¬ 
ters that remain under consideration in 
tliis area. Comments addressing the gen¬ 
eral philosophy of regulation as well as 
other possible alternatives are also 
invited. 

24. In this regard, we first need com¬ 
ment on a number of questions surround¬ 
ing the manner in which existing rules 
should be interpreted. 

What should be the definition of a ••sub¬ 
stantial” number of games? 

Under the rules, events must be placed in 
categories. Among the categories are home 
games, away games, and games of the week. 
Do the rules now permit or should they per¬ 
mit additional categories such as weekend 
and weekday games, day and night games, 
and East and West Coast games? If there are 
additional categories what criteria should 
be used In establishing the categories? What 
if events fall Into more than one category? 

Should all sports be treated alike or should 
there be distinctions between professional 
and amateur sports, major sports and minor 
sports, team sports and individual sports? 

Generally, should the changes adopted In 
Docket 18893. supra., which are now applica¬ 
ble only to STV stations be applied to pay 
cablecasting u y y

25. We also seek comment on two al¬ 
ternatives for regulating the carriage of 
sports programming on pay systems. 
Both of these are intended to address 
the following problem with the existing 
rules. Under the rules, if a substantial 
number of events in a category have been 
broadcast, none of the remaining events 
in that category may be used on a pay 
basis. If, for example, 35 percent were 
deemed a substantial number and that 
percentage of games in a category were 
broadcast, 65 percent of the games in 
the category would neither be broadcast 
nor would they be available for pay use. 
These “remainder” games, it has been 
argued, ought to be available for pay use 
if in fact local television stations have 
no interest in them. In this general 
proposition is true, it is urged that such 
use ought not to be permitted by eroding 
protections designed to assure continued 
broadcast access to the non-remainder 
games and should not be permitted if it 
appears that this would, over the long 
run, facilitate a shift of the better sports 
programming from free to pay television. 

26. Two possible regulatory alterna¬ 
tives have been suggested which address 
this problem. The first would essentially 
retain the “substantial” number test 13 
but would permit pay use of some per¬ 
centage, for instance half, of the games 
not broadcast. This, it is suggested, would 
permit “free” television continued access 
to the events it now uses with a margin 
for expansion. If broadcast use in¬ 
creased, pay cable access would decrease 
to a percentage of what remained. If 
broadcast use decreased, pay access 
would not increase but would remain at 
a percentage of the unused events in that 
year among the last two-to-flve years 
when the most events were broadcast. 
Alternatively, if broadcast use decreased 
pay access to the remaining games could 
be increased. 

27. The second alternative would also 
retain the “substantial” number test, but 
would permit pay use of additional games 
that would not otherwise be broadcast 
(the remainder games) if local broad¬ 
casters have first been offered broadcast 
rights with respect to the game in ques¬ 
tion. To assure that such a right-of-first- 
refusal gave local broadcasters a genuine 
option to take the game in question, 
rights for the game would have to be 
offered at prices consistent with those 
regularly paid by television networks and 
television stations for similar sports 
events. There may be significant theoret¬ 
ical and practical difficulties with this 
proposal, however, it is argued that, to 
the extent it could be made workable, 
it would provide a useful method of al¬ 
lowing pay use of events in which local 
broadcasters clearly have no interest. 1 *

28. Additional areas for comment. Al¬ 
though we have emphasized -herein the 
feature film and sports areas of the rules, 
comments on all other aspects of the 
rules are also welcomed. In addition, we 
are expanding the scope of this proceed¬ 
ing and asking for comment in three fur¬ 
ther areas. Because the present pay 
cablecasting rules were patterned after 
and are almost identical to the rules gov¬ 
erning subscription broadcast television 
(STV) programming, it would seem that 
most, if not all, of the comments which 
have been made with reference to pay 
cablecasting apply equally to subscrip¬ 
tion broadcast stations. Accordingly, we 
believe it appropriate to specifically ex¬ 
pand the scope of this proceeding to 
consider what, if any, changes should 
be made in the existing STV rules. 1 ' 

29. A second area in which we would 
like to invite specific comment and place 
ourselves in a position to take action, if 
called for. concerns the alleged ware¬ 
housing of feature film product. During 
the course of this proceeding pay cable 
interests have expressed their concern 
that the intended operation of our exist¬ 
ing rules is being frustrated by the pre¬ 
emptive purchase of feature films by na¬ 
tional networks. That is, the networks are 
said to be buying films with exclusive 
rights against pay use before the films 
are two years old even though they do 
not themselves intend to make use of the 
films until two or three years after the 
rights are initially obtained. It is during 
this two-to-three year period that the 
films are said to be “warehoused.” In 
addition, it has been indicated that net¬ 
works have purchased exclusive rights to 
some films which they have no intention 
of ever exhibiting. 1 * Demands for con¬ 
tractual provisions and exhibition ar¬ 
rangements of this type have been at¬ 
tributed both to the program owners and 
to the networks at various times. These 
arrangements have been described as 
simply appropriate attempts by program 
owners to exploit their legitimate inter¬ 
ests in films and by the networks to de¬ 
velop and schedule a necessary inventory 
of film product. They have also been de¬ 
scribed as attempts to restrain trade. 

30. Because allegations concerning 
such purchases did not come to our atten¬ 
tion until after comments were filed in 
this proceeding, it is not entirely clear 
how extensive such contracts are nor pre-

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cisely why they are entered into. As a 
general matter, however, the Commis¬ 
sion has sought in the past to discourage 
unreasonable periods of exclusivity in 
the purchase of programming. See, e.g„ 
further notice of proposed rulemaking in 
Docket 18179, FCC 71-42, 27 FCC 2d 13. 
If it Is true that significant program 
purchases are being made solely to fore¬ 
close pay system use and not with any 
need or intent to use the program within 
a reasonable period of time, this could 
well tend to frustrate the operation of 
the rules now under consideration. 16 It 
would appear appropriate at this stage 
of the proceeding to Indicate our further 
concern with this matter, to request that 
the facts be presented to us, and to put 
ourselves in a position to take corrective 
action. Parties should be on notice that 
we are prepared to adopt rules in this 
area at the conclusion of this proceed¬ 
ing if that appears warranted. 17 

31. Finally, we are expanding the scope 
of this proceeding to encompass the sub¬ 
stance of a rule making request filed by 
the National Association of Theater 
Owners. Inc. (NATO). NATO has peti¬ 
tioned the Commission to amend Sec¬ 
tion 76.225 of the Rules to require cable 
systems to provide notification to the 
Commission within 30 days of the com¬ 
mencement of programming on their 
systems for which a per-program or per- 
channel charge is assessed. (RM-2371.) 
It is asserted that such information 
would provide necessary insights which 
will enable the Commission to evaluate 
the growth and development of access 
channel programming, specifically pay 
cable television. We believe that NATO’s 
proposal falls within the scope of Docket 
No. 19554 and that a separate rulemaking 
is not necessary. Therefore, we will dis¬ 
miss NATO’s petition for rule making as 
moot, consider any oppositions to the 
petition as comments in the instant pro¬ 
ceeding, and consider the substance of 
NATO’s proposal together with the other 
issues presented in this docket. 

32. In addition to receiving written 
comments, it is our intention to hold an 
oral argument on the issues raised in 
this proceeding on October 23. 24, and 
25, 1974. The precise format for argu¬ 
ment will be specified by later order. A 
portion of the time set aside for oral 
argument may be reserved for a panel 
discussion. We are hopeful that the oral 
presentations will focus of new develop¬ 
ments and the specific alternative ap¬ 
proaches set forth in this document 
rather than arguments which have been 
previously presented to this Commission. 
We emphasize our intention to build 
upon the record already established in

this proceeding and urge the parties to 
restrict comment and oral argument to 
new and additional Information. Because 
we have a limited amount of time in 
which to hear the oral presentations, we 
urge parties with generally the same in¬ 
terest or position to select a single in¬ 
dividual to make a consolidated presen¬ 
tation. We caution that all parties wish¬ 
ing to express views in this proceeding 
should file written comments. This will 
insure that each party’s views are con¬ 
sidered by the Commission in the event 
that we are forced to restrict the amount 
of time allotted to individual participants 
in the oral argument. 

In view of the foregoing, further notice 
of proposed rule making in Docket No. 
19554 is hereby announced. All interested 
persons are invited to file written com¬ 
ments on the rule making proposals on 
or before September 16, 1974, and reply 
comments on or before September 30, 
1974. In view of the long pendency of this 
proceedings, we expect to adhere to the 
schedule set forth in this notice and do 
not contemplate granting extensions of 
time. In reaching a decision in this mat¬ 
ter, the Commission may take into ac¬ 
count any other relevant information be¬ 
fore it, in addition to the comments in¬ 
vited by this notice. 

In accordance with the provision of 
5 1.419 of the Commission’s rules and 
regulations, an original and 14 copies of 
all comments, replies, pleadings, briefs or 
other documents filed in this proceeding 
shall be furnished to the Commission. 
Responses will be available for public in¬ 
spection during regular business hours in 
the Commission’s Public Reference Room 
at its Headquarters in Washington, D.C. 
Authority for the rule making proposal 
herein is contained in sections 4(i), 303, 
and 403 of the Communications Act of 
1934, as amended. 

Persons desiring to make oral presen¬ 
tations are requested to file, by October 
7, 1974, a written notice of intention to 
appear and participate. ’This notice shall 
specify which of the issues mentioned 
above are to be addressed and shall give 
sufficient indication of the nature of the 
party’s interest In the proceeding to 
permit appropriate grouping. The Com¬ 
mission, by further order, will specify the 
exact time and place where the argument 
will be heard, the procedure to be fol¬ 
lowed, and the time allocated to each 
party. 

33. Accordingly, it is ordered , That oral 
argument in the captioned proceeding, 
is scheduled before the Commission en 
banc beginning October 23, 1974. 

34. It is further ordered , That the ‘Te- 
tition for Rule Making” (RM-2371) filed 
by the National Association of Theater 
Owners, Inc., is dismissed as moot.

UNLEADED GASOLINE 
Allocation 

The Federal Energy Administration 
hereby gives notice of a proposal to 
make a corrective amendment to 
1 211.108 of the Mandatory Petroleum 
Allocation Regulations, concerning the 
allocation of unleaded gasoline. The 
amendment would require suppliers to 
continue supplying unleaded gasoline to 
the retail sales outlets which they sup¬ 
plied, and which were selling unleaded 
gasoline during the thirty (30) days prior 
to July 1, 1974. 

Section 211.108, issued on July 8, 1974 
(39 FR 21884) provides that those retail 
sales outlets which are required by En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency regu¬ 
lations to offer for sale unleaded gasoline 
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as of July 1, 1974 shall be allocated cer¬ 
tain amounts of unleaded gasoline as 
part of their allocation entitlements to 
all motor gasoline. EPA’s regulations 
apply only to retail sales outlets selling 
more than 200,000 gallons of motor gas- 
olin^ per year. Until October 1, 1974, 
retail sales outlets not covered by the 
EPA regulations may obtain only that 
unleaded gasoline which retail outlets 
required to provide unleaded gasoline 
by EPA regulations and certain other 
purchasers do not purchase. 

Several suppliers of gasoline, however, 
were offering unleaded gasoline for sale 
to retail sales outlets prior to the effec¬ 
tive date of the EPA regulation. Thus, 
any retail sales outlet selling unleaded 
gasoline prior to July 1, 1974, but which 
sold less than 200,000 gallons of motor 
gasoline annually, was inadvertently 
deprived of an assured supply of un¬ 
leaded gasoline by FEA’s rulemaking. 
Inasmuch as FEA is unwilling to disrupt 
unnecessarily historical marketing prac¬ 
tices. and does not wish to penalize those 
retail sales outlets and suppliers which 
anticipated the need for unleaded gaso¬ 
line, the proposed corrective amendment 
assures access to a supplier’s unleaded 
gasoline to retail sales outlets which sold 
unleaded gasoline during the thirty (30) 
days prior to July 1, 1974. 

Section 211.108(c) (3) (ii) would be 
amended to provide that suppliers of 
motor gasoline which have an excess of 
unleaded gasoline but an allocation 
fraction this is leas than or equal to one 
(1.0) shall dispose of that surplus supply 
in the manner in which surplus product 
is disposed of pursuant to § 211.10(f) (2). 
Reporting suppliers may thus expect an 
acknowledgement of receipt of their 
notification, and need not await written 
permission from FEA before disposing 
of surplus product. 

As required by section 7(c) (2) of the 
Federal Energy Administration Act of 
1974, Pub. L. 93-275, a copy of this notice 
has been submitted to the Administrator 
of the Environmental Protection Agency 
for his comments concerning the impact 
of this proposal on the quality of the 
environment. The Administrator com¬ 
mented as follows: 

In response to your letter of August 12, 
1974, the Environmental Protection Agency 
has reviewed the proposed Federal Energy 
Administration notice of proposed rulemak- 
ing providing corrective amendments to 10 
CFR 211, Section 211.108 ‘Mandatory Petro¬ 
leum Allocation Regulations.' This proposal 
would provide greater flexibility to the dis¬ 
tribution of unleaded gasoline and thus war¬ 
rants the support of this Agency. 

Interested persons are invited to par¬ 
ticipate in this rulemaking by submitting 
written data, views or arguments with 
respect to the proposed amendment set 
forth in the notice to the Executive 
Secretariat. Federal Energy Administra¬ 
tion, Box AV, Washington, D C. 20461. 

Comments should be identified on the 
outside envelope and on the documents 
submitted to the Federal Energy Admin¬ 
istration Executive Secretariat with the 
designation “Corrective Amendment to 
S 211.108.”

OCTANE AND PRICE POSTING RULES 

Extension of Time for Filing Comments and 
Environmental Protection Agency Com¬ 
ments 

On August 5, 1974, the Federal Energy 
Administration issued a notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking regarding octane and 
price posting. The notice was published 
in 39 FR 28646, Friday, August 9, 1974. 

Section 7(c) (2) of the Federal Energy 
Administration Act of 1974, Pub. L. 93- 
275, requires that certain proposed rules 
be submitted by the FEA to the Admin¬ 
istrator of the Environmental Protection 
Agency for his comments and that his 


comments be published with the public 
notice of the proposed action. The no¬ 
tice of proposed rulemaking concerning 
octane and price posting was submitted 
to the Administrator of the EPA and his 
reply was included as Appendix A to the 
notice when it was submitted to the 
Federal Register for publication. We did 
not realize, however, that the Federal 
Register does not publish comments in 
letter form. Consequently, the comments 
of the Administrator of the EPA were not 
published with the notice of proposed 
rulemaking. The purpose of this notice is, 
therefore, to publish the EPA Admin¬ 
istrator’s comments concerning octane 
and price posting. 

In light of this delayed publication of 
the EPA comments, the date for filing 
written comments on the proposal to 
amend the octane and price posting rules 
is hereby extended to September 3, 1974. 
This will provide a period of at least ten 
days after publication of the EPA com¬ 
ments for opportunity to comment. 

The EPA Administrator’s comments on 
the proposal to amend the octane and 
price posting rules, as published at 39 
FR 28646, August 9, 1974, are as follows: 

The Environmental Protection Agency has 
reviewed the proposed Federal Energy Ad¬ 
ministration notice of proposed rulemaking 
setting forth revisions to 10 CFR Part 212, 
“Octane and Price Posting Rules.” In gen¬ 
eral, we concur with the intent of the FEA 
rulemaking to continue the requirement for 
posting price and octane numbers on retail 
pumps for diesel fuel and gasoline, and we 
foresee no unfavorable impacts on the qual¬ 
ity of the environment as a result of this 
action. 

We would, however, like to raise the ques¬ 
tion of public understanding of the method 
of computing the octane numbers, particu¬ 
larly as the notice refers to the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency's requirements 
for unleaded gasoline. EPA’s regulation (40 
CFR Part 80) requires that the octane level 
of unleaded gasoline be at least 91 Research 
Octane (RON). FEA’s proposed octane post¬ 
ing numbers are computed on a different 
basis (the average of the Research Octane 
and Motor Octane Numbers 

(RON4-MON)).

We believe the difference should be clarified 
in public Information on this program, to 
assure that consumers understand that oc¬ 
tane numbers, posted pursuant to FEA’s 
rulemaking, which are between 87 and 01.

Notice Extending Comment Period, Re¬ 
scheduling Public Hearing and Providing 

Additional Explanation of Proposals 

On August 8, 1974, the Federal Energy 
Administration Issued a notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking and public hearing 
concerning supplier/purchaser relation¬ 
ships and allocation levels for aviation 
fuels (39 FR 28863. August 9, 1974). That 
notice specified that all written com¬ 
ments received by August 22. 1974, would 
be considered by FEA bpfore final action 
was taken on the proposed rulemaking. 
The notice also provided for a public 
hearing to be held Friday, August 23, 
1974, and continuing on Saturday, August 
24, 1974, if necessary. 

FEA hereby gives notice that the dead¬ 
line for filing written comments is 
changed from August 22 to September 3, 
1974. In addition, the public hearing has 
been rescheduled to commence 9:30 a.m., 
Thursday, September 5, 1974, continuing 
on Friday, September 6, 1974, if neces¬ 
sary. The location of the hearing has also 
been changed to Room 2105, 2000 M 
Street, NW., Washington, D.C. Requests 
for an opportunity to make an oral pres¬ 
entation, along with a concise summary 
of the proposed oral presentation must be 
submitted in the manner prescribed in 
the notice of proposed rulemaking by 
4:30 p.m., e.d.s.t., August 28, 1974. Such 
requests should include a phone number 
where the person wishing to make an 
oral presentation may be contacted 
through August 30, 1974. Each person 
selected to be heard will be so notified 
by the FEA before 5:30 p.m., e.d.s.t., 
August 30, 1974, and must submit 100 
copies of his statement, in the manner 
specified in the notice of proposed rule- 
making, by 4:30 p.m., e.d.s.t., September 
4, 1974. 

Certain questions concerning the scope 
and effect of the notice of proposed rule- 
making have come to FEA’s attention, 
particularly as to the effect that revoca¬ 
tion of the bonded fuel rule would have 
on purchases of non-bonded aviation fuel 
by international air carriers. Proposal 
Number 1 would terminate allocation 
levels and fixed supplier/purchaser re¬ 
lationships for all civil air carriers, in¬ 
cluding international air carriers. Sup¬ 
pliers and civil air carriers would there¬ 
fore be expected to make their own sup¬ 
ply arrangements. FEA would retain the 
authority to assign a supplier to any civil 
air carrier unable to purchase aviation 
fuels; however, FEA would make such 
assignments only in unusual and com¬ 
pelling situations where serious hardship 
would otherwise result. Under such a 
standard for assignments, for example, 
FEA would not assign an international 
air carrier to a non-bonded aviation fuel 
supplier solely because bonded aviation 
fuel were more expensive than non- 
bonded fuel. Therefore, international air 
carriers would not be assured a supply 
of non-bonded fuel, but would be re¬ 


turned to the posture they occupied prior 
to last fall’s oil embargo, and before 
FEA’s regulations imposed supplier/pur¬ 
chaser relationships which effectively 
prevented the sale of non-bonded avia¬ 
tion fuel to international air carrier. Un¬ 
like FEA’s initial regulations prior to the 
issuance of the bonded fuel rule, the 
proposal would not restrict international 
air carriers to their base period pur¬ 
chases of non-bonded aviation fuels. In¬ 
stead their base period volume for pur¬ 
chases of non-bonded fuel would include 
their base period purchases of both 
bonded and non-bonded aviation fuels. 
To the extent that a contract could be 
negotiated for non-bonded fuel, an in¬ 
ternational air carrier could purchase up 
to one hundred percent of such base pe¬ 
riod volume. 

Under Proposal Number 2, the bonded 
fuel rule would similarly be revoked. The 
access of international carriers to non- 
bonded fuel, however, would differ from 
that prevailing under Proposal Number 
1. Allocation levels would be retained, and 
international air carriers would be en¬ 
titled to purchase non-bonded aviation 
fuel from their base period suppliers up 
to one hundred percent of their base 
period use, an amount which includes 
their base period purchases of both 
bonded and non-bonded fuel. Base period 
suppliers of non-bonded fuel to Interna¬ 
tional air carriers would be suppliers 
which supplied non-bonded fuel to the 
international air carriers in the base 
period or which have subsequently been 
assigned to supply non-bonded fuel by 
FEA. The quantity of non-bonded fuel 
which an international air carrier could 
accept from its suppliers during a period 
corresponding to a base period would be 
that amount which, when added to the 
amount of bonded fuel purchased, would 
not exceed one hundred percent of its 
base period volume as defined in § 211.142 
(not ninety-five percent, as stated in the 
notice of proposed rulemaking). Thus, 
under Proposal Number 2. international 
air carriers would be entitled to receive 
non-bonded fuel from their base period 
suppliers without need to certify their 
needs as presently required by the bonded 
fuel rule. In effect, the less bonded fuel 
purchased, the more non-bonded fuel 
could be purchased up to an amount 
equal to the international air carrier’s 
base period use. 

In connection with Proposal Number 2 
FEA invites comments and submission 
of data as to whether the proposal as 
drafted is necessary to insure access to 
the non-bonded fuel market for inter¬ 
national air carriers, or whether the 
bonded fuel rule should be retained. In 
addition, the FEA would like comments 
as to whether non-bonded fuel should 
be available to international air carriers 
under the proposal or the bonded fuel 
rule. This, of course, involves the ques¬ 
tion whether FEA should limit interna¬ 
tional air carriers to a base period vol¬ 
ume which includes only base period 
purchases of non-bonded fuel and does 
not include their base period purchases 
of bonded fuel.

Requirements' • • •” (Study), 1 the 
Commission: 

(1) Stated its intention to develop a 
single uniform financial and operational 
report and sought public comments 
thereon; and 

(2) Stated its intention to form a fed¬ 
eral advisory committee, the SEC Re¬ 
port Coordinating Group (the Group), 
to advise the Commission on the con¬ 
solidation and reduction of reporting re¬ 
quirements and on the development of 
a single uniform financial and opera¬ 
tional report. 

The Commission has taken steps to im¬ 
plement its program. The Report Co¬ 
ordinating Group was formed (39 FR 
4820, February 7, 1974) with the an¬ 
nounced responsibility of advising and 
assisting the Commission in developing 
a streamlined reporting pattern for the 
securities industry (Securities Exchange 
Act Release No. 10612 (January 24,1974), 
39 FR 5240 (February 11. 1974)). The 
first meeting of the Report Coordinating 
Group was held on June 3, 1974. At that 
meeting, the Group, upon a review of the 
Study and of the existing public com¬ 
ments, determined to concentrate its ef¬ 
fort in four areas: a Uniform Financial 
and Operational Report, Uniform Trad¬ 
ing Forms. Uniform Registration Forms 
and Record Retention Periods, and Uni¬ 
form Assessment Forms. In accordance 
with its statutory responsibilities as an 
advisory committee under the Federal

770, the Group will hold 
public meetings. In addition, the Group 
will actively seek to involve all members 
of the industry and interested members 
of the public in its work. Further, it was 
determined that the Report Coordinat¬ 
ing Group will make formal public rec¬ 
ommendations to the Commission on all 
subject areas on or before December 31, 
1974. 

Financial and Operational Combined 

Uniform Single Report (FOCUS 

Report) 

The Commission on the basis of com¬ 
ments from the public, the self- 
regulatory authorities, SIPC and its own 
analysis recommends the following pro¬ 
gram for the development of the Finan¬ 
cial and Operational Combined Uniform 
Single Report. 

A. GOALS 

The Financial and Operational Com¬ 
bined Uniform Single Report should be 
structured in such a way that it will: 

1. Provide regulatory bodies with prof¬ 
itability. operational and capital infor¬ 
mation for early warning and surveil¬ 
lance purposes; 

2. Eliminate duplicative reporting for 
all broker-dealers; 

3. Develop a simplified reporting pat¬ 
tern for small broker-dealers; 

4. Standardize financial and opera¬ 
tional data requirements; 

6. Standardize definitions and instruc¬ 
tions; 

6. Layer reporting requirements based 
on type, method and amount of business; 

7. Build in a capability for modifica¬ 
tion of information requirements; 

8. Supply comparable data on financial 
and operational activities to regulatory 
authorities and broker-dealers for use 
in evaluating overall industry trends and 
profitability and provide for continuity 
with existing industry data; and 

9. Encourage, to the extent practica¬ 
ble, computer processing of data by self¬ 
regulators, the Commission, and SIPC. 

B. elimination of existing reports 

The Commission believes that the fol¬ 
lowing reports may be eliminated by 
the FOCUS Report: 

1. SEC forms—Form X-17A-5 [17 

CFR 249.6171, Form X-17A-10 [17 CFR 
249.6181, Form X-17A-11 [17 CFR 

249.621]; 

2. Self-regulatory forms—JRR, In¬ 
come and Expense Report, Form M. 
Form Q; and 

3. Similar reports and forms used by 
any regulatory authority. 

T he au dit requirements of Rule 17a-5 
[17 CFR 240.17a~5] would be applied to 
appropriate portions of the proposed 
FOCUS Report and to the annual finan¬ 
cial statements. 

As contemplated, the FOCUS Report 
would not at present replace forms cur¬ 
rently used for firms which conduct 
solely the business of floor trader or 
specialist. In addition, those local regu¬ 
latory authorities whose membership is 
small and engages primarily in local 


activities may request that the FOCUS 
Report not be required, if an adequate 
alternative reporting system is presently 
in use and more adequately serves the 
special needs of their sole members. 

C. OUTLINE OF FOCUS REPORT 

The Commission is considering the 
adoption of a FOCUS Report composed 
of three layers. 

1. Part I (First Layer). This should 
consist of a one-page summary of finan¬ 
cial and operational data and should be 
filed monthly by all broker-dealer firms 
doing a public business and carrying cus¬ 
tomer accounts with their respective 
SIPC collecting and examining author¬ 
ities* The following items should be 
included: 

<a) Gross revenue, total assets, and 
number of trades; 

<b) Number of active customer ac¬ 
counts and total amount of secured debit 
balances in customer accounts and all 
customer free credit balances and other 
credit balances as defined by Rule 15c3-3 
[17 CFR 240.15c3—31; 

(c) Amount of equity capital including 
additions and withdrawals; 

(d) Realized and unrealized profit or 
loss; 

(e) Net worth and current capital; 

(f) Aggregate indebtedness and net 
capital; 

(g) Amount of subordinated borrow¬ 
ings and interest expenses thereon, cash 
and securities (ledger and repayment 
values); 

(h) Amount of secured loans and un¬ 
secured loans and advances; 

<i) Amount of unrestricted cash; 

<j) NCC and other clearing house long 
and short security positions; 

(k) Value of proprietary long and 
short positions; 

(l) Amount of cash and qualified se¬ 
curities in a reserve bank account for 
the exclusive benefit of customers and 
amount required pursuant to Rule 15c 
3-3 [17 CFR 240.15c3-31 computation; 

(m) Amount of aged fails to deliver 
and fails to receive; and 

(n) Number of markets made by the 
firm (NASDAQ and other). 

2. Part II <Second Layer ). This should 
consist of a detailed report of a broker- 
dealer’s financial and operational condi¬ 
tion. It should be filed monthly by all 
clearing or carrying exchange member 
firms and quarterly by all other broker- 
dealers with their respective SIPC desig¬ 
nated examining authorities. 4 The fol¬ 
lowing items should be included: 

(a) A computation of net capital and 
aggregate indebtedness showing net capi¬ 
tal ratio and excess net capital; 

(b) A computation required pursuant 
to Rule 15c3-3 (17 CFR 240.15c3-3); 

(c) A statement of financial condition; 


“This represents essentially the type of 
Information which is being sought by the 
various regulatory authorities today. The 
format may represent a change for certain 
regulators. However, this adjustment in for¬ 
mat is necessary in the interest of eliminat¬ 
ing dupUcation. 

•Id. 


(d) A statement of changes in capital; 

(e) A layered statement of income and 
expense based upon amount of business; 

(f) A statement of commitments and 
potential operational charges to capital; 

(g) A statement of other potential ex¬ 
posure and risk of capital items; 

(h) A statement of operational data; 
and 

(i) A statement of regulatory and SIPC 
assessment payment schedules. 

3. Part III (Third Layer). This should 
be filed on an exception basis and should 
contain schedules supporting and ex¬ 
plaining in greater detail the data filed 
in Parts I and II. All firms should be re¬ 
quired to file all or some of the attached 
schedules upon the occurrence of cer¬ 
tain events or upon request by a regula¬ 
tory authority. In addition, firms may be 
requested to file Part I and/or Part II 
on a more frequent basis upon the oc¬ 
currence of certain events or upon the 
request of a regulatory authority/ 

The report will also include instruc¬ 
tions, uniform definitions and exception 
criteria. 

D. REQUEST FOR COMMENTS AND 
SUGGESTIONS 

The Commission solicits comments and 
suggestions on all aspects of the FOCUS 
Report from the broker-dealer commu¬ 
nity, the securities industry, the securi¬ 
ties bar, the accounting profession and 
other interested members of the public 
to be submitted to the Commission and 
the Report Coordinating Group on or 
before September 30, 1974. It should be 
noted that the preliminary outline is not 
in final form and may be revised on the 
basis of comments and suggestions re¬ 
ceived. 

The Group plans to seek the views of 
all interested members of the public and 
to submit its suggestions for the FOCUS 
Report to the public and the Commission 
by December 31, 1974. The Commission 
will then review the public comments and 
the suggestions of the Report Coordinat¬ 
ing Group before releasing the proposed 
FOCUS Report for final public comment 
in early 1975. 

In developing the outline, the Commis¬ 
sion has taken into consideration the ex¬ 
isting regulatory patterns of the various 
regulatory authorities. It has sought the 
elimination of duplication while at the 
same time the least possible disruption to 
existing programs. Should comments or 
experience indicate additional adjust¬ 
ments are needed, the Commission will 
consider amendments to the outline and 
the FOCUS Report. 

At this time, the Commission and the 
Report Coordinating Group are particu¬ 
larly interested in receiving comments 
on the following questions: 

(1) Reports to be eliminated; 

(2) Items to be included or excluded 
in the report and its layers; 

(3) Format of the report; 

(4) Frequency and timeliness of sub¬ 
mission of parts of the report by various 
types of firms;

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(5) Audit requirements for the pro¬ 
posed report pursuant to Rule 17a-5 117 
CFR 240.17a-5l; and 

(6) Uniform definition of terms.

EXTENSIONS OF CREDIT BY 
FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS 

Proposed Special Rate 

Pursuant to its authority under sec¬ 
tion 10(b) of the Federal Reserve Act 
(12 U.S.C. 347(b)), the Board proposes 
to amend § 201.2(e) of its Regulation A 
to permit application of a special discount 
rate to certain types of lending to mem¬ 
ber banks. The amendment would con¬ 
tinue the availability of credit to member 
banks In unusual or emergency circum¬ 


stances resulting from national, regional, 
or local difficulties. Federal Reserve 
credit would also continue to be made 
available for protracted assistance where 
there are exceptional circumstances or 
practices involving only a particular 
member bank. Under the proposed rule, 
however, a special rate may be applied 
to credit in the latter category. 

The purpose of the special discount 
rate would be to limit any rate preferen¬ 
tial and to encourage the borrowers to 
make the necessary underlying adjust¬ 
ments that will facilitate repayment of 
the loan. The special rate would ordinar¬ 
ily be higher than the basic discount 
rates established under sections 13 and 
10(b) of the Federal Reserve Act (12 
U.S.C. 347 and 12 U.S.C. 347(b), respec¬ 
tively). In no event would it be lower 
than the basic Section 10(b) rate. The 
spread between the special rate and the 
basic discount rate would be larger the 
higher market rates are in relation to 
the basic rate. In no case should the spe¬ 
cial loan rate to member banks exceed 
the rate established for loans to non¬ 
members (currently 10 per cent). The 
special rate may be waived by the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bank in cases of banks in 
particular difficulty where there is a 
remedial program under way leading to 
repayment of the loan over a reasonable 
period. 

To aid in the consideration of this 
matter by the Board, interested persons 
are invited to submit relevant data, views, 
comments, or argument. Any such 
material should be submitted in writing 
to the Secretary, Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 20551, to be received not later 
than September 23, 1974. 


The proposed amendment to Regula¬ 
tion A would read as follows: 

g 201.2—General principles. 

• • • • * 

(e) Other credit to member banks. 

(1) In the event of unusual or emergency 
circumstances resulting from national, 
regional, or local difficulties. Federal Re¬ 
serve credit beyond that contemplated 
under § 201.2(c) is available. 

(2) Federal Reserve credit is also avail¬ 
able for protracted assistance where 
there are exceptional circumstances or 
practices involving only a particular 
member bank. A special rate apart from 
rates charged for lending to member 
banks under other provisions of this Part 
may be applied to such credit. The special 
rate may apply to member banks borrow¬ 
ing for prolonged periods (such as for 
more than eight weeks) and in significant 
amounts (such as when the loan has ex¬ 
ceeded on average the amount of the 
borrowing bank’s required reserves) be¬ 
cause of financial strains arising from 
particular circumstances or practices 
affecting the individual bank—including 
sustained deposit drains, impaired access 
to money market funds, sudden deteri¬ 
oration in loan repayment performance, 
or unsatisfactory bank policies. In no 
case should the special loan rate to mem¬ 
ber banks exceed the rate established for 
loans to nonmembers under 12 U.S.C. 
347(c).

NATIONAL UTILITY RESIDUAL FUEL OIL 
ALLOCATION 

Supplier Percentage Notice for September. 
1974 

Pursuant to the provisions of 10 CFR 
211.163(b)(3). 211.165 and 211.166(d) 
(2), the Federal Energy Administration 
FEA) hereby provides notice of the 
volumes of residual fuel oil allocated to 
each utility for September, 1974, and the 


percentage of such volumes required to 
be supplied by each supplier for delivery 
in September. This information is set 
forth in the Appendix to this notice. Ad¬ 
justments of certain supplier base pe¬ 
riod percentages have been made at the 
request of affected utilities, pursuant to 
the criteria of 10 CFR 205.24, and are re¬ 
flected in the Appendix. 

The utility allocations were determined 
after review of the impact of available 
fuel supplies between utility and non¬ 
utility uses of residual fuel oil. In calcu¬ 
lating the allocation level for each utility 
the FEA considered all of the factors 
enumerated in 10 CFR 211.163(b) and 
also the following other factors: 

1. The data contained in the Federal 
Power Commission (FPC) Forms 23 and 
23A submitted by utilities; 

2. Utility residual fuel oil requirements 
were assumed to be reduced as a result 
of conservation efforts by utilities de¬ 
signed to achieve at least flve (5) percent 
load reduction below normal trends; 

3. Residual fuel oil needs for utilities 
were assumed to be reduced as the result 
of contemplated power purchases from 
coal and hydro-based utility systems 
which were considered feasible by the 
FPC;and 

4. FEA analysis that the supply level 
of residual fuel oil is expected to be at 
or slightly above a constrained demand. 
Inventory buildup by utilities, therefore, 
may be accomplished through purchase 
of surplus volumes pursuant to the pro¬ 
cedures set forth in 10 CFR 211.10(g), 
consistent with the provisions of 10 CFR 
211.166(c). 

The amounts shown in the Appendix 
are the quantities of residual fuel oil to 
be delivered to the utility listed during 
the month of September, 1974. Some 
utilities will not receive any allocation for 
this month. This is due to the fact that 
these utilities either burn other fuels 
primarily and use residual fuel oil only 
for standby inventory purposes, or use 
residual fuel oil in small percentages of 
the plant’s capacity. In some of the lat¬ 
ter instances, even the small amount of 
residual fuel oil involved is eliminated 
by the conservation guides established 
for utilities. 

The Appendix provides the names of 
the suppliers obligated to supply each 
utility and each supplier’s percentage and 
volume of September's allocation to a 
utility. The first column of the Appendix 
lists each utility with its supplier. The 
second column sets forth the recom¬ 


mended FEA burn level for September. 
The third and fourth columns provide 
each supplier’s respective percentage and 
volume share of a utility’s allocated vol¬ 
ume of residual fuel oil. The fifth column 
provides the total volume of residual fuel 
oil for each utility from all suppliers. Fol¬ 
lowing the name of certain suppliers, an 
additional supplier is shown in paren¬ 
thesis. The supplier in parenthesis is 
presumed, on the basis of the best infor¬ 
mation available, to be the source of 
supply for certain suppliers of utilities. 
This information is provided for the con¬ 
venience of such suppliers and the FEA 
requests that any additions or correc¬ 
tions in this regard be forwarded to: 
FEA Electrical Utilities Reports, Code 47. 
Washington, D.C. 20461. 

FEA will consider special circum¬ 
stances such as unexpected outages 
which may cause fuel consumption to ex¬ 
ceed FEA bum levels in September. Ad¬ 
justments have been made in the alloca¬ 
tion levels of certain utilities to reflect 
necessary corrections in the delivery 
levels authorized in previous months. It is 
contemplated that corrections or adjust¬ 
ments to delivery levels for certain utili¬ 
ties may be required during the month 
of September to avoid undue hardship. 
Such corrections or adjustments may be 
made pursuant to 10 CFR 205.21 et seq. 

FEA expects the utilities to consume 
supplies at or below FEA bum levels, 
which are based on the utilities’ proposed 
burn levels less adjustments for conser¬ 
vation efforts. Where a utility fails to 
encourage conservation to observe FEA 
bum levels, its allocation for following 
months will be appropriately adjusted 
downward. 

The utility residual fuel oil allocation 
program is based in part on the data 
derived from utilities’ filings of FPC 
Forms 23 and 23A. Thus, the timely sub¬ 
mission of these forms will be a necessary 
prerequisite to receiving future alloca¬ 
tion notices.

Most Food and Drug Administration 
advisory committees are created to ad¬ 
vise the Commissioner of Food and Drugs 
on pending regulatory matters. Recom¬ 
mendations made by the committees on 
these matters are intended to result in 
action under the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act, and these committees thus 
necessarily participate with the Commis¬ 
sioner in exercising his law enforcement 
responsibilities. 

The Freedom of Information Act rec¬ 
ognized that the premature disclosure 
of regulatory plans, or indeed internal 
discussions of alternative regulatory ap¬ 
proaches to a specific problem, could 
have adverse effects upon both public 
and private interests. Congress recog¬ 
nized that such plans, even when final¬ 
ized, may not be made fully available in 
advance of the effective date without 
damage to such interests, and therefore 
provided for this type of discussion to 
remain confidential. Thus, law enforce¬ 
ment activities have long been recog¬ 
nized as a legitimate subject for confi¬ 
dential consideration. 

These committees often must consider 
trade secrets and other confidential in¬ 
formation submitted by particular man¬ 
ufacturers which the Food and Drug 
Administration by law may not disclose, 
and which Congress has included within 
the exemptions from the Freedom of 
Information Act. Such information in¬ 
cludes safety and effectiveness informa¬ 
tion, product formulation, and manufac¬ 


turing methods and procedures, all of 
which are of substantial competitive 
importance. 

In addition, to operate most effectively, 
the evaluation of specific drug or device 
products requires that members of com¬ 
mittees considering such regulatory mat¬ 
ters be free to engage in full and frank 
discussion. Members of committees have 
frequently agreed to serve and to provide 
their most candid advice on the under¬ 
standing that the discussion would be 
private in nature. Many experts would 
be unwilling to engage in candid public 
discussion advocating regulatory action 
against a specific product. If the com¬ 
mittees were not to engage in the delib¬ 
erative portions of their work on a confi¬ 
dential basis, the consequent loss of frank 
and full discussion among committee 
members would severely hamper the 
value of these committees. 

The Food and Drug Administration is 
relying heavily on the use of outside ex¬ 
perts to assist in regulatory decisions. 
The Agency’s regulatory actions uniquely 
affect the health and safety of every citi¬ 
zen, and it is imperative that the best 
advice be made available to it on a con¬ 
tinuing basis in order that it may most 
effectively carry out its mission. 

A determination to close part of an 
advisory committee meeting does not 
mean that the public should not have 
ready access to these advisory commit¬ 
tees considering regulatory issues. A de¬ 
termination to close the meeting is sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions: First, 
any interested person may submit 
written data or information to any com¬ 
mittee, for its consideration. This 
information will be accepted and will 
be considered by the committee. Second, 
a portion of every committee meeting 
will be open to the public, so that inter¬ 
ested persons may present any relevant 
information or views orally to the com¬ 
mittee. The period for open discussion 
will be designated in any announcement 
of a committee meeting. TTiird, only the 
deliberative portion of a committee meet¬ 
ing, and the portion dealing with trade 
secret and confidential information, will 
be closed to the public. The portion of 
any meeting during which nonconflden- 
tial information made available to the 
committee will be open for public par¬ 
ticipation. Fourth, after the committee 
makes its recommendations and the 
Commissioner either accepts or rejects 
them, the public and the individuals af¬ 
fected by the regulatory decision involved 
will have an opportunity to express their 
views on the decision. If the decision 
results in promulgation of a regulation. 


for example, the proposed regulation will 
be published for public comment. Closing 
a committee meeting for deliberations on 
regulatory matters will therefore in no 
way preclude public access to the com¬ 
mittee itself or full public comment with 
respect to the decisions made based upon 
the committee’s recommendation. 

The Commissioner has been delegated 
the authority under section 10(d) of the 
Federal Advisory Committee Act to issue 
a determination in writing, containing 
the reasons therefor, that any advisory 
committee meeting is concerned with 
matters listed in 5 U.S.C. 552(b), which 
contains the exemptions from the public 
disclosure requirements of the Freedom 
of Information Act. Pursuant to this au¬ 
thority, the Commissioner hereby de¬ 
termines, for the reasons set out above, 
that the portions of the advisory com¬ 
mittee meetings designated in this notice 
as closed to the public involve discussion 
of existing documents falling within one 
of the exemptions set forth in 5 U.S.C. 
552(b), or matters that, if in writing, 
would fall within 5 U.S.C. 552(b), and 
that it is essential to close such portions 
of such meetings to protect the free ex¬ 
change of internal views and to avoid 
undue interference with Agency and 
committee operations. This determina¬ 
tion shall apply only to the designated 
portions of such meetings which relate 
to trade secrets and confidential infor¬ 
mation or to committee deliberations.

Organization and Functions 

The statement of organization and 
functions for the Office of Child Devel¬ 
opment is amended to include a new 
division-level organization within the 
Children's Bureau entitled the “National 
Center on Child Abuse and Neglect” with 
the following functions: 

1R40.20C4 National Center on Child 
Abuse and Neglect. Acts as the principal 
focus within OCD and the Department 
for development of policies, advice and 
plans (including input to the OHD Long 
Range Plan) on programs relating to 
the prevention, identification and treat¬ 
ment of child abuse and neglect. 

Develops and interprets regulations, 
guidelines and instructions for grants 
to assist State programs on child abuse 
and neglect and for provision of technical 
assistance authorized in “The Child 
Abuse Prevention and Treatment Act of 
1974,” (PXi. 93-247). Develops criteria 
and procedures for the equitable distribu¬ 
tion among States of such grant assist¬ 
ance. 

Compiles and prepares for publication 
training materials for personnel who are 
or intend to be engaged in the prevention, 
identification and treatment of child 
abuse and neglect. 
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Receives, processes and reviews, either 
through the regional or headquarters 
office, all applications for demonstration 
grants and arrangements for demon¬ 
stration contracts authorized to prevent, 
identify and treat child abuse and ne¬ 
glect, and makes recommendations 
thereon to the Director, OCD. 

In concert with the Social and Re¬ 
habilitation Service, monitors compli¬ 
ance with appropriate clauses of The 
Child Abuse Prevention and Treatment 
Act in State programs conducted under 
the authority of part A or B of title IV 
of the Social Security Act. Monitors re¬ 
gional office activities and administra¬ 
tion of grants and contracts and 
provision of training and technical as¬ 
sistance under PJU 93-247. Develops 
and proposes plans, priorities and ob¬ 
jectives for training and technical as¬ 
sistance related to child abuse and 
neglect and, if approved, may provide or 
obtain directly or through national

(3) transfer of lands will reduce acreage 
under a grazing lease and significantly 
affect the lessee’s livestock and grazing 
operations. The comments were general 
in scope and did not provide specific in¬ 
formation in support of the protests. 
After evaluating all the comments and 
information in the case file records, no 
change in the proposed classification to 
dispose of the lands for a state park pro¬ 
gram appears warranted.

Incoming and Outgoing Quality Regulations 

Pursuant to the provisions of section* 
31, 32 and 34 of the marketing agreement 
regulating the quality of domestically 
produced peanuts heretofore entered into 
between the Secretary of Agriculture and 
various handlers of peanuts (30 FR 9402) 
and upon recommendation of the Peanut 
Administrative Committee established 
pursuant to such agreement and other 
information, it is hereby found that the 
amendments hereinafter set forth to the 
Incoming and Outgoing Quality Regula¬ 
tions applicable to 1974 Crop Peanuts 
<39 FR 22170) will tend to effectuate the 
objectives of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended, and 
of such agreement. 

Amendment of paragraph (f) of the 
Incoming Quality Regulation is neces¬ 
sary to change the requirements on han¬ 
dlers who acquire Segregation 2 or 3. or 
both, farmers stock peanuts. Such change 
will allow handlers acquiring Segrega¬ 
tion 2 farmers stock peanuts to hold 
such peanuts in bulk, the same as cur¬ 
rently allowed on acquisitions of Segre¬ 
gation 3 farmers stock peanuts. The 
change will also allow handlers to com¬ 
mingle acquisitions of Segregation 2 and 
3 farmers stock peanuts for handling and 
disposition purposes but if commingled 
the peanuts will be subject to the same 
disposition requirements as Segregation 
3 farmers stock peanuts. The change will 
further allow handlers to acquire from 
other handlers shelled peanuts and/or 
fragmented peanuts originating from 
Segregation 2 or 3 farmers stock peanuts. 

Amendment of paragraph (j) of the 
Outgoing Quality Regulation is necessary 
to change disposition requirements on 
Segregation 2 and 3 farmers stock pea¬ 
nuts to conform with changes in the in¬ 
coming quality requirements for such 
peanuts and with Committee determi¬ 
nations. The change will allow handlers 
who acquire Segregation 2 and 3 farmers 
stock peanuts and shelled peanuts 
and/or fragmented peanuts originating 
therefrom to commingle such peanuts 
and move or dispose of them in the same 
outlets allowed on Segregation 3 fanners 
stock peanuts. 

In addition, the amendment to para¬ 
graph (j) will allow handlers who ac¬ 
quire Segregation 2 farmers stock pea¬ 
nuts and shelled peanuts and/or frag¬ 
mented peanuts originating therefrom 
and have kept them separate from all 
other peanuts to move such peanuts to 
another handler for fragmenting and/or 
for disposition of any or all such peanuts 
to crushing outlets with no restrictions 
on the resultant meal. Handlers will also 
be allowed to export any or all such 
peanuts if they have been fragmented 
as specified in paragraph (g)(3) of the 
Outgoing Quality Regulation but with¬ 
out any further restriction. 
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Therefore, paragraph (f) of the In¬ 
coming Quality Regulation (39 FR 
22170) Is deleted and replaced by the 
following: 

(f) Oil stock. Handlers may acquire as 
oil stock, peanuts of a lower quality than 
Segregation 1 or grades or sizes of 
shelled peanuts or cleaned inshell pea¬ 
nuts which fail to meet the requirements 
for human consumption. The provision 
of sec ton 31 of the marketing agreement 
restricting such acquisitions to handlers 
who are crushers is hereby modified to 
autholize all handlers to act as accumu¬ 
lators and acquire Segregation 2 or 3 
farmers stock peanuts and shelled or 
“fragmented” peanuts originating there¬ 
from: Provided , That all such acquisi¬ 
tions are held separate (in bags or bulk) 
from Segregation 1 peanuts acquired for 
milling or from edible grades of shelled 
or milled peanuts. Handlers may com¬ 
mingle the Segregation 2 and 3 peanuts 
or keep them separate and apart but all 
dispositions shall be as provided in para¬ 
graph (J) of the Outgoing Quality Regu¬ 
lation for 1974 crop peanuts. However, to 
be eligible to receive or acquire Segrega¬ 
tion 2 and 3 farmers stock peanuts and 
shelled or “fragmented” peanuts origi¬ 
nating therefrom, a handler shall pay to 
the Area Association a fee, specified by 
the Committee, for the purpose of cover¬ 
ing cost of supervision on the disposition 
of such peanuts. 

Likewise, paragarph (j) of the Outgo¬ 
ing Quality Regulation (39 FR 22170) is 
deleted and replaced with the following: 

(j) Segregation 2 and 3 farmers stock 
disposition. Shelling, fragmenting and 
disposition of Segregation 2 and 3 pea¬ 
nuts shall be done only under the super¬ 
vision of the Committee and the Area 
Associations. Such peanuts, prior to 
shelling and after shelling may be com¬ 
mingled but shall be kept separate and 
apart from all other peanuts (those 
originating from Segregation 1 farmers 
stock peanuts). Handlers who have ac¬ 
quired Segregation 2 and 3 farmers stock 
peanuts and shelled or “fragmented” 
peanuts originating therefrom pursuant 
to paragraph (f) of the Incoming Quality 
Regulation may move or dispose of the 
Segregation 3*s and any commingled 
Segregation 2 and 3 peanuts in bags or 
bulk: (1) to other handlers for shelling, 
fragmenting or crushing or to crushers 
who are not handlers but are approved 
by the Committee with the resultant 
meal restricted for non-feed use; and 
(2) to export, but prior to such exporta¬ 
tion, the shelled peanuts shall bt “frag¬ 
mented” in the same manner as specified 
in paragraph (g)(3) of the Outgoing 
Quality Regulation and shall be assayed 
for aflatoxin by an AMS laboratory or a 
laboratory approved by the Committee 
with the aflatoxin results shown on the 
export bill or lading. Handlers who have 
acquired Segregation 2 farmers stock 
peanuts and shelled or “fragmented” 
Peanuts originating from such peanuts 
and have kept these peanuts separate 
and apart from all other peanuts may 
move or dispose of the peanuts in bags 
or bulk: (1) to other handlers for shell¬ 


ing, fragmenting or crushing or to 
crushers who are not handlers but are 
approved by the Committee and the re¬ 
sultant meal may be disposed of without 
restrictions; and (2) to export if frag¬ 
mented as specified in paragraph (g)(3) 
of the Outgoing Quality Regulation and 
no aflatoxin assay shall be required. All 
dispositions of Segregation 2 and 3 pea¬ 
nuts and shelled or fragmented peanuts 
originating therefrom shall be reported 
to the Committee on such forms and at 
such times as it prescribes. 

The Peanut Administrative Committee 
has recommended that these amend¬ 
ments be issued as soon as possible so as 
to implement and effectuate the provi¬ 
sions of the marketing agreement deal¬ 
ing with the Incoming and Outgoing 
Quality Regulations. Marketing of the 
1974 peanut crop is underway and such 
regulations for actual operations under 
the agreement should therefore be mod¬ 
ified and made effective as soon as pos¬ 
sible, i.e., on the effective date specified 
herein. Handlers of peanuts who will be 
affected by such amendments have 
signed the marketing agreement author¬ 
izing the issuance of such regulations, 
they are represented on the Committee 
which recommended such amendments 
and time does not permit prior notice 
of the proposed amendments to such 
handlers. 

The foregoing amendments of the In¬ 
coming and Outgoing Quality Regula¬ 
tions are hereby approved.

Notice is hereby given that the follow¬ 
ing applicant lias applied in due form for 
a permit to take marine mammals for 
scientific research as authorized by the 
Marine Mammal Protection Act of 1972 
and the Regulations Governing the Tak¬ 
ing and Importing of Marine Mammals. 

Dr. Kenneth S. Norris, Coastal Marine 
Laboratory, University of California at 
Smta Cruz, Santa Cruz, California 
95064 to take four (4) gray whales 
(Eschrichtius robustus ) for scientific 
research. 

The gray whales are to be captured in 
Magdalena Bay, Baja California Sur, 
Mexico, outfitted with a radio tag har¬ 
ness which will transmit several elements 
of physiological data which will be re¬ 
layed to recording receivers. The research 
proposed under this application is pre¬ 
liminary to proposals for long term track¬ 
ing of whales via satellite telemetry. The 
Applicant proposes to place harnesses 
which hold a radio data pack on two 
young gray whales, and to track them for 
up to a two week period. A second pair of 
young whales will be harnessed and 
tracked to assess the mechanics of res¬ 
piration. The animals will be captured by 
means of a head net delivered by an indi¬ 
vidual from a bow pulpit. The catcher, 
occupying a basket at the end of the pul¬ 
pit, places a net over the nnimaPs head 
by means of a large metal hoop cut 
through at its outer margin and held 
together inside a piece of rubber tubing. 
The hoop separates over the animal leav¬ 
ing the net in nlace. Attached to the head 
net is 400 meters of 1.25 cm nylon line 
which is coiled in a plastic barrel on the 
bow of the capture vessel. Initially, the 
netted whale is allowed to run free, but 
shortly the distance between whale and 
vessel is reduced by hauling in on the 
line. At this time a plastic barrel with ap¬ 
proximately 300 meters of line is loaded 
into a waiting skiff and taken ashore 
along with the hauling crew of four to 
six men. The young animal is then pulled 
onto the shallows and partially stranded 
on the mud flats while physiological and 
morphometric measurements are taken 
and/or harnessing is executed. Prom the 
moment of netting until beaching, care¬ 
ful attention will be paid to keeping slack 
out of the line. One of the principal inves¬ 
tigators monitors the behavior of the 
mother and young continuously while in 
radio communication with those actually 
handling the lines. The capture can thus 
be aborted at any time if any anomalies 
occur. The Applicant states that if any 
one of the animals being captured dies, 
the project will be terminated. 

The proposed research is sponsored by 
the National Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration; the Department of Com¬ 
merce, National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration; the Franklin In¬ 
stitute Research Laboratories; the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Santa Cruz; and 
the University of Mexico. 


The gray whale ( Eschrichtius robus - 
tus) is on the United States List of En¬ 
dangered Species. It has been determined 
that this application is not under the 
provisions of the Endangered Species Act 
of 1973 in that the work is to be con¬ 
ducted in the territorial waters of 
another nation. An agent of the Govern¬ 
ment of Mexico will actively participate 
in the project. 

The Applicant requests the Permit to 
be valid for one year. The animals to be 
captured are to be between 15 and 19 
feet long. The Applicant states the pro¬ 
posed research is a direct response to the 
needs of the Marine Mammal Protection 
Act of 1972. 

Dr. Norris has been involved for over 
ten years in research on marine mam¬ 
mals and in the course of these various 
investigations has supervised the cap¬ 
ture of several species of cetaceans. 

The Applicant states that an experi¬ 
enced veterinarian will be in attendance 
during the capture and tracking at¬ 
tempts. 

Documents submitted in connection 
with this application are available in the 
Office of the Director.

Importing of Marine Mammals. 

Dr. Burney J. LeBoeuf, Associate Pro¬ 
fessor, Biology and Psychology, Univer¬ 
sity of California at Santa Cruz, Santa 
Cruz, California 95064, to conduct 
behavioral and biological studies of 
Northern elephant seals (Mirounga 
angustirostris ) throughout the breeding 
range of the population. 

Specific projects of this study are: the 
tagging of up to 3,000 animals over a 
three year period, a detailed study of the 
phenomena of dialects in vocalizations 
from one breeding island to the next, 
population dynamics particularly on the 
island of Ano Nuevo and as logistics 
allow on the entire population, sea¬ 
sonal movements, mortality of pups on 
the rookery, mortality in adults from year 
to year, biochemical analyses of milk 
and blood from six females, and taking 
of tissues from up to 275 dead pups. 

The tagging of the elephant seals in¬ 
volves attaching Roto-tags on the inter¬ 
digital webbing of the flippers of weaned 
pups as well as adults. The tags are 
attached while the animals are asleep 
and in many Instances the animals do 
not waken. Different colored tags are 
used for each of the different island 
populations. A less visible more perman¬ 
ent Monel tag is attached at the same 
time. 

The tagging allows observation of the 
animals by the naked eye, binoculars or 
spotting telescope at some distance from 
the animals. Teams of observers on the 
various rookery islands collect data on 


seasonal movements, social behavior and 
immigration. 

Previous research by the Applicant has 
shown differences in the pulse rate per 
second of the vocalization of the male 
elephant seals from one island to the 
next. In that the founder colony of ani¬ 
mals bred on Isla Guadalupe, Mexico, 
and the population has expanded its 
range to several islands along the Cali¬ 
fornia coast, analysis of the differences 
of the calls from one breeding rookery 
to another allows documentation of the 
development of diversity in the vocaliza¬ 
tion of the species. The Applicant has 
conducted this work for five years. Tape 
recordings are made by aiming a sensi¬ 
tive directional microphone in the direc¬ 
tion of the animal as it calls. 

Up to 30 weaned pups are to be weighed 
on the island of Ano Nuevo after the 
adults have left the rookeries. The sleep¬ 
ing pup is to be rolled on a stretcher, 
strapped down and then carried to a sus¬ 
pended scale, weighed and then returned 
to its sleeping site. 

A study of elephant seal milk is to be 
conducted on six anesthesized females 
on Ano Nuevo Island. The animals will 
be injected intramuscularly with Keta¬ 
mine. A licensed veterinarian will pre¬ 
pare the dosages. Elephant seal milk is 
described as having the highest fat con¬ 
tent of any mammal studied. The milk 
of these lactating females will be ana¬ 
lyzed for the fat. protein and carbohy¬ 
drate values. At the same time the milk 
is being collected, 10 cc of blood will 
be taken from each of the animals and 
will be analyzed for enzyme polymor¬ 
phisms. 

Dead pups are part of the natural mor¬ 
tality of the rookery. Muscle, liver, brain 
and heart tissue will be collected, frozen 
and forwarded for analysis in the enzyme 
studies mentioned above. Tissue samples 
will be taken from a total of 275 dead 
pups. Tissue samples will be collected 
from up to 85 dead pups on the island of 
Ano Nuevo with the remaining samples 
being taken from dead pups on other 
breeding islands off California and Baja 
California. 

The Applicant Initiated these studies 
of elephant seals in 1967 and has con¬ 
ducted some or all of them yearly ex¬ 
cept in 1974. Resarch materials gathered 
from this work will be utilized by nine 
associates of Dr. LeBouef. 

Skeletal remains collected from dead 
animals will be deposited at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Santa Cruz campus. 

The Applicant states that these studies 
will provide a significant contribution to 
understanding the biology and behavior 
of the species. 

The Northern elephant seal (3ft- 
rounga angustirostris ) is listed in Ap¬ 
pendix I of the Convention on Interna¬ 
tional Trade in Endangered Species of 
Wild Fauna and Flora. This application 
will be considered in view of this listing.

This application lias been filed uti¬ 
lizing the “reference system*’ option of 
the Commission’s standardization policy 
for nuclear power plants, wherein a 
standard design that involves a major 
fraction of a nuclear facility may be re¬ 
ferenced in license applications. This ap¬ 
plication references the standard nuclear 
steam supply system design of Combus¬ 
tion Engineering’s Standard Safety An¬ 
alysis Report (CESSAR), Docket No. 
STN 50-470, which is currently under 
staff review. The proposed nuclear 
facilities are to be located on Washington 
Public Power Supply System’s site in 
Grays Harbor County. Washington, 
about 26 miles west of Olympia. Each 
unit is to be designed for initial opera¬ 
tion at 3800 megawatts thermal, and an 
electrical output of approximately 1300 
megawatts.

The hearing, which will be scheduled 
to begin in the vicinity of the site of the 
proposed facilities, will be conducted by 
an Atomic Safety and Licensing Board

Pursuant to 10 CFR 2.785, an Atomic 
Safety and Licensing Appeal Board will 
exercise the authority and the review 
function which would otherwise be ex¬ 
ercised and performed by the Commis¬ 
sion.

(b) Such further technical or design 
information as may be required to com¬ 
plete the safety analysis and which can 
reasonably be left for later considera¬ 
tion, will be supplied in the final safety 
analysis report; 

(c) Safety features of components, if 
any, which require research and develop¬ 
ment have been described by the appli¬ 
cants and the applicants have identified, 
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and there will be conducted a research 
and development program reasonably 
designed to resolve any safety questions

complied with in this proceeding; (2) 
independently consider the final balance 
among conflicting factors contained in 
the record of the proceeding with a view 
to determining the appropriate action to 
be taken: and (3) determine whether the 
construction permits should be issued, 
denied, or appropriately conditioned to 
protect environmental values.

The Board will convene a special pre- 
hearing conference of the parties to the 
proceeding and persons who have filed 
petitions for leave to intervene, or their 
counsel, to be held within sixty (60) days

On May 25, 1972, there was published 
in the Federal Register (37 FR 10605) a 
letter dated May 19,1972 from the Chair¬ 
man, Committee for the Implementation 
of Textile Agreements, to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs, prohibiting entry into 
the United States for consumption and 
withdrawal from warehouse for con¬ 
sumption of cotton, wool and man-made 
fiber textile products, produced or manu¬ 
factured in the Republic of Korea and 
exported from the Republic of Korea, 
thirty days following publication for 
which the Republic of Korea had not 
issued a visa. 

On August 29. 1973. there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (38 FR 
23357) a letter dated August 22, 1973 
from the Chairman, Committee for the 
Implementation of Textile Agreements, 
to the Commissioner of Customs, estab¬ 
lishing an administrative mechanism to 
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exempt from the limitations of the Bi¬ 
lateral Wool and Man-Made Fiber Tex¬ 
tile Agreement of January 4, 1972, as 
amended, certain traditional Korean 
Items, which have been certified for ex¬ 
emption by the Government of the Re¬ 
public of Korea. 

One of the requirements of each of 
the foregoing administrative mechanisms 
Is that the visas and certifications for 
exemption include the signature of an 
official designated by the Government of 
the Republic of Korea. The purpose of 
this notice is to announce that, at the 
request of the Government of the Repub¬ 
lic of Korea, effective on August 10, 1974, 
Mr. Yoo Ho Min, Chief, Quota Manage¬ 
ment Division, Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry, is the official authorized 
to Issue visas and certifications for ex¬ 
empt items.

Dear Mr. Commissioner: This letter fur¬ 
ther amends, but does not cancel, the direc¬ 
tive of May 19. 1972 from the Chairman. 
Committee for the implementation of Textile 
Agreements, that directed you to prohibit, 
effective 30 days after publication of notice 
in the Federal Register, entry into the 
United States for consumption and with¬ 
drawal from warehouse for consumption of 
cotton textiles and cotton textile products 
in Categories 1-64; wool textile products 
in Categories 101-126. 128, and 131-132; and 
man-made fiber textile products in Cate¬ 
gories 200-243, produced or manufactured in 
the RepubUc of Korea for which the Re¬ 
public of Korea had not issued a visa. The 
directive of May 19. 1972 was previously 
amended on December 21, 1972, July 17 and 
July 18. 1973, August 8, 1973 and September 
24, 1973. It also amends, but does not cancel, 
the directive of August 22, 1973, which estab¬ 
lished a mechanism to exempt from the levels 
of the Bilateral Wood and Man-Made Fiber 
Textile Agreement of January 4. 1972, as 
amended, between the Governments of the 
United States and the Republic of Korea, 
certain traditional Korean Items, which have 
been certified for exemption by the Govern¬ 
ment of the Republic of Korea. 

Under the provisions of the Bilateral Cot¬ 
ton Textile Agreement of December 30, 1971 
and the Bilateral Wool and Man-Made Fiber 
Textile Agreement of January 4. 1972. as 
amended, between the Governments of the 
United States and the Republic of Korea, and 
In accordance with the provisions of Execu¬ 
tive Order 11851 of March 3, 1972. the direc¬ 
tives of May 19. 1972 and August 22, 1973 are 
amended to authorize Mr. Yoo Ho Min to 
issue visas and certifications for exempt 
items for cotton, wool or man-made fiber tex¬ 
tile products exported from the Republic of 
Korea on and after August 10. 1974. Facsim¬ 


ile* of the stamps bearing the signature of 
Mr. Min are enclosed. 

The actions taken with respect to the 
Government of the Republic of Korea and 
with respect to imports of cotton, wool and 
man-made fiber textiles and textile products 
from the Republic of Korea have been de¬ 
termined by the Committee for the Imple¬ 
mentation of Textile Agreements to involve 
foreign affairs functions of the United States. 
Therefore, the directions to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs, being necessary to the 
Implementation of such actions, fall within 
the foreign affairs exception to the rule- 
making provisions of 5 U.S.C. 553. This letter 
will be published in the Federal Register.

EPA continues to have environmental reserva¬ 
tions concerning the proposed A EC action— 
the conversion of the current provisional oper¬ 
ating license to a full-term license. This 
opinion is based on the observed direct im¬ 
pacts and postulated overall impacts on fish 
populations in Lake Ontario ana also on the 
possible noncompliance of the present once- 
through cooling system with the requirements 
of section 301 of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act Amendments of 1972. EPA’s 
proposed guidelines under section 301 call for 
closed-cycle cooling and the draft EPA water 
discharge permit for this plant issued on 
May 31, 1974, under the national pollutant 
discharge elimination system (NPDKS) re¬ 
flects this proposed requirement.

Order Designating Application for Hearing 
on Stated Issues 

1. The Commission has here under 
consideration (a) the application 
(BPCT-4663) of Camellia City Tele¬ 
casters, Inc., (Camellia) for changes in 
the fac ilitie s of television broadcast sta¬ 
tion KTXL, channel 40, Sacramento, 
California, and (b) the results of a field 
investigation by the Commission’s staff 
into allegations that Camellia submitted 
a false document to the Commission dur¬ 
ing the course of another proceeding and 
that Camellia’s president had in his pos¬ 
session and failed to disclose to the Com¬ 


mission information contradicting the 
document alleged to be false. 

2. If proven, these allegations would 
cast serious doubts upon Camellia’s 
qualifications to continue to be a licensee 
of the Commission. Thus, on the basis 
of the staff investigation, the Commis¬ 
sion is of the opinion that this applica¬ 
tion must be designated for hearing, for 
reasons set forth below. Furthermore, 
because it appears unlikely that we will 
be able to resolve these allegations before 
we are called to act upon Camellia’s 
next license renewal application, 1 that 
application will be consolidated with this 
application by a subsequent order for 
consideration in the hearing ordered 
herein. 

3. The relevant history of this inquiry 
begins with a pleading filed by Camellia’s 
president. Jack F. Matranga, in proceed¬ 
ings before the Commission involving the 
modification of a construction permit is¬ 
sued to Grayson Television Company, 
Inc., 2 for station KMUV-TV, to specify 
operation on channel 31, at Sacramento, 
California. Docket No. 19511. First Re¬ 
port and Order, 37 FCC 2d 251, 25 RR 
2d 1684 (1972). Camellia objected to the 
action, and on November 2, 1972, filed 
with the Commission a further plead¬ 
ing, stating, among other things, that 
Sidney Grayson had been convicted of 
income tax evasion and that he had been 
holding himself out to the public as presi¬ 
dent of GTC, although GTC had repre¬ 
sented to the Commission that Sidney 
Grayson was not an officer or director 
of the company. In connection with that 
pleading. Camellia forwarded to the 
Commission a TWX message which 
Camellia stated had been sent to KTXL 
(TV) from Dun & Bradstreet (D & B), 
San Francisco. This message indicated 
that Sidney Grayson was president of 
GTC as of June 1, 1972. The TWX mes¬ 
sage was submitted with an affidavit, 
dated October 20, 1972, signed by Jack F. 
Matranga, president of Camellia and 
General Manager of KTXL(TV). 

4. In reply, GTC alleged that the tele¬ 
type message was fraudulent and con¬ 
tained information which Camellia knew 
to be false at the time it was submitted. 
In support, GTC supplied a statement 
from Ted Rochelle, D & B Reporting 
Supervisor, Washington, D.C., that the 
TWX message “was not in fact sent by 
Dun & Bradstreet.’* GTC also filed a 
D & B credit report on GTC on file with 
the D & B Sacramento office, indicating 
that D & B’s records did not show Sidney 
Grayson as an officer or director of GTC.* 

5. The Commission’s field inquiry re¬ 
veals that the teletype message in ques-

tion apparently was not transmitted by 
anyone at Dun & Bradstreet as alleged by 
Camellia. Rather, the investigation re¬ 
vealed that the TWX message was ap¬ 
parently sent from the KTXL (TV) TWX 
machine to itself without having gone 
elsewhere. Mr. Matranga contends that 
the message was given to him by Mr. 
Milton F. Davis, the station’s credit and 
collections consultant,* who told him that 
the TWX was obtained from a confi¬ 
dential source of Davis’ at D & B. San 
Francisco. 6 Mr. Davis, on the other hand, 
contends that he did not obtain the 
message or give it to Matranga, and 
knew nothing about the message until 
after it was filed with the Commission 
and its authenticity had been questioned, 
at which time he was told by Mr. Mat¬ 
ranga that Matranga had obtained the 
TWX from a confidential source of his 
(Matranga’s) at D & B. The inquiry has 
failed to resolve the question posed by 
these diametrically opposed statements: 
who was responsible for procuring the 
allegedly forged document? Neverthe¬ 
less. whether or not Matranga or other 
principals of Camellia were responsible 
for procuring the message, if it should 
appear that Camellia had reason to know 
of the falsity of the document when it 
was filed with the Commission, equally 
serious questions would exist concerning 
its qualifications to continue as a Com¬ 
mission licensee. Therefore, appropriate 
issues will be specified. 

6. The Commission’s field investigation 
further indicates that at the time the 
allegedly false D & B report was filed 
with the Commission, Mr. Matranga may 
have had in his possession a genuine D 
& B credit report on GTC, dated Septem¬ 
ber 29. 1972,* which did not list Sidney 
Grayson as an officer or director of GTC 
and which he did not reveal to the Com¬ 
mission. The Commission has stated that 
in enforcing the Communications Act it 
must be able to rely on the reports and 
assertions of its licensees, on which in¬ 
formation alone it often bases its judg¬ 
ment. The Supreme Court, in Federal 
Communications Commission v. WOKO, 
Inc., 329 U.S. 223, 227 (1946), stated: 

The fact of concealment may be more sig¬ 
nificant than the facts concealed. The will¬ 
ingness to deceive a regulatory body may be 
disclosed by immaterial and useless decep¬ 
tion as well as by material and persuasive 
ones. 

Thus, whether or not responsibility for 
the allegedly fraudulent TWX message 
may be laid to Camellia, the possibility 
that Camellia may have failed to disclose 
pertinent information in its possession

1. Television broadcast translator sta¬ 
tion K06BU, Glenwood Springs, Colo¬ 
rado, is licensed to Garfield County, 
Colorado, to rebroadcast KOA-TV, chan¬ 
nel 4, Denver, Colorado (NBC), on out¬ 
put channel 6 from a site on Lookout 
Mountain, l l * / 2 miles east of Glenwood 
Springs, using a one-watt translator. The 
authorized transmitting antenna, 
mounted on a 15-foot pole, consists of 
two Channelmaster 5-element yagis stag¬ 
gered 90 degrees and oriented at zero 
and 270 degrees true. On February 21, 
1973, Ga rfiel d County filed an applica¬ 
tion (BPTTV-4719) for a construction 
permit to increase the power of station 
K06BU to 10 watts and to make changes 
in the antenna system. The proposed 
changes in the antenna system consist 
of substitution of two TACO 10-element 
yagis for the authorized 5-element yagis 
and reorientation to 190 and 270 degrees 
true. The net effect of the reorientation 
would be to eliminate the northward 
(zero degrees) lobe and to add a south¬ 
ward (190 degrees ) lobe. Since it was ap¬ 
parent that the proposed changes would 
constitute changes in the principal areas 
to be served, the applicant was advised, 
on February 28, 1974, that the applica¬ 
tion was one for a major change. 

2. On March 5, 1973, the Commission 
received a letter from Mr. Robert P. 
Sewell, president of Crystal River TV 
Association, the other applicant in this 
proceeding, complaining that Garfield 
County’s station K06BU was causing in¬ 
terference to the operation of station 
K06CK, Redstone and Upper Crystal 
River Valley, Colorado . 1 Crystal River 
charged that unauthorized changes had 
been made in the facilities of station 
K06BU, including a relocation of the 
station and reorientation of the trans¬ 
mitting antenna southward instead of 
northward as authorized . 3 This was de¬ 


l The site of station K06CK lies approxi¬ 

mately 22 miles south southeast of the site 
of station K06BU.

nied by Garfield County on March 7. 
1973. On March 30, 1973, Crystal River 
reported that the majority of the inter¬ 
ference disappeared. A Commission in¬ 
spection of all translator stations in 
Garfield County in July 1973, well pub¬ 
licized in advance, failed to disclose im¬ 
proper orientation of the antenna or 
change in location of station K06BU, 
but other violations were noted. 

3. Section 74.703(a) of the Commis¬ 
sion’s rules provides that, where inter¬ 
ference develops between VHF transla¬ 
tors, the licensees must resolve the prob¬ 
lem by agreement. Assiduous efforts by 
the Commission’s staff to effect such an 
agreement proved fruitless, an exchange 
of recriminations by the licensees being 
the only result. Consequently, it is ap¬ 
parent that this dispute cannot be re¬ 
solved by negotiation and a hearing is, 
therefore, required. 

4. Crystal River is authorized to op¬ 
erate one-watt translator station K06CK 
from a site approximately 4*2 miles 
north of Redstone, Colorado, using two 
5-element yagis, mounted on a 28-foot 
pole, with main radiation lobes oriented 
at 205 and 340 degrees true. It carries 
the signals of station KREX-TV, chan¬ 
nel 5, Grand Junction, Colorado, via in¬ 
termediate translator station K13AO 
Roaring Fork Valley and Glenwood 
Springs rural area, Colorado. On Au¬ 
gust 30, 1973. Crys tal River filed an ap- • 
plication (BPTTV-4865) for authority 
to increase the power of station K06CK 
to 10 watts and to make equipment 
changes. 

5. The one undisputed fact in this 
case is that interference was being 
caused by the simultaneous operation 
of these two stations. It is apparent that 
the proposed operations would aggravate 
an already undesirable situation and 
grant of either application would pre¬ 
clude grant of the other. The applica¬ 
tions are, therefore, mutually exclusive 
and a hearing is required. The allega¬ 
tions before the Commission indicate that 
station K06BU may have been operated 
in an unauthorized manner and, when 
the Crystal River complaint was filed, 
the interference is reported to have 
cleared up, suggesting that, after the 
complaint was filed and prior to the 
Commission inspections, the transmit¬ 
ting antennas may have been reori¬ 
ented and the station location changed 
to conform to station K06BU’s author¬ 
ization. Whether this, in fact, occurred, 
is a matter which can be resolved in 
the hearing. In any event, since the site 
of station K06CK lies approximately 
south of the site of station K06BU, au¬ 
thorization of a southward lobe as pro¬ 
posed by Garfield County would cer¬ 
tainly reintroduce the interference, ag¬ 
gravated by increases in power. 

6 . Station K 06 BU was authorized Oc¬ 
tober 11,1961, and commenced operation 
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in April 1962; station K06CK was au¬ 
thorized February 8, 1962, and com¬ 
menced operation in December 1962. 
Garfield County appears to believe that 
these facts entitle it to a preference be¬ 
cause it was authorized and operational 
before station K06CK. The eight-month 
difference in commencement of opera¬ 
tions is hardly significant, but. in any 
event, the problem between the stations 
apparently did not arise until February 
1973. Clearly, we cannot consider longev¬ 
ity as a basis for depriving the public of 
a service which it has had for 11 years. 
Consequently, we hold that the dates of 
authorization and activation are 
irrelevant. 

7. Action on Garfield County’s appli¬ 
cation (BRTTV-297) for renewal of the 
license of station K06BU was deferred 
because of the Crystal River complaint, 
because of the outstanding and unre¬ 
solved notice of violation issued to sta¬ 
tion K06BU, and because of the possi¬ 
bility that the station was being operated 
in an unauthorized manner. Consequent¬ 
ly, we have that application before us 
for consideration and we proposed to 
designate it for hearing in this proceed¬ 
ing, principally on the basis that, if the 
evidence proves that the station was 
operated in an unauthorized manner, re¬ 
fusal to renew the license might be an 
appropriate sanction. Mi*. W. C. Whit¬ 
church is the consulting engineer em¬ 
ployed by Garfield County to construct, 
service, and maintain all of the Garfield 
County translators. Mr. Whitchurch, 
acting on behalf of Garfield County, de¬ 
nied that any unauthorized changes 
were made in the facilities of station 
K>6BU. This raises a question as to 
whether Garfield County, which has 
ratified, if not authorized, Mr. Whit¬ 
church’s response to the Commission, 
made misrepresentations to the Commis¬ 
sion or was lacking in candor. 

8. There is no doubt that the public 
interest would be best served if both 
stations could continue to operate. It is 
not our purpose, therefore, to choose 
which of these stations will continue to 
operate and which will terminate opera¬ 
tion. If it is found that both licensees 
are qualified and that partial grants of 
either or both applications to specify 
facilities other than those proposed 
would enable both to continue to oper¬ 
ate, we would follow that path. Garfield 
County claims that Crystal River has 
the flexibility to change to a different 
output channel, but that Garfield Coun¬ 
ty does not. Garfield County has not, 
however, supported this conclusion with 
a factual showing. Consequently, the Ad¬ 
ministrative Law Judge will be em¬ 
powered to grant either or both applica¬ 
tions with such changes in facilities as 
may be indicated to achieve our pur¬ 
poses, including changes in output chan¬ 
nels if this proves to be feasible. 

9. For the reasons set forth, we are 
unable to make the statutory finding 
that the applicants are qualified to con¬ 
struct and operate as proposed and we 
are unable to find that Garfield County 
is qualified to be the licensee of station 


K06BU. We believe that, operating as 
proposed, there would be mutually de¬ 
structive interference and the applica¬ 
tions for construction permits are, there¬ 
fore, mutually exclusive, and a hearing 
is required. 

Accordingly, it is ordered, That, pur¬ 
suant to section 309(e) of the Communi¬ 
cations Act of 1934, as amended, the 
above-captioned applications of Gar¬ 
field County and Crystal River TV As¬ 
sociations, are designated for hearing in 
a consolidated proceeding, at a time and 
place and before an Administrative Law 
Judge to be specified in a subsequent 
order, upon the following issues: 

1. To determine whether station 
K06BU was operated knowingly and 
willfully in a manner inconsistent with 
its authorization and, if so, the identity 
of the person or persons responsible for 
such unauthorized operation;

4. If Issue 3. above, is resolved in the 
affirmative, to determine the extent of 
interference which w'ould be caused by 
the proposed operation of stations 
K06BU or KP6CK or both, to the direct 
reception by the public of the signals 
of either or both stations; 

5. If Issue 3, above, is resolved in the 
affirmative, to determine whether modi¬ 
fication of the facilities of either or both 
stations would enable both to operate 
without causing objectionable interfer¬ 
ence to one another and, if so, the nature 
of such modifications; 

6. If Issue 3. above, is resolved in the 
affirmative, to determine, in the light of 
the evidence adduced pursuant to the 
foregoing issues, whether grant of the 
applications of Garfield County and 
Crystal River TV Association, or either 
of them, as proposed or as modified, 
would serve the public interest, conven¬ 
ience and necessity; 

7. If Issue 3, above, is resolved in the 
negative, to determine whether grant of 
the application of Crystal River Associa¬ 
tion would serve the public interest, con¬ 
venience and necessity.

1. The Chief of the Broadcast Bureau, 
acting pursuant to delegated authority, 
has under consideration the above- 
captioned applications which are mu¬ 
tually exclusive in that the applicants 
propose to operate an the same frequency 
in Perry, Florida. 

2. Both applicants seek to replace the 
facilities of WPRY. whose renewal of 
license was denied by the Commission 
on May 23. 1973. WPRY Broadcasters, 
Inc.. 40 FCC 2d 1183, 27 RR 2d 1043 
(1973). Since both applicants propose 
essentially the same radiation charac¬ 
teristics and coverage as the former sta¬ 
tion, there is no need to Include engi¬ 
neering issues with respect to any 
possible interference or coverage defici¬ 
encies which may exist. 

3. The ascertainment of community 
problems and needs filed by H. S. Hagan. 
Jr., indicates that 31 of the community 
leaders Interviewed were contacted by 
the applicant’s wife, who is listed as ft 
prospective part-time employee of the 
proposed station. In view of the require¬ 
ments of question and answ f er 11(a) of 
the Primer on the Ascertainment of 
Community Problems by Broadcast Ap¬ 
plicants, 27 FCC 2d 650 (1971). which 
states that community leaders must be 
interviewed by principals, management- 
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level employees, or prospective manage¬ 
ment-level employees, all leaders 
contacted by Mrs. Hagan must be disre¬ 
garded. In addition, the survey failed to 
include any labor leaders. As a result, 
an appropriate issue will be included. 

4. The original community survey por¬ 
tion of the application of His World, Inc., 
failed to state who conducted the com¬ 
munity leader interviews. Subsequent 
amendments similarly failed to clarify 
this point. Consequently, all original 
community leader interviews must be 
disregarded. (See question and answer 
11(a) of the Primer.) Moreover, the ap¬ 
plicant’s amended community leader 
survey failed to include labor leaders, or 
religious leaders. Therefore, an appro¬ 
priate issue will be included as to this 
applicant as well. 

5. The amended financial portion of 
His World, Inc.’s, application indicates 
that, to operate the proposed station for 
a period of one year, without revenue, 
the applicant will require $43,000 to cover 
operating costs and professional fees. To 
meet this requirement. His World relies 
upon a $30,000 bank loan and profits 
from the existing operation. However, the 
bank letter fails to meet Commission 
requirements in that it does not consti¬ 
tute a firm commitment to make the 
loan, it fails to specifically state the 
collateral, and it fails to state the rate of 
interest to be charged. In addition, since 
the previous facility operated with a 
negative cash flow, profits from the exist¬ 
ing operation cannot be relied upon. Fi¬ 
nally, applicant’s balance sheet shows 
current liabilities to be in excess of cash 
and liquid assets. Since His World has 
failed to show the availability of any of 
the required funds, a general rather than 
specific financial issue will be Included. 

6. Except as Indicated by the Issues 
specified below, the applicants are quali¬ 
fied to construct and operate as proposed. 
However, since the proposals are mutu¬ 
ally exclusive, they must be designated 
for hearing in a consolidated proceed¬ 
ing on the issues specified below. 

7. Accordingly, it is ordered. That, 
Pursuant to section 309(e) of the Com¬ 
munications Act, of 1934, as amended, 
the applications are designated for hear¬ 
ing in a consolidated proceeding, at a 
time and place to be specified in a sub¬ 
sequent Order, upon the following issues:

Proposed Agreement With Industrial 
Development Authority 

August 16,1974. 

Notice is hereby given that Alabama 
Power Company (“APCO”), (600 North 
18th Street, Birmingham, Alabama 
35291), an electric utility subsidiary 
company of The Southern Company, a 
registered holding company, and the 
Southern Electric Generating Company 
("SEGCO”), (P.O. Box 2641, Birming¬ 
ham, Alabama 3529), a subsidiary of 
APCO and Georgia Power Company, 
have filed a joint-declaration with this 
Commission pursuant to the Public Util¬ 
ity Holding Company Act of 1935 
(“Act”), designating sections 9(a), 12(b) 
and 12(d) of the Act and Rules 44(b) (3) 
and 45 promulgated thereunder as ap¬ 
plicable to the proposed transactions. All 
interested persons are referred to said 
joint- declaration, which is summarized 
below, for a complete statement of the 
proposed transaction. 

SEGCO is the owner of four units of 
the Ernest C. Gaston steam plant 
( ‘Plant”) near Wilsonville, Alabama. In 
order to comply with environmental con¬ 
trol standards with respect to air and 
water quality, SEGCO has and will 
undertake to construct certain facilities 
( ‘Project”) solely for this purpose. 

To finance the Project, SEGCO has 
entered into an Installment Sale Agree¬ 
ment (“Agreement”) with The Industrial 
Development Board of the Town of Wil¬ 
sonville, Alabama (“Board”), which pro¬ 
vides for the acquisition, construction 


and equipping of the Project by the 
Board, and the Issuance by the Board, 
pursuant to an indenture (“Indenture”) 
to be entered into between the Board and 
an indenture trustee (“Trustee”), of its 
pollution control revenue bonds (“Pollu¬ 
tion Bonds”) in an amount not to exceed 
$21.5 million. The proceeds of the sale 
of Pollution Bonds will be deposited by 
the Board with the Trustee and will be 
applied to the payment of the cost of 
construction (as defined in the Agree¬ 
ment) of the Project. 

It is further proposed, and the Agree¬ 
ment provides, that the Project will be 
sold to SEGCO, the purchase price to be 
paid in semi-annual installments over 
a period of years. Each installment shall 
be in an amount sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest on the Pollution 
Bonds as such amounts become due and 
payable. SEGCO may prepay the pur¬ 
chase price (a) in whole or in part, at 
SEGCO’s option, at any time after ten 
years from the date of issuance of the 
Pollution Bonds, subject to payment of a 
premium equal to 3 percent of the prin¬ 
cipal amount In the eleventh year and 
declining thereafter by l / 2 of 1 percent, 
and (b) in whole, at SEGCO’s option in 
certain other specified instances without 
premium. 

APCO proposes to unconditionally 
guarantee SEGCO’s payment obligations 
under the Agreement to the Board. It is 
stated that the guaranty will be assigned 
by the Board to the Trustee. A separate 
indemnification agreement to be con¬ 
cluded between APCO and Georgia Pow¬ 
er Company will be the subject of a sep¬ 
arate filing with this Commission. 

It is stated that the Pollution Bonds 
are expected to be marketed pursuant to 
arrangements with a group of under¬ 
writers represented by Goldman, Sachs 
& Co., Incorporated. In accordance with 
the laws of the State of Alabama, the 
interest rate thereon will be fixed by the 
laws of the State of Alabama, and the 
terms and sale of the Pollution Bonds 
must be satisfactory to SEGCO although 
SEGCO will not be a party to the under¬ 
writing arrangement. The Pollution 
Bonds, which mature not later than 
June 1, 1994, contain sinking fund pro¬ 
visions, which, in the aggregate, will re¬ 
tire at least twenty-five percent of the 
original issue by its final maturity date. 
It is further stated that the interest pay¬ 
able on the Pollution Bonds will be ex¬ 
empt, by mllng of the Internal Revenue 
Service, from federal income taxation. It 
is not possible to ascertain in advance 
precisely the interest rate which may be 
obtained in connection with the issuance 
of the Pollution Bonds, but SEGCO is 
advised that tax-exempt bonds of like 
quality and tenor have historically car¬ 
ried an annual interest rate approxi¬ 
mately one and one-half to two and one- 
half percent lower than comparable tax¬ 
able long-term corporate bonds. 

A statement of the fees, commissions 
and expenses paid or incurred, or to be 
paid or incurred, in connection with the 
proposed transactions will be supplied 
by amendment. It is stated that the Ala¬ 


bama Public Service Commission has ju¬ 
risdiction over the assumption by SEGCO 
of its obligations under the Agreement 
and over the guaranty of SEGCO’s obli¬ 
gations thereunder by APCO.

Separate Account was established by 
Capitol Life pursuant to Colorado law 
in connection with the proposed issuance 
of certain group and individual variable 
annuity contracts (hereinafter collec¬ 
tively "Contracts”). Assets of Separate 
Account will be invested in the shares of 
Security First Growth Fund, Inc., or 
Security First Income Fund, Inc. (here¬ 
inafter collectively "Funds”) or both 
Such investments will be allocated, re¬ 
spectively, through either of two Sepa¬ 
rate Account Series, Series G and Series 
L Funds are open-end, diversified man¬ 
agement investment companies regis¬ 
tered under the Act and are managed by 
Security First Investment Management 
Corporation, a wholly-owned subsidiary 
of Security First Capital Corporation, an 
affiliate of Security First Financial, Inc., 
the principal underwriter for the Funds. 

Applicants propose to offer three types 
of Contracts: group flexible payment 
variable annuity contracts ("Group Con¬ 
tracts”) ; individual flexible payment 
variable annuity contracts ("Individual 
Contracts”); and individual single pay¬ 
ment variable annuity contracts ("Sin¬ 
gle Payment Contracts”). The Contracts 
provide that a sales charge will be de¬ 
ducted from the gross purchase pay¬ 
ment (s) under each Contract. For In¬ 
dividual Contracts, such deduction is 8*4 
percent of the gross purchase payment 
allocated to Separate Account. For Group 
Contracts, such deduction is SV 2 percent 
for the first $5,000 credited to Separate 
Account for a participant and 6 percent 
on all purchase payments allocated to 
Separate Account in excess of $5,000 per 
participant, except that, if an initial 
single payment of $5,000 or more is allo¬ 
cated to Separate Account for a par¬ 
ticipant, the deduction is 6 percent for 
that and all subsequent purchase pay¬ 
ments allocated to Separate Account for 
that participant. Under Single Payment 
Contracts, the charge for sales expense 
will be 6 percent of each purchase pay¬ 
ment. Capitol Life will also receive an 
annual administration charge on July 2 
of each year for each person covered 
under a Contract which may not exceed 
$20, provided the Contract has been in 
effect for one full year prior to the July 2 
payment date. Contract owners and par¬ 
ticipants under Individual Contracts and 
Group Contracts may allocate their net 
purchase payment to Series G or Series I 
of Separate Account for variable bene¬ 
fits, or to Capitol Life’s general account 
to provide for a fixed accumulation. Con¬ 
tract owners of Single Payment Con¬ 
tracts may allocate their net purchase 
payment to Series G or Series I of the 
Separate Account. 

Section 11. Applicants request an or¬ 
der pursuant to sections 11(a) and 11(c) 
of the Act to permit Contract owners or 
participants under Group Contracts to 
convert accumulation units from one 
Separate Account Series to another. 
Upon receipt of such an election, Capitol 
Life will transfer one-twelfth of the total 


value of the account to be converted on 
the first business day of each of the next 
twelve consecutive months provided no 
such transfers may take place if the date 
of the last monthly transfer would occur 
later than the end of the second valua¬ 
tion period preceding the annuity date. 
Each conversion will be based upon the 
net asset value of the affected series at 
the close of business on the day such 
transfer of accumulation units occur. No 
conversion between series may become 
effective for any account while transfers 
are being made under a previous elec¬ 
tion. The amount converted per election 
must total at least $1,200; any conversion 
election w T hich becomes effective within 
24 months of the date annuity payments 
are to begin will automatically constitute 
an election to allocate subsequent pur¬ 
chase payments to the series to which 
the conversion is being made. A $5.00 
charge will be made against a Contract 
account to cover the cost of effective 
conversions between series. 

Section 11(a) of the Act provides that 
it shall be unlawful for any registered 
open-end company or any principal un¬ 
derwriter for such a company to make 
or cause to be made an offer to the holder 
of a security of such a company or of any 
other open-end investment company to 
exchange his security for a security in the 
same or another such company on any 
basis other than the relative net asset 
values of the respective securities to be 
exchanged, unless the terms of the offer 
have first been submitted to and ap¬ 
proved by the Commission. Section 11(c) 
provides that, irrespective of the basis of 
exchange, the provisions of section 11(a) 
shall be applicable to any type of offer 
of exchange of the securities of registered 
unit investment trusts for the securities 
of any other investment company. 

Applicants allege that the proposed 
conversion privilege will afford Contract 
owners and participants under Group 
Contracts the opportunity to choose be¬ 
tween shares of underlying mutual funds 
having different investment objectives. 
Applicants also allege that the $5.00 
charge for effecting such a conversion 
will be uniformly applied only to those 
individuals who elect the conversion 
privilege to pay for the administrative 
costs Involved, and therefore will not be 
discriminatory against those Contract 
owners or participants who do not make 
the election. 

Section 22(d ). Section 22(d) of the Act 
provides, in pertinent part, that no reg¬ 
istered investment company or principal 
underwriter thereof shall sell any re¬ 
deemable security to the public at a cur¬ 
rent offering price described in the 
prospectus. 

Applicants request an exemption from 
the provisions of section 22(d) to permit, 
without additional sales charge, trans¬ 
fers. prior to the annuity payment pe¬ 
riod, of amounts accumulated on (1) a 
fixed basis in Capitol Life’s general ac¬ 
count under Individual Contracts, Group 
Contracts and other conventional an¬ 
nuity contracts, or (ii) lump sum distri¬ 
butions under life insurance and endow ¬ 
ment policies issued by Capitol Life, such 
as death benefits payable under such 
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insurance policies, maturity values under 
endowment contracts or other lump sum 
cash options available to owners of such 
contracts or beneficiaries thereunder to 
be applied to provide variable annuity 
payments. Applicants state that premium 
payments have already been paid under 
these other policies which are equal to or 
greater than the applicable sales charges 
under the Contracts. Applicants also 
state that no new sales effort will be in¬ 
volved in such transactions. 

Applicants also request an exemption 
from section 22(d) to permit experience 
rating credits under Group Contracts 
without further deduction for sales 
charges in the event gains accrue to 
Capitol Life from expense risk charges 
made under Group Contracts which ex¬ 
ceed amounts that the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of Capitol Life determine, at their 
sole discretion, should be added to con¬ 
tingency reserves and surplus. Such gains 
may be used to purchase additional ac¬ 
cumulation and annuity units for the 
benefit of participants under such Con¬ 
tracts. Applicants state, in support of 
their request, that it is impossible to 
make any advance determination or pro¬ 
jection as to amounts resulting from 
possible expense adjustments, and that 
sales charges or other expense deductions 
have already been made on payments 
giving rise to the experience rating 
credits. 

Applicants request a further exemp¬ 
tion from the provisions of section 22(d) 
to permit a beneficiary named under any 
of the Contracts to apply death benefit 
proceeds to provide variable annuity pay¬ 
ments without the imposition of a sales 
charge. Applicants state that sales 
charges will have already been paid on 
purchase payments under the Contracts, 
and that no further selling expense will 
be involved. 

Applicants also request an exemption 
from the provisions of section 22(d) to 
permit Group Contract participants and 
owners of Individual Contracts and Sin¬ 
gle Payment Contracts to transfer the 
value of their respective account to any 
other Contract without the imposition 
of additional sales charges. Applicants 
represent that, under certain circum¬ 
stances, such as the cessation of employ¬ 
ment by a participant covered under a 
Group Contract or in the case of an em¬ 
ployee covered under a Contract joining 
an employer having a Group Contract, 
it may be appropriate to -provide such 
employee with another form of Contract. 
Since sales charges have previously been 
deducted in such instances, Applicants 
state that it would be inequitable to 
impose additional charges upon such 
transfers. 

Finally, Applicants request an exemp¬ 
tion from the provisions of section 22(d) 
to permit persons covered under the Con¬ 
tracts, who partially terminate their in¬ 
dividual accounts under the applicable 
Contract prior to the date when annuity 
Payments would commence, to reinvest 
the. redeemed amount within 45 days but 
not less than 15 days prior to the annuity 
commencement date without any addi¬ 


tional deduction for sales charges. The 
reinvestment privilege may be exercised 
one time only and, upon reinvestment, 
Capitol Life may apply its then current 
annuity rates to accumulation units then 
purchased. In support of such request, 
Applicants state that the reinvestment 
privilege is limited in nature and pro¬ 
vides persons covered under the Con¬ 
tracts the opportunity to provide for 
emergency situations and still maintain 
their longer range retirement objectives. 

Applicants also state that no sales 
effort will be involved, no salesman will 
be compensated, and any imposition of 
an additional sales charge may dis¬ 
courage such reinvestments under the 
Contracts contrary to the interests of 
Contract owners and participants. 

Sections 26(a) and 27(c)(2). Sections 
26(a) and 27(c)(2) of the Act, as here 
pertinent, provide, in substance, that a 
registered unit investment trust, and any 
depositor and underwriter for the trust, 
are prohibited from selling periodic pay¬ 
ment plan certificates unless the proceeds 
of all payments other than sales load are 
deposited with a qualified bank as trustee 
or custodian and held under an indenture 
or agreement containing specified provi¬ 
sions. Such agreement must provide, in 
part, that (i) the custodian bank shall 
have possession of all the property of 
the unit investment trust and shall seg¬ 
regate and hold the same in trust; (ii) 
the custodian bank shall not resign until 
either the unit investment trust has 
been liquidated or a successor custodian 
has been appointed; (iii) the custodian 
may collect fees from the income and, if 
necessary, from the corpus of the trust 
for services performed and for reim¬ 
bursement for expenses incurred; and 
(iv) that no payment to the depositor or 
principal underwriter shall be allowed 
the custodian bank as an expense, except 
a fee, not exceeding such reasonable 
amounts as the Commission may pre¬ 
scribe, as compensation for performing 
bookkeeping and other administrative 
expenses normally performed by the cus¬ 
todian. Although the assets of Separate 
Account are held under custodian agree¬ 
ments with the First Western Bank and 
Trust Company of Los Angeles, Cali¬ 
fornia (“Bank”), a bank having the 
qualifications described in Section 26(a) 
of the Act, the agreement does not create 
a trust with respect to the assets of Sep¬ 
arate Account because Capitol Life, as a 
life insurance company, must retain 
ownership of and control of the disposi¬ 
tion of its property under Colorado law. 
Accordingly, an exemption is requested 
to the extent necessary from the require¬ 
ment that the assets be held in a trust. 

In support of the requested exemption 
from the foregoing provisions of the Act, 
Applicants state that, under the custo¬ 
dian agreement, Capitol Life will pay the 
expenses for the safekeeping of the Sep¬ 
arate Account assets. Applicants also 
state that the ownership of Funds shares 
by Separate Account will be held in an 
open account so that the ownership of 
Funds shares by Separate Account will 
be indicated only on the books of the 


Funds and Separate Account and not 
evidenced by transferable stock certifi¬ 
cates; and that, under the agreement, 
the assets of each Separate Account 
Series will be kept physically segregated 
by the Bank and held separate from the 
assets of any other firm, person or 
corporation. The Bank will maintain a 
record of all purchases and redemptions 
of Funds shares in each applicable Sep¬ 
arate Account Series and will assist in 
the preparation of reports to the Com¬ 
mission. 

Applicants further state that Capital 
Life is subject to the extensive supervi¬ 
sion and control by the Colorado Insur¬ 
ance Commissioner and the comparable 
official of each state in which it does 
business. Such supervision requires Cap¬ 
ital Life to file complete and detailed 
periodic reports. Applicants also state 
that the activities of Capitol Life are sub¬ 
ject to review by the Colorado Insurance 
Department and its representatives at all 
times and are subject to comprehensive 
examinations periodically. Applicants al¬ 
lege that any substitution of an under¬ 
lying Fund of the Separate Account can 
only take place by a majority vote of 
those having an interest in the Series af¬ 
fected and the prior approval of the 
Commission. Applicants finally state that 
Capitol Life maintains directly and 
through its parent. Associates Corpora¬ 
tion, fidelity bonds covering its employees 
in the amount of $2,000,000. 

Applicants contend that the foregoing 
laws, regulations and arrangements will 
provide substantial assurance that all 
obligations under the Contracts issued by 
Separate Account will be performed. 

Applicants have consented that the 
foregoing requested exemption may be 
made subject to the following conditions: 
(1) that the charge under the Contracts 
for administrative services shall not ex¬ 
ceed such reasonable amounts as the 
Commission shall prescribe, jurisdiction 
being reserved for such purpose, and (2) 
that the payment of sums and charges 
out of the assets of Separate Account 
shall not be deemed to be exempted from 
regulation by the Commission by reason 
of the requested order, provided that Ap¬ 
plicants’ consent to this condition shall 
not be determined to be a concession to 
the Commission of authority to regulate 
the payment of sums and charges out of 
such assets, other than the charges for 
administrative services, and Applicants 
reserve the right in any proceeding be¬ 
fore the Commission, or in any suit or 
action in any court, to assert that the 
Commission has no authority to regulate 
the payment of such other sums and 
charges. 

Section 6(c) of the Act provides, in 
part, that the Commission may condi¬ 
tionally or unconditionally exempt any 
person, security, or transaction, or any 
class or classes of persons, securities, or 
transactions from any provisions of the 
Act or of any rule or regulation under 
the Act, if and to the extent such ex¬ 
emption is necessary or appropriate in 
the public interest and consistent with 
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the protection of investors and the pur¬ 
poses fairly intended by the policy and 
provisions of the Act. 

Notice is further given that any inter¬ 
ested person may, not later than Sep¬ 
tember 10, 1974, at 5:30 p.m., submit to 
the Commission in writing a request for 
hearing on the matter accompanied by 
a statement as to the nature of his inter¬ 
est, the reason for such request and the 
issues of fact or law proposed to be con¬ 
troverted. or he may request that he be 
notified if the Commission shall order a 
hearing thereon. Any such communica¬ 
tion should be addressed: Secretary, Se¬ 
curities and Exchange Commission, 
Washington, D.C. 20549. A copy of such 
request shall be served personally or by 
mail (air mail if the person being served 
is located more than 500 miles from the 
point of mailing) upon Applicants at the 
address stated above. Proof of such serv¬ 
ice (by affidavit or in case of an attor¬ 
ney at law by certificate) shall be filed 
contemporaneously with the request. As 
provided by Rule 0-5 of the rules and 
regulations promulgated under the Act, 
an order disposing of the application will 
be issued as of course following said date 
unless the Commission thereafter orders 
a hearing upon request or upon the Com¬ 
mission’s own motion. Persons who re¬ 
quest a hearing, or advice as to whether 
a hearing is ordered, will receive notice 
of further developments in this matter, 
including the date of the hearing (if 
ordered) and any postponements thereof.

ARIZONA DEVELOPMENTAL PLAN 

Resubmission of Plan and Availability for 
Public Comment 

1. Submission and description of plan. 
On March 7.1973. a notice was published 
in the Federal Register (38 FR 6242) 
concerning the submission of an occu¬ 
pational safety and health plan for the 
State of Arizona and inviting public 
comment on the plan. At that time, 
serious questions were raised involving 
certain aspects of the plan which put in 
issue not only the approval, but possible 


disapproval of the plan. Since that time, 
the plan has been completely rewritten 
and revised legislation has been enacted. 
As a result, the State resubmitted the 
plan on August 6, 1974. The Assistant 
Secretary has preliminarily reviewed the 
plan and hereby gives notice that the 
question of its approval is now in issue 
before him. 

The plan designates the Occupational 
Safety and Health Division, Arizona In¬ 
dustrial Commission, as the agency re¬ 
sponsible for administering the plan 
throughout the State. The plan defines 
the covered occupational safety and 
health issues as defined by the Secretary 
of Labor in 29 CFR 1902.2(c)(1), with 
the exception of ship % repairing, ship¬ 
building. shipbreaking, and longshoring. 
The plan’s enacted legislation authorizes 
a safety and health program similar to 
the Federal program including the en¬ 
forcement and penalty provisions. 

The State has already adopted those 
Federal standards published in 29 CFR 
Parts 1910 and 1926, with amendments 
through May 31, 1972. The Governor has 
appointed five members to the review 
board. The plan sets out goals and pro¬ 
vides a timetable for accomplishing other 
parts of the pla n to bring it in to con¬ 
formity with 29 CFR Part 1902. 

2. Location of plan for inspection and 
copying. A copy of the plan may be in¬ 
spected and copied during normal busi¬ 
ness hours at the following locations:

3. Public participation. Interested per¬ 
sons are hereby given until September 24, 
1974 to submit to the Assistant Secretary 
written data, views, and arguments con¬ 
cerning the plan. The submissions are to 
be addressed to the Office of the Asso¬ 
ciate Assistant Secretary for Regional 
Programs, Room 850, 1726 M Street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20210. The writ¬ 
ten comments will be available for public 
inspection and copying at the above 
address. 

Any interested person(s) may request 
a hearing concerning the proposed plan, 
or any part thereof, by filing particular¬ 
ized written objections thereto within 
the time allowed for comments specified 
above. If the Assistant Secretary finds 
that substantial objections are filed, he 
shall hold a formal or Informal hearing 
on the subjects and issues involved.

Application for Variance 

I. Notice of application . Notice is here¬ 
by given that T. A. Loving Company, P.O. 
Drawer 919, Goldsboro, North Carolina 
27530, has made application pursuant to 
section 6(d) of the Williams-Steiger Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health Act of 
1970 (84 Stat. 1596; 29U.S.C. 655) and 29 
CFR 1905.11 for a variance from the 
standards prescribed in 29 CFR 1918.74 
(a) (9) (i) Cranes and Derricks Other 
Than Vessel’s Gear. 

The places of employment that will 
be affected by the application are all 
private and contract construction work 
areas where the applicant is engaged 
and where the use of floating and/or 
marine equipment is required. 

The applicant certifies that employees 
who would be affected by the variance 
have been notified of the application by 
giving a copy of it to their authorized 
employee representative, and by posting 
a copy at all places where notices to em¬ 
ployees are normally posted. Employees 
have also been informed of their right 
to petition the Assistant Secretary for 
a healing. 

Regarding the merits of the applica¬ 
tion the applicant contends that it is 
providing places of employment as safe 
as that required by 29 CFR 1918.74(a) 
(9) (i) which requires that a load indicat¬ 
ing device perform one of the following 
three functions: 

(1) A direct indication in the crane 
cab of the actual weight hoisted or a 
means of determining this by reference 
to crane ratings posted and visible to 
the operator, except that the use of a 
dynamometer or simple scale alone will 
not meet this requirement. 

(2) An automatic weight-moment de¬ 
vice or computer providing indications in 
the cab according to the radius and load 
at the moment. 

(3) A device may be used which shall 
prevent an overloaded condition. 

The applicant states that it engages in 
the construction of bridges and docks 
over or near navigable waters. The con¬ 
struction projects usually last from six 
months to two years. When one project 
is completed, the equipment is moved to 
the next work site. Some of the equip¬ 
ment is often left on the work barges for 
transportation to the next location. On 
arrival, materials and equipment are 
sometimes removed from the barges. 
There are no below deck loading or stor¬ 
age areas, the load hook is always in 
plain view of the crane operator(s) per¬ 
forming the loading or unloading opera¬ 
tions with the crane or derrick. Such op¬ 


erations involve known or calculable 
weights. 

The applicant contends that due to the 
nature of its longshoring activities, the 
use of dynamometers on all mobile cranes 
employed in these operations would pro¬ 
vide a degree of safety equal to that pro¬ 
vided by the use of load indicating de¬ 
vices. In the opinion of the applicant, 
the Longshoring Safety Standards were 
originally intended to cover marine ship¬ 
pers whose primary function is the load¬ 
ing and unloading of a large variety of 
cargos from vessels with multiple storage 
areas. The applicant maintains its situa¬ 
tion is different from that of marine 
shippers in: (a) the scale of its opera¬ 
tions, (b) the applicant’s use of floating 
equipment is primarily for storage and 
for supplying work platforms as a point 
of operations, (c) all items lifted are 
above deck with the hook visible to the 
crane operator, (d) the same equipment 
is utilized at each work site, and (e) the 
same personnel make up the crew at 
each site. 

The applicant proposes that a dyna¬ 
mometer, such as or equivalent to the 
Model AN or ANC Dillion Dynamometer, 
be used on all lifts by its cranes involved 
in operations subject to the requirements 
of the Longshoring Safety Standards. 
The dynamometer would be attached to 
the hook line either by means of a safety 
hook or adequately sized screw-pin 
shackle. The load rigging, and/or slings, 
would be attached to the opposite end of 
the device in the same manner. The dial 
would be in such close proximity to the 
crane operator as to allow self reading 
of the indicated load weight in many in¬ 
stances. At those times when the crane 
operator might not be able to adequately 
read the face of the dial indicator per¬ 
sonally, the maximum lifting capacity of 
the crane in use would be computed in 
advance of making the actual lift, by 
measurement of the intended actual ra¬ 
dius at which the crane would be operat¬ 
ing and consequently planning for a lift 
not in excess of the crane’s rated capac¬ 
ity at such radius. Personnel stationed at 
the hook point would then determine by 
observation if such maximum loading 
would be reached prior to a cleared lift 
of the load to be handled. If the load 
weight reached or exceeded the rated ca¬ 
pacity, the lift would be stopped by sig¬ 
nal. Arrangements could then be made 
to reduce the operating radius or dimin¬ 
ish the load weight to be lifted in order 
to assure a safe lift. 

The applicant contends that a dyna¬ 
mometer is more appropriate for its op¬ 
erations than a load indicating device for 
the following reasons: 

(1) A dynamometer could be used in 
conjunction with cranes that are pressed 
into service due to emergency situations 
or increased work demands at the con¬ 
struction site. 

(2) A dynamometer would eliminate 
the possibility of mechanical failures in 
either the automatic warning alarm sys¬ 
tems or in the signals transmitted to re¬ 
mote indicator devices at the operator’s 
station. 


(3) With a dynamometer, the crane 
operator would not have to divide his at¬ 
tention between his manipulations of the 
load and the read-out from a remote in¬ 
dicator at the operator’s station, thus 
making the lift safer.

Effluent Limitations and Guidelines for 

Certain Subcategories 

Notice is hereby given that effluent 
limitations and guidelines for existing 
sources and standards of performance 
and pretreatment standards for new 
sources set forth in tentative form below 
are proposed by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA). On February 21, 
1974, EPA promulgated a regulation 
adding Part 428 to Chapter 40 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations (39 FR 
6660). That regulation with subsequent 
amendments established effluent limita¬ 
tions and guidelines for existing sources 
and standards of performance and pre¬ 
treatment standards for new sources for 
the rubber processing point source cate¬ 
gory. The regulation proposed below will 
amend 40 CFR Part 428. Rubber process¬ 
ing point source category, by adding 
thereto the small-sized general molded, 
extruded, and frabricated rubber plants 
subcategory (Subpart E), the medium¬ 
sized general molded, extruded, and 
fabricated rubber plants subcategory 
(Subpart F). the large-sized general 
molded, extruded, and fabricated rubber 
plants subcategory (Subpart G), the wet 
digestion reclaimed rubber subcategory 
(Subpart H), the pan. dry digestion, and 
mechanical reclaimed rubber subcate¬ 
gory (Subpart I>. the latex-dipped, 
latex-thread, and latex-molded rubber 
subcategory (Subpart J), and the latex 
foam subcategory (Subpart K) pursuant 
to sections 301, 304 (b) and (c), 306(b) 
and 307(c) of the Federal Water Pollu¬ 
tion Control Act, as amended 33 U.S.C. 
1251, 1311. 1314 (b) and (c). 1316(b) 
and 1317(0: 86 Stat. 816 et seq.: P.L. 
92-500) (the Act). 

(a) LEGAL AUTHORITY 

(1) Existing point sources. Section 
301(b) of the Act requires the achieve¬ 
ment by not later than July 1. 1977. of 
effluent limitations for point sources, 
other than publicly owned treatment 
works, which require the application of 
the best practicable control technology 
currently available as defined by the 
Administrator pursuant to section 304 
(b) of the Act. Section 301(b) also re¬ 
quires the achievement by not later than 
July 1, 1983, of effluent limitations for 
point sources, other than publicly owned 
treatment works, which require the ap¬ 
plication of best available technology 
economically achievable which will re¬ 
sult in reasonable further progress to¬ 
ward the national goal of eliminating the 
discharge of all pollutants, as determined 
in accordance with regulations issued by 
the Administrator pursuant to section 
304(b) to the Act. 

Section 304(b) of the Act requires the 
Administrator to publish regulations 
providing guidelines for effluent limita¬ 


tions setting forth the degree of effluent 
reduction attainable through the appli¬ 
cation of the best practicable control 
technology currently available and the 
degree of effluent reduction attainable 
through the application of the best con¬ 
trol measures and practices achievable 
including treatment techniques, process 
and procedure innovations, operating 
methods, and other alternatives. The 
regulation proposed herein sets forth ef¬ 
fluent limitations and guidelines, pursu¬ 
ant to sections 301 and 304(b) of the 
Act, for the small-sized general molded, 
extruded, and fabricated rubber plants 
subcategory (Subpart E), the medium¬ 
sized general molded, extruded, and 
fabricated rubber plants subcategory 
(Subpart F), the large-sized general 
molded, extruded, and fabricated rubber 
plants subcategory (Subpart G). the wet 
digestion reclaimed rubber subcategory 
(Subpart H), the pan, dry digestion, 
and mechanical reclaimed rubber sub- 
category (Subpart I). the latex-dipped, 
latex-thread, and latex-molded rubber 
subcategory (Subpart J), and the latex 
foam subcategory (Subpart K) of the 
rubber processing point source category. 

(2) New sources. Section 306 of the Act 
requires the achievement by new sources 
of a Federal standard of performance 
providing for the control of the discharge 
of pollutants which reflects the greatest 
degree of effluent reduction which the 
Administrator determines to be achiev¬ 
able through application of the best 
available demonstrated control technol¬ 
ogy, processes, operating methods, or 
other alternatives, including, where 
practicable, a standard permitting no 
discharge of pollutants. 

Section 306(b)(1)(B) of the Act re¬ 
quires the Administrator to propose reg¬ 
ulations establishing Federal standards 
of performance for categories of new 
sources included in a list published pur¬ 
suant to section 306(b) (1) (A) of the Act. 
The Administrator published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register of January 16,1973 (38 FR 
1624) a list of 27 source categories, in¬ 
cluding the rubber processing category. 
The regulations proposed herein set forth 
the standards of performance applicable 
to new sources for the small-sized gen¬ 
eral molded, extruded, and fabricated 
rubber plants subcategory (Subpart E), 
the medium-sized general molded, ex¬ 
truded, and fabricated rubber plants sub- 
category (Subpart F), the large-sized 
general molded, extruded, and fabricated 
rubber plants subcategory (Subpart G), 
the wet digestion reclaimed rubber sub¬ 
category (Subpart H), the pan, dry di¬ 
gestion, and mechanical reclaimed rub¬ 
ber subcategory (Subpart I), the latex- 
dipped, latex-thread, and latex-molded 
rubber subcategory (Subpart J). and the 
latex foam subcategory (Subpart K) of 
the rubber processing point source cate¬ 
gory. 

Section 307(c) of the Act requires the 
Administrator to promulgate pretreat¬ 
ment standards for new sources at the 
same time that standards of performance 
for new sources are promulgated pursu¬ 
ant to section 306. Sections 428.56, 428.66, 


428.76, 428.86, 428.96, 428.106, and 428.- 
116, proposed below, provide pretreat¬ 
ment standards for new sources within 
the small-sized general molded, extruded, 
and fabricated rubber plants subcategory 
(Subpart E), the medium-sized general 
molded, extruded, and fabricated rubber 
plants subcategory (Subpart F), the 
large-sized general molded, extruded, 
and fabricated rubber plants subcate¬ 
gory (Subpart G). the wet digestion re¬ 
claimed rubber subcategory (Subpart H), 
the pan, dry digestion, and mechanical 
reclaimed rubber subcategory (Subpart 
I), the latex-dipped, latex-thread, and 
latex-molded rubber subcategory (Sub¬ 
part J), and the latex foam subcategory 
(Subpart K) of the rubber processing 
point source category. 

Section 304<c) of the Act requires the 
Administrator to issue to the States and 
appropriate water pollution control 
agencies information on the processes, 
procedures, or operating methods which 
result in the elimination or reduction of 
the discharge of pollutants to implement 
standards of performance under Section 
306 of the Act. The report or “Develop¬ 
ment Document” referred to below pro¬ 
vides, pursuant to Section 304(c) of the 
Act, information on such processes, pro¬ 
cedures, or operating methods. 

(b) Summary and Basis of Proposed Ef¬ 
fluent Limitations Guidelines for 
Existing Sources and Standards of 
Performance and Pretreatment Stand¬ 
ards for New Sources 

(1) General methodology. The effluent 
limitations, guidelines, and standards of 
performance proposed herein were de¬ 
veloped in the following manner. The 
point source category was first studied 
for the purpose of determining whether 
separate limitations and standards are 
appropriate for different segments 
within the category. This analysis in¬ 
cluded a determination of whether dif¬ 
ferences in raw material used, product 
produced, manufacturing process em¬ 
ployed, age, size, waste water constitu¬ 
ents and other factors require develop¬ 
ment of separate limitations, and stand¬ 
ards for different segments of the point 
source category. The raw waste charac¬ 
teristics for each such segment were then 
identified. This included an analysis of 
the source, flow, and volume of water 
used in the process employed, the sources 
of waste and waste waters in the opera¬ 
tion and the constituents of all waste 
water. The constituents of the waste 
waters which should be subject to efflu¬ 
ent limitations and standards of per¬ 
formance were identified. 

The control and treatment technolo¬ 
gies existing within each segment were 
identified. This included an identifica¬ 
tion of each distinct control and treat¬ 
ment technology, including both in- 
plant and end-of-process technologies, 
which are existent or capable of being 
designed for each segment. It also in¬ 
cluded an identification of, in terms of 
the amount of constituents and the 
chemical, physical, and biological char¬ 
acteristics of pollutants, the effluent 
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level resulting from the application of 
each of the technologies. The problems, 
limitations, and reliability of each treat¬ 
ment and control technology were also 
identified. In addition, the non water 
quality environmental impact, such as 
the efTects of the application of such 
technologies upon other pollution prob¬ 
lems, including air, solid waste, noise 
and radiation were identified. The 
energy requirements of each control and 
treatment technology were determined 
as well as the cost of the application of 
such technologies. 

The information, as outlined above, 
was then evaluated in order to deter¬ 
mine what levels of technology consti¬ 
tute the "best practicable control tech¬ 
nology "currently available,” “best avail¬ 
able technology economically achiev¬ 
able” and the “best available demon¬ 
strated control technology, processes, 
operating methods, or other altema- 
tives.“ In identifying such technologies, 
various factors were considered. These 
included the total cost of application of 
technology in relation to the effluent re¬ 
duction benefits to be achieved from 
such application, the age of equipment 
and facilities involved, the process em¬ 
ployed, the engineering aspects of the 
application of various types of control 
techniques, process changes, non water 
quality environmental impact (including 
energy requirements) and other factors. 

The data upon which the above anal¬ 
ysis was performed included EPA per¬ 
mit applications, EPA sampling and in¬ 
spections, consultant reports. and 
industry submissions. 

The pretreatment standards proposed 
herein are intended to' be complementary 
to the pretreatment standards pro posed 
for existing sources under 40 CFR Part 
128. The basis for such standards is set 
forth in the Federal Register of July 19, 
1973, 38 FR 19236. The provisions of Part 
128 are equally applicable to sources 
which would constitute “new sources,” 
under section 306 if they were to dis¬ 
charge pollutants directly to navigable 
waters, except for section 128.133. That 
section provides a pretreatment stand¬ 
ard for “incompatible pollutants” which 
requires application of the “best prac¬ 
ticable control technology currently 
available,'’ subject to an adjustment for 
amounts of pollutants removed by the 
publicly owned treatment works. Since 
the pretreatment standards proposed 
herein apply to new sources, §§ 428.56, 
428.66. 428.76, 428.86, 428.96. 428.106. and 
428.116 below amend § 128.133 to specify 
the application of the standard of per¬ 
formance for new sources rather than the 
"best practicable" standard applicable to 
existing sources under sections 301 and 
304(b) of the Act. 

(2) Summary of conclusions with re¬ 
spect to the small-sized general molded, 
extruded, and fabricated rubber plants 
subcategory (Subpart E), the medium¬ 
sized general molded, extruded, and fab¬ 
ricated rubber plants subcategory (Sub- 
P&rt F), the large-sized general molded, 
extruded, and fabricated rubber plants 
subcategory (Subpart G>, the wet diges¬ 


tion reclaimed rubber subcategory (Sub¬ 
part H), the pan, dry digestion, and 
mechanical reclaimed rubber subcate¬ 
gory (Subpart D, the latex-dipped, latex- 
thread, and latex-molded rubber sub¬ 
category (Subpart J). and the latex foam 
subcategory (Subpart K) of the rubber 
processing point source category. 

<i> Categorization. For the purposes of 
studying waste treatment and effluent 
limitations, seven subcategories proposed 
below will amend 40 CFR Part 428— 
rubber processing point source category. 
The major factors which form the basis 
for these subcategories are, plant size, 
manufacturing process, raw materials, 
cost of treatment, nature of wastes gen¬ 
erated, and treatability of waste waters. 

(1) Subpart E — Small-Sized General 
Molded. Extruded, and Fabricated Rub¬ 
ber Plants Subcategory: The provisions 
of this subpart are applicable to dis¬ 
charges resulting from the production of 
molded, extruded and fabricated rubber 
items, foam rubber backing, rubber ce¬ 
ment-dipped goods, and retreaded tires. 
Specifically excluded from the provisions 
of this subpart are the discharges result¬ 
ing from the production of latex-based 
products, tires and imier tubes, and those 
dis charg es subject to the provisions of 
40 CFR 410. For the purposes of this 
subpart a small-sized general molded, 
extruded, and fabricated rubber plant is 
defined as a facility which processes less 
than 3,720 kg/day (8,200 lb/day) of raw 
materials. Process waste water flow rates 
and loadings, and costs of control tech¬ 
nologies form the basis for separate 
subcategor ization. 

(2) Subpart F — Medium-Sized General 
Molded, Extruded, and Fabricated Rub¬ 
ber Plants Subcategory: The provisions 
of this subpart are applicable to dis¬ 
charges resulting from the production of 
molded, extruded and fabricated rubber 
items, foam rubber backing, rubber ce¬ 
ment-dipped goods, and retreaded tires. 
Specifically excluded from the provisions 
of this subpart are the discharges result¬ 
ing from the production of latex-based 
products, tires and inner tubes, and those 
discharges subject to the provisions of 
40 CFR 410. For the purposes of this 
subpart a medium-sized general molded, 
extruded, and fabricated rubber plant is 
defined as a facility which processes 
between 3,720 kg/day (8,200 lbs/day) and 
10,430 kg/day (23.000 lbs/day) of raw 
materials. Process waste water flow rates 
and loadings, and costs of control form 
the basis for separate subcategorization. 

(3) Subpart G — Large-Sized General 
Molded , Extruded, and Fabricated Rub¬ 
ber Plants Subcategory: The provisions 
of this subpart are applicable to dis¬ 
charges resulting from the production of 
molded, extruded and fabricated rubber 
items, foam rubber backing, rubber 
cement-dipped goods, and retreaded 
tires. Specifically excluded from the pro¬ 
visions of this subpart are the discharges 
resulting from the production of latex- 
based products, tires and inner tubes, and 
those discharges subject to the provisions 
of 40 CFR 410. For the purposes of this 
subpart a large-sized general molded. 


extruded, and fabricated rubber plant is 
defined as a facility which processes 
greater than 10,430 kg/day (23,000 lbs/ 
day) of raw materials. Process waste 
water flow rates and loadings, and costs 
of control technologies form the basis 
for separate subcategorization. 

(4) Subpart H—Wet Digestion Re¬ 
claimed Rubber Subcategory: In the wet 
digestion process, rubber scrap is broken 
down into small particles for chemical 
deflbering which requires defibering 
agents and plasticizing oils to be added 
to the digestor to facilitate the chemical 
degradation of the fibers in the digestion 
process. Rubber is washed free from the 
digestion liquor thus creating a waste 
water problem. The waste water from 
pan, dry digestion, and mechanical rub¬ 
ber reclaiming processes does not contain 
defibering chemicals and dissolved fibers, 
thus forming the basis for separate sub¬ 
categorization. 

(5) Sulrpart I — Pan, Dry Digestion, 
and Mechanical Reclaimed Rubber Sub¬ 
category: The types and characteristics 
of the waste waters produced by this sub¬ 
category are similar. These processes 
avoid the added pollutional load char¬ 
acteristic of wet digestion by use of me¬ 
chanical means of defibering. Processes 
within this subcategory produce pollut¬ 
ant loads far lower and easier to treat 
than the wet digestion process, thus 
forming the basis for separate subcate¬ 
gorization. 

(6) Subpart J — Latex-Dipped, Latex- 
Thread, and Latex-Molded Rubber Sub- 
category: The provisions of this subpart 
are applicable to discharges resulting 
from the production of latex-thread, 
and latex-dipped or molded items. Spe¬ 
cifically excluded from the provisions of 
this subpart are those di scha rges sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of 40 CFR Part 410. 
The use of latex as a raw material creates 
the potential to generate latex-laden 
waste waters which are distinct in their 
characteristics, properties, and treat- 
ability. In addition, the processing opera¬ 
tions are different from those used in 
other sectors of the industry, thus form¬ 
ing the basis for separate subcategoriza¬ 
tion. 

(7) Subpart K—Latex Foam Subcate¬ 
gory: The provisions of this subpart are 
applicable to discharges resulting from 
the production of latex foam. Specifi¬ 
cally excluded from the provisions of this 
subpart are those discharges subject to 
the provisions of 40 CFR Part 410. The 
use of zinc oxide during foam manufac¬ 
ture creates a distinct waste water prob¬ 
lem for the latex foam industry, thereby 
forming thq basis for separate subcate¬ 
gorization. 

(ii) Waste Characteristics. The pol¬ 
lutants contained in raw waste waters 
resulting from Subparts E, F. G, H. I, J. 
and K Of the rubber processing category 
include biodegradable organic com¬ 
pounds such as latex rubber and depoly¬ 
merization compounds. Additional pol¬ 
lutants include suspended solids, oil and 
grease, surfactants, light and heavy 
metals, and acidity and alkalinity. 
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Significant quantities of suspended 
solids and oil and grease are present in 
the process waste waters of all rubber 
processing subcategories. Biochemical 
o::ygen demand BOD5, chemical oxygen 
demand COD, and possible heavy metal 
wastes are to be found in the latex re¬ 
lated subcategories. Processes using 
lead-sheathing in the manufacture of 
hose will produce lead-laden effluents. 
Raw waste load data has been collected 
on those streams for each subcategory 
of the industry and information assem¬ 
bled on the treatment procedures re¬ 
quired for each waste water stream. 

(iii) Origin of waste irnter pollut¬ 
ants —(1) General molded, extruded, and 
fabricated rubber plants subcategories: 
Process waste waters evolved from facil¬ 
ities within this subcategory include dis¬ 
charges of processing solutions, wash¬ 
down of plant areas, runoff from outdoor 
storage areas, spills and leaks of organic 
solvents and lubricating oils, and vul- 
canizer condensate. Primary pollutants 
(or indicators of pollution) in these waste 
waters are oil and grease, suspended 
solids, acidity, and alkalinity (pH). Hose 
fabrication can produce additional pol¬ 
lutants; lead from lead-sheathed proc¬ 
esses, and COD from cloth-wrapped 
cures. 

(2) Reclaimed rubber subcategories: 
Process waste waters evolved by rubber 
reclaiming plants (Subparts H and I) 
include discharges of processing solu¬ 
tions, washdown and runoff from all 
plant areas, spills and leaks of organic 
solvents and lubricating oils, and dis¬ 
charges from wet air-pollution devices. 
An additional process waste water 
evolved by the wet digestion process 
(Subpart H) is dewatering liquor. Pri¬ 
mary pollutants (or indicators) are COD, 
oil and grease, suspended solids, and 
acidity and alkalinity (pH). 

(3) Latex rubber subcategories ( Sub¬ 
parts J and K): Process waste waters 
evolved from both subcategories include 
product wash and rinse waters and 
spills, leakage, washdown, and runoff 
from all plant areas. Primary pollutants 
(or indicators) are COD, BOD, suspended 
solids, oil, acidity, and alkalinity (pH). 
Zinc is present in process waste waters 
from latex foam facilities. Chromium is 
present in process waste waters from 
latex-dipped and latex-molded rubber 
facilities which employ chromic acid as 
a form cleaning agent. 

(iv) Treatment and Control Technol¬ 
ogy. Waste water treatment and control 
technologies have been studied for each 
subcategory of the industry to determine 
what is (a) the best practicable control 
technology currently available, (b) the 
best available technology economically 
achievable, and (c) the best available 
demonstrated control technology, proc¬ 
esses, operating methods or other 
alternatives. 

(1) Treatment in the small-sized 
molded, extruded, and fabricated rub¬ 
ber plant subcategory: Best practicable 
control technology currently available 
consists of in-plant controls to eliminate 
anti-tack or latex solution discharge and 


for isolation, control, and treatment of 
ail oily waste streams. Waste waters 
can be efficiently and economically 
treated to remove oil and grease, sus¬ 
pended solids, and lead, by isolation of 
process waste waters from nonprocess 
waste waters prior to treatment. Isola¬ 
tion and treatment of lead-laden waste 
waters are applicable only for facilities 
utilizing lead-sheathed hose processes. 

Best available technology economically 
achievable is equivalent to best practi¬ 
cable control technology currently avail¬ 
able with the addition of sand filtration 
of lead-laden effluent from facilities 
utilizing lead-sheathed hose processes. 

Treatment and control technologies 
for new sources are the same as for the 
best available technology economically 
achievable. 

(2) Treatment in the medium-sized 
molded, extruded, and fabricated rubber 
plant subcategory: Best practicable con¬ 
trol technology currently available con¬ 
sists of in-plant controls to eliminate 
anti-tack or latex solution discharge and 
and for isolation, control, and treatment 
of all oily waste streams. Waste waters 
can be most efficiently and economically 
treated to remove oil and grease, sus¬ 
pended solids, and lead, by isolation of 
process waste waters prior to treatment. 
Isolation and treatment of lead-laden 
waste waters are applicable only for 
facilities utilizing lead-sheathed hose 
processes. 

Best available technology economical¬ 
ly achievable is equivalent to best practi¬ 
cable control technology currently avail¬ 
able with the addition of sand filtration 
of lead-laden effluent from facilities 
utilizing lead-sheathed hose processes. 

Treatment and control technologies 
for new sources are the same as for the 
best available technology economically 
achievable. 

(3) Treatment in the large-sized 
molded, extruded, and fabricated rubber 
plant subcategory: Best practicable con¬ 
trol technology currently available con¬ 
sists of in-plant controls to eliminate 
anti-tack or latex solution discharge 
and for isolation, control, and treatment 
of all oily waste streams. Waste waters 
can be most efficiently and economically 
treated to remove oil and grease, sus¬ 
pended solids, and lead, by isolation of 
process waste waters prior to treatment. 
Isolation and treatment of lead-laden 
waste waters are applicable only for fa¬ 
cilities utilizing lead-sheathed hose proc¬ 
esses. 

Best available technology economi¬ 
cally achievable is equivalent to best 
practicable control technology currently 
available with the addition of sand filtra¬ 
tion of lead-laden effluent from facilities 
utilizing lead-sheathed hose processes. 

Treatment and control technologies 
for new sources are the same as for the 
best available technology economically 
achievable. 

(4) Treatment in the icet digestion 
reclaimed rubber subcategory: Best 
practicable control technology currently 
available can be represented most effi¬ 
ciently and economically by in-plant con¬ 


trols to isolate and contain processing 
solutions and recycle and reuse of oil- 
contaminated dewatering liquors and 
discharges from wet-air pollution con¬ 
trol equipment. 

The requirements for the best available 
technology economically achievable and 
for the best available demonstrated con¬ 
trol technology, processes, operating 
methods, or other alternatives for new 
sources are the same as the requirements 
for the best practicable control tech¬ 
nology currently available. 

(5) Treatment in the pan, dry diges¬ 

tion, and mechanical reclaimed rubber 
subcategory: Best practicable control 
technology currently available can be 
represented most efficiently and econom¬ 
ically by in-plant controls to isolate proc¬ 
ess waste streams, contain processing 
solution wastes, and treat other process 
waste waters for suspended solids and 
oil. 4 

The requirements for the best available 
technology economically achievable and 
for the best available demonstrated con¬ 
trol technology, processes, operating 
methods, or other alternatives for new 
sources are the same as the requirements 
for the best practicable control technol¬ 
ogy currently available. 

(6) Treatment in the latex-dipped, 
latex-thread, and latex-molded subcate¬ 
gory: Best practicable control technology 
currently available can be represented 
efficiently and economically by in-plant 
controls to segregate process waste water 
streams. End-of-pipe treatment consists 
of coagulation and clarification of latex- 
laden waste waters, and biological treat¬ 
ment. When facilities employ chromic 
acid as a form-cleaning agent, end-of- 
pipe treatment also includes chemical 
precipitation and sedimentation of 
chromium. 

The effluent limitations for the 
best available technology economically 
achievable and for the best available 
demonstrated control technology, proc¬ 
esses, operating methods, or other alter¬ 
natives for new sources are the same as 
the effluent limitations for the best prac¬ 
ticable control technology currently 
available. 

(7) Treatment in the latex foam sub¬ 
category: Best practicable control tech¬ 
nology currently available can be repre¬ 
sented most efficiently and economically 
by segregation of process waste water 
streams; coagulation and clarification of 
latex-laden waste waters; chemical ad¬ 
dition to precipitate zinc; and biological 
treatment. 

The effluent limitations for the 
best available technology economically 
achievable and for the best available 
demonstrated control technology, proc¬ 
esses, operating methods, or other alter¬ 
natives for new sources are the same as 
the effluent limitations for the best prac¬ 
ticable control technology currently 
available. 

Solid waste control must be considered. 
The solid wastes from mc4ded, extruded, 
and fabricated rubber production and 
rubber reclaiming include oil and solids 
from end-of-pipe treatment systems. 
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In addition precipitated lead is included 
in the solid wastes from facilities manu¬ 
facturing hose using lead-sheathed 
processes. Solid wastes are also produced 
by chemical coagulation and clarifica¬ 
tion, and wasted biological sludge from 
end-of-pipe treatment systems in latex 
rubber plants. These solid wastes are 
either removed from the plant site by 
a waste removal contractor or hauled 
to an approved land disposal site. 

Best practicable control technology 
and best available control technology as 
they are known today, require disposal 
of the pollutants removed from waste 
waters in this industry in the form of 
solid wastes and liquid concentrates. In 
most cases these are nonhazardous sub¬ 
stances requiring only minimal custodial 
care. However, some constituents may be 
hazardous and may require special con¬ 
sideration. In order to ensure long term 
protection of the environment from 
these hazardous or harmful constituents, 
special consideration of disposal sites 
must be made. All landfill sites where 
such hazardous wastes are disposed 
should be selected so as to prevent hori¬ 
zontal and vertical migration of these 
contaminants to ground or surface wa¬ 
ters. In cases where geologic conditions 
may not reasonably ensure this, ade¬ 
quate legal and mechanical precautions 
(e.g., impervious liners) should be taken 
to ensure long-term protection to the 
environment from hazardous materials. 
Where appropriate, the location of solid 
hazardous materials disposal sites should 
be permanently recorded in the appro¬ 
priate office of legal jurisdiction. 

(v) Cost estimates for control of waste 
water pollutants —(1) Small-sized gen¬ 
eral molded, extruded , and fabricated 
rubber plants subcategory: To meet the 
standards set forth for this subcategory, 
the estimated cost of treatment would 
be $.17/kg ($.077/lb) of raw material. 
For plants with lead-sheathed processes, 
additional costs axe $0.28/kg ($.013/lb) 
of raw material to meet best practicable 
control technology standards currently 
available, and an additional increment 
of $.028/kg ($.013/lb) of raw material 
to meet the best available technology 
standards economically achievable. 

(2) Medium-sized general molded, ex¬ 
truded. and fabricated rubber plants 
subcategory: To meet the standards set 
forth for this subcategory; the estimated 
cost of treatment would be $.033/kg 
($.015/lb) of raw material. For plants 
with lead-sheathed processes, additional 
costs are $.003/kg ($.0014/lb> of raw 
material to meet best practicable control 
technology standards currently avail¬ 
able, and an additional increment of 
$.Q03/kg ($.0014/lb) of raw material to 
meet the best available technology stand¬ 
ards economically achievable. 

(3) Large-sized general molded , ex¬ 
truded. and fabricated rubber plants sub- 
category: To meet the standards set forth 
for this subcategory, the estimated cost of 
treatment would be $.02/kg ($.0094/lb) 
of raw material. For plants with lead- 
sheathed processes, additional costs are 
$.0017/kg ($.00075/lb) of raw material 


to meet best practicable control technol¬ 
ogy standards currently available,'and 
an additional increment of $.0017/kg 
($.00075/lb) of raw material to meet the 
best available technology standards eco¬ 
nomically achievable. 

(4) Wet digestion reclaimed rubber 
subcategory: To meet the standards set 
forth for this subcategory, the estimated 
cost of treatment is $0.004/kg ($0.0019/ 
lb) of product. 

<5) Pan, dry digestion, and mechanical 
reclaimed rubber subcategory: To meet 
the standards set forth for this subcate¬ 
gory, the estimated cost of treatment is 
$.0068/kg ($.0031/lb) of product. 

(6) Latex-dipped , latex-thread, and 
latex-molded rubber subcategory: To 
meet the standards set forth for this 
subcategory, the estimated cost of treat¬ 
ment is $.15/kg ($.069/lb) of latex solids. 

(7) Latex foam subcategory: To meet 
the standards set forth for this subcate¬ 
gory, the estimated cost of treatment is 
$.015/kg ($.0068/lb) of latex solids. 

' (vi) Energy requirements and nonwa¬ 
ter quality environmental impacts . In 
general molded, extruded, and fabricated 
rubber plants, the primary nonwater 
quality aspect derived from the use of a 
separator is the need for disposal of oil 
and solids. Additional solid waste results 
from the use of a nonregenerative type 
absorbent filter, from the drumming of 
waste liquid, such as latex solutions, 
for off-site disposal. The additional solid 
waste generated by the proposed treat¬ 
ment technology is considered insignifi¬ 
cant relative to the normal process solid 
waste rubber and rejected products gen¬ 
erated by the production facility. Energy 
requirements for the treatment system to 
be incorporated by a typical plant are 
considered minor. Treatment equipment 
power requirements are estimated to be 
6 horsepower for a small-sized facility, 
8 horsepower for a medium-sized facility 
and 12 horsepower for a large-sized facil¬ 
ity. 

For the wet digestion rubber reclaim¬ 
ing plants, there are few nonwater qual¬ 
ity aspects to be considered as a result of 
the control technology. In order to em¬ 
ploy the proposed technology, mechani¬ 
cal deftbering is used. As a result the 
separated fibers are removed from the 
system as a solid waste, and dry air pol¬ 
lution control devices are required to re¬ 
move fine fibrous emissions from the air. 
The costs associated with disposing of 
the fibrous solid waste are deemed minor 
in comparison with the treatment casts 
required to remove the fibrous material 
from the dewatering liquor in cases where 
chemical defibering is practiced. Periodi¬ 
cally it will be necessary to remove ac¬ 
cumulated solids from the dewatering 
liquor storage tank. It is estimated that 
these solids will amount to less than 15 
cubic meters (20 cubic yards) annually. 
The proposed waste water control and 
recycle system requires electrical energy 
for the operation of pumps and mixers. 
The power needs of equipment are mod¬ 
est and approximate 48 horsepower. 

For the pan, dry digestion, and me¬ 
chanical reclaimed rubber plants, the 


primary nonwater quality effect created 
by the use of the proposed facilities is 
the need for disposal of oil and suspended 
solids collected in the separator. The 
total volume of wastes requiring disposal 
is estimated to be 172 cubic meters (230 
cubic yards) per year which includes 
spent absorbent filters. The consumption 
of power and energy by the proposed con¬ 
trol treatment system is minor and is 
limited to electrically operated pumps to 
pump process waste waters from the 
point sources within the plant through 
the treatment system. The total power 
needs of the waste water treatment fa¬ 
cilities are approximately 12 horsepower. 

The principal nonwater aspect of the 
proposed technology for latex-dipped, 
latex-thread, and latex-molded plants is 
the disposal of the primary coagulated 
latex solids and the infrequent removal 
of the biological solids from the settling 
pond. Both of these wastes can be re¬ 
moved economically by contract disposal 
using a vacuum truck. The annual vol¬ 
umes of these wastes will approximate: 

Primary Solids: 940 cubic metres (1,250 
cubic yards). 

Biological Solids: 290 cubic meters 
(390 cubic yards). 

The primary clarification and biologi¬ 
cal oxidation treatment technologies re¬ 
quire electrical energy only for operation 
of equipment such as pumps and aera¬ 
tors. The power needs are low and will 
approximate 16 horsepower. 

The main non water effect of the pro¬ 
posed technologies for the latex foam 
plants is the disposal of the primary 
chemical treatment solids wastes and the 
synthesized biological solids. The most 
feasible ultimate disposal of these filtered 
and stabilized solid wastes is appropriate 
land fi ll. The annual volumes of these 
wastes is calculated to be: 

Primary Solids: 2,000 cubic meters 
(1,500 cubic yards). 

Biological Solids: 800 cubic meters (600 
cubic yards). 

Energy usage is related to the need for 
electric pumps to move waste waters 
through the treatment system and for 
several agitator and aerator systems. The 
extra power required for treatment and 
control systems is minor and is estimated 
to be 134 horsepower. 

(vii) Economic impact analysis . In 
assessing the economic impact, internal 
and external costs are considered. In¬ 
ternal costs are given as investment and 
annual cost for a typical plant. Annual 
cost is operating costs plus the cost of 
capital and depreciation. The total in¬ 
ternal cost of the 1977 guidelines is $20.0 
million investment with $7.4 million an¬ 
nual cost. The 1983 standards will re¬ 
quire an additional $0.2 million invest¬ 
ment and an additional $0.1 million an¬ 
nual cost. The required investment and 
annual costs for the 1977, 1983, and new 
source standards appear to pose no sig¬ 
nificant problems for the industry. 

External cost deals basically with the 
assessment of economic impact of the 
internal costs discussed above in terms 
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of price increases, production curtail¬ 
ments or plant closures, resultant unem¬ 
ployment, community and regional im¬ 
pacts, international trade, and future in¬ 
dustry growth. The proposed effluent 
limitations will not significantly affect 
the economic viability of the industry. 
The proposed limitations for 1977 will 
have a minor effect on prices with no 
increases expected in the price of foot¬ 
wear, reclaimed rubber, and gasket and 
sealing devices. For hose and belting, the 
probable price increase is 0.3 percent, 
and a 0.6 percent price increase is pro¬ 
jected for miscellaneous rubber products. 
Only 22 plants are considered to be pos¬ 
sibly threatened economically by these 
guidelines, but these plants represent 
only 0.6 percent of employment and their 
possible closure would not have an effect 
on production in general. Only the rub¬ 
ber reclaim segment is of concern with 
three out of eight plants possibly threat¬ 
ened economically by the proposed 
guidelines. There is some indication that 
the estimated treatment costs for re¬ 
claim plants are too high so that the 
economic impact on the reclaimed rub¬ 
ber plants has potentially been over¬ 
stated. The Agency is re-evaluating the 
treatment costs for the reclaim rubber 
segment. Finally, there will be no effect 
on the balance of trade and projected 
growth due to the imposition of the pro¬ 
posed effluent limitations, and, in addi¬ 
tion, the 1983 standards are projected to 
have an insignificant impact on these 
segments of the rubber processing indus¬ 
try so that no price, production, or other 
effects are anticipated. 

The report entitled “Development 
Document for Proposed Effluent Limita¬ 
tions Guidelines and New Source Per¬ 
formance Standards for the Fabricated 
and Reclaimed Rubber Segment of the 
Rubber Processing Point Source Cate¬ 
gory” details the analysis undertaken in 
support of the regulations being pro¬ 
posed herein and is available for inspec¬ 
tion in the EPA Information Center, 
Room 227, West Tower, Waterside Mall, 
Washington, D.C., at all EPA regional 
offices, and at State water pollution con¬ 
trol offices. A supplementary analysis 
prepared for EPA of the possible eco¬ 
nomic effects of the proposed regulation 
is also available for inspection at these 
locations. Copies of both of these docu¬ 
ments are being sent to persons or insti¬ 
tutions affected by the proposed regula¬ 
tion, or who have placed themselves on 
a mailing list for this purpose (see EPA’s 
Advance Notice of Public Review Proce¬ 
dures. 38 FR 21202, August 6, 1973). An 
additional limited number of copies of 
both reports are available. Persons wish¬ 
ing to obtain a copy may tfrite the EPA 
Information Center, Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, Washington, D.C. 20460, 
Attention: Mr. Philip B. Wisman. 

On June 14, 1973, the Agency pub¬ 
lished procedures designed to insure 
that, when certain major standards, reg¬ 
ulations, and guidelines are proposed, an 
explanation of their basis, purpose and 
environmental effects is made available 
to the public (38 FR 15653). The proce¬ 


dures are applicable to major standards, 
regulations, and guidelines which are 
proposed on or after December 31, 1973, 
and which prescribe national standards 
of environmental quality or require na¬ 
tional emission, effluent or performance 
standards and limitations. 

The Agency determined to implement 
these procedures in order to insure that 
the public was apprised of the environ¬ 
mental effects of its major standards 
setting actions and was provided with 
detailed background information to as¬ 
sist it in commenting on the merits of 
a proposed action. In brief, the proce¬ 
dures call for the Agency to make public 
the information available to it delineat¬ 
ing the major nonenvironmental factors 
affecting the decision, and to explain the 
viable options available to it and the 
reasons for the option selected. 

The procedures contemplate publica¬ 
tion of this information in the Federal 
Register, where this is practicable. They 
provide, however, that where, because of 
the length of these materials, such pub¬ 
lication is impracticable, the material 
may be made available in an alternate 
format. 

The report entitled “Development Doc¬ 
ument for Proposed Effluent Limitations 
Guidelines and New Source Performance 
Standards for the Fabricated and Re¬ 
claim Segments of the Rubber Processing 
Point Source Category” contains infor¬ 
mation available to the Agency concern¬ 
ing the major environmental effects of 
the regulation proposed below, includ¬ 
ing: (1) the pollutants presently dis¬ 
charged into the Nation’s waterways by 
manufacturers of rubber items and the 
degree of pollution reduction obtainable 
from implementation of the proposed 
guidelines and standards (see particu¬ 
larly Sections IV, V, VI. IX, X, and XI); 
(2) the anticipated effects of the pro¬ 
posed regulation on other aspects of the 
environment including air, solid waste 
disposal and land use, and noise (see par¬ 
ticularly Section VUE); and (3) options 
available to the Agency in developing 
the proposed regulatory system and the 
reasons for its selecting the particular 
levels of effluent reduction which are 
proposed (see particularly Sections VI, 
VII, and vm). 

The supplementary report entitled 
“Economic Analysis of Proposed Effluent 
Limitation Guidelines for the RUBBER 
(Phase II) INDUSTRY” contains an es¬ 
timate of the cost of pollution control 
requirements and an analysis of the 
possible effects of the proposed regula¬ 
tion on prices, production levels, em¬ 
ployment, communities in which rubber 
processing manufacturing plants are lo¬ 
cated. and international trade. In addi¬ 
tion, the Development Document de¬ 
scribes, in Section VIII, the cost and 
energy consumption implications of the 
proposed regulations. 

The two reports described above in 
the aggregate exceed 300 pages in length 
and contain a substantial number of 
charts, diagrams, and tables. It is clear¬ 
ly impracticable to publish the material 
contained in these documents in the Fed¬ 


eral Register. To the extent possible, 
significant aspects of the material have 
been presented in summary form in fore¬ 
going portions of this preamble. Addi¬ 
tional discussion is contained in the fol¬ 
lowing analysis of comments received 
and the Agency’s response to them. As 
has been indicated, both documents are 
available for inspection at the Agency’s 
Washington, D.C. and regional offices 
and at State water pollution control 
agency offices. Copies of each have been 
distributed to persons and institutions 
affected by the proposed regulations or 
who have placed themselves on a mailing 
list for this purpose. Finally, so long as 
the supply remains available, additional 
copies may be obtained from the Agency 
as described above. 

When this regulation is promulgated, 
revised copies of the Development Docu¬ 
ment will be available from the Super¬ 
intendent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office. Washington, D.C. 20402. 
Copies of the Economic Analysis will be 
available through the National Techni¬ 
cal Information Service, Springfield, Vir¬ 
ginia 22151. 

(c) Summary of Public Participation 

Prior to this publication, the agencies 
and groups listed below were consulted 
and given an opportunity to participate 
in the development of effluent limitations, 
guidelines and standards proposed for 
the rubber processing category. All par¬ 
ticipating agencies have been informed 
of project developments. An initial draft 
of the Development Document was sent 
to all participants and comments were 
solicited on that report. The following 
are the principal agencies and groups 
consulted: (1) Effluent Standards and 
Water Quality Information Advisory 
Committee (established under section 
515 of the Act); (2) all State and U.S. 
Territory Pollution Control Agencies: (3) 
New England Interstate Water Pollu¬ 
tion Control Commission; (4) Ohio River 
Valley Sanitation Commission; (5) Del¬ 
aware River Basin Commission; (6) The 
American Society of Mechanical Engi¬ 
neers; (7) The American Society of Civil 
Engineers; (8) The Conservation Foun¬ 
dation, Environmental Defense Fund, 
Inc.; (9) Natural Resources Defense 
Council; (10) Water Pollution Control 
Federation; (11) The Natural Wildlife 
Federation; (12) Department of Com¬ 
merce; (13) Department of the Interior; 
(14) Water Resources Council; (15) 
Rubber Manufacturers Association; (16) 
International Institute of Synthetic Rub¬ 
ber Producers; (17) American Institute 
of Chemical Engineers; and (18) Tire 
Retreading Institute. 

The following responded with com¬ 
ments: The B. F. Goodrich Company; 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company; 
Rubber Manufacturers Association; New 
York State Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Conservation; U.S. Department of 
the Interior; Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky; State of Colorado, Department 
of Health; Illinois Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency; Texas Water Quality 
Control Board; American Institute of 
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Chemical Engineers; Tire Retreading 
Institute; Delaware River Basin Commis¬ 
sion; State of Delaware, Department 
of Natural Resources and Environmen¬ 
tal Control; State of Michigan, Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources; State of 
North Carolina, Department of Natural 
and Economic Resources; and U.S. Water 
Resources Council. 

The primary issues raised in the de¬ 
velopment of the proposed effluent limi¬ 
tations guidelines and standards of per¬ 
formance and the treatment of these 
issues herein are as follows: 

(1) A common criticism was that the 
BPCTCA and BATEA treatment levels 
were not stringent enough for the latex 
from subcategory. Of concern was that 
the BOD of 400 mg/1, TSS of 70 mg/1, 
and zinc of 3.5 mg/1 levels warranted fur¬ 
ther treatment. 

The pollutant levels recommended are 
primarily based on the effluent from the 
only known latex foam plant in existence 
in the United States. Evaluation of their 
treatment system, and the economics in¬ 
volved with alterations were factors con¬ 
sidered. After reevaluation, alterations 
in the BPCTCA limitations were made to 
reflect the addition of biological treat¬ 
ment. Biological treatment results in 
further reductions of BOD and TSS. The 
level of zinc removal is attained by lime 
and polyelectrolyte precipitation and 
settling. The demonstrated treatment of 
this complex waste water stream and 
the amphoteric nature of zinc form the 
basis for the zinc limitation. 

(2) Other comments pertain to the 
omission of a lead limitation for BPCTCA 
for plants manufacturing hose by lead- 
sheathed processes. In addition the level 
of 0.15 mg/1 of lead for BATEA was 
questioned. 

The guidelines were reviewed and 
changes were made to include lead in the 
BPCTCA standards. A lowering of the 
BATEA standard for lead to 0.1 mg/1 was 
made. The treatment levels are consistent 
with the lead levels established by EPA 
for the nonferrous metals manufacturing 
point source category. 

(3) One comment expressed concern 
over the high levels of pollutants that the 
BATEA standards allow for the wet di¬ 
gestion reclaimed rubber subcategory. A 
recommendation was made that further 
analysis of treatment alternatives be 
made in an effort to reflect a* better qual¬ 
ity waste water which should be pos¬ 
sible. 

Only one known wet digestion plant 
discharges into navigable waters, and 
therefore most of the recommended 
treatment levels are based upon this 
plant. Considerable in-plant modifica¬ 
tions had been undertaken along with in¬ 
stallation of waste water treatment facil¬ 
ities. The expense incurred has been sub¬ 
stantial and although further treatment 
is possible the economic viability of the 
industry restrains that possibility. 

<4) An organization recommended 
that further Investigations be made to 
determine if total solids, BOD5. COD, 
and ammonia should be limited and 
monitored. 


In some subcategories BOD5 and COD 
limitations are recommended. In devel¬ 
oping the standards the pertinent pa¬ 
rameters were studied and the resulting 
guidelines reflect the parameters of 
concern. Total solids and ammonia were 
not found to be controlling and signifi¬ 
cant parameters. In some subcategories 
the existence of a measurable COD did 
not result in a COD limitation due to the 
fact that control of suspended solids and 
oil and grease for that particular waste 
water also controlled COD. 

(5) One commenter indicated more 
detailed consideration of the character¬ 
istics and effects of pH, nutrient avail¬ 
ability, ammonia-nitrogen levels and 
toxicity of process waste waters was 
necessary in achieving biological treat¬ 
ment representative of BPCTCA. 

Discussion of some of these param¬ 
eters was included in the initial develop¬ 
ment document. These factors have 
further been considered and discussion of 
their significance has been incorporated 
into the revised development document. 
Based on available data, ammonia- 
nitrogen levels and toxicity do not have 
an identifiable effect on the effectiveness 
of conventional biological treatment 
processes under present manufacturing 
and waste water handling practices com¬ 
mon in the industry. pH is included as a 
control parameter in the proposed efflu¬ 
ent guidelines for all subcategories. 
Treatability studies and waste water 
analyses will determine if nutrient addi¬ 
tion is required. 

(6) A state agency recommends efflu¬ 
ent polishing (either through ponding, 
microstraining, or filtration) be in¬ 
cluded in BPCTCA. 

The use of effluent polishing was exam¬ 
ined by EPA and in most cases found not 
to be warranted on a cost to benefit basis. 
For the treatment of lead wastes, efflu¬ 
ent polishing has been recommended as 
part of BATEA. 

(7) Two organizations objected to the 
possible misunderstandings that may 
occur due to the references made in the 
draft Development Document that ‘‘zero 
discharge” can be achieved by contract 
disposal, or discharge to municipal sew¬ 
age systems. 

The Agency agrees that the statements 
on “zero discharge” may be misleading; 
thus, these statements have been re¬ 
viewed and modified to clarify the mean¬ 
ing of those sections. The term “to 
achieve zero discharge” has been replaced 
by “to eliminate direct discharge to nav¬ 
igable waters.” 

(8) An organization expressed concern 
over whether or not a plant has to mon¬ 
itor for a pollutant which does not exist 
in the effluent due to process differences. 

It is not the Agency’s intention that 
nonexistent pollutants be monitored. 
After review of the limitations for each 
subcategory, the development document 
was modified to clarify parameters which 
are subject to limitations. 

(9) Several comments concerned the 
omission of land costs thus grossly dis¬ 
torting the economic picture. 

Land costs are excluded from the total 


capital cost estimates due to the wide 
variation of land costs between plant lo¬ 
cations. Land use for the treatment sys¬ 
tems proposed is small. 

(10) Comments concerned the fact 
that most landfills will not accept any 
liquids either oil or aqueous. 

When referring to disposal by landfill 
of oil or aqueous liquids the term “appro¬ 
priate” landfill is used. Landfill sites 
where aqueous liquids or oils are to be 
disposed should be selected to prevent 
horizontal and vertical migration of 
those contaminants to ground or surface 
waters. In cases where geologic conditions 
may not reasonably ensure this, ade¬ 
quate legal and mechanical precautions 
(e.g. impervious liners) should be taken 
to ensure long term protection to the 
environment. 

(11) An organization expressed con¬ 
cern that the cost burden on small 
molded rubber plants, 6.5 cents/lb, was 
much higher than the costs for medium 
and large size plants, 1.9 cents/lb and 
0.9 cents/lb respectively. Of particular 
concern was that the costs variations 
will lead to the closure of a large number 
of these small businesses. 

It is EPA’s responsibility to provide 
regulations to minimize the pollutional 
load on navigable waters. Included in 
the development of the limitations is an 
economic analysis of the effect that the 
limitations will have on the industry. An 
estimated 90 percent of the small-sized 
general molded, extruded, and fabricated 
rubber plants discharge to municipal 
systems. Of the remaining plants, some 
may be able to discharge to municipal 
systems. In some instances the costs esti¬ 
mates are very much overstated. e.g„ an 
exemplary plant currently is well below 
the limitations. Proper housekeeping in 
some cases can greatly reduce cost bur¬ 
den for small-sized general molded, ex¬ 
truded, and fabricated rubber plants. 

(12) One commenter expressed con¬ 
cern over the economic and technologi¬ 
cal merit of segregating process sewers 
from storm waters. 

For the changes suggested an evalua¬ 
tion was made as to which streams could 
be segregated and the resultant advan¬ 
tages assessed for plants in the industry 
concerned. The suggested in-plant con¬ 
trols that have been made, are not con¬ 
sidered to be technologically or economi¬ 
cally prohibitive. The Act does not re¬ 
quire the limitations to be met by the 
use of a particular treatment system. A 
facility is allowed to use whatever tech¬ 
nology is effective to meet the limita¬ 
tions. 

(13) An organization stated that sus¬ 
pended solids of 40 mg/1 are higher than 
the 20 to 30 mg/1 required of some other 
industries. 

This level of suspended solids control 
is consistent with the capability of the 
technology now practiced by the ex¬ 
emplary plants in this industry segment. 
Differences in the type and treatability 
of wastes along with economic evalua¬ 
tions result in limitations that may be 
different from other industries. 
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Interested persons may participate in 
this rulemaking by submitting written 
comments in triplicate to the EPA In¬ 
formation Center, Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, Washington. D.C. 20460, 
Attention: Mr. Philip B. Wisman. Com¬ 
ments on all aspects of the proposed 
regulation are solicited. In the event 
comments are in the nature of criticisms 
as to the adequacy of data which are 
available, or which may be relied upon 
by the Agency, comments should identify 
and, if possible, provide any additional 
data which may be available and should 
Indicate why such data are essential to 
the development of the regulations. In 
the event comments address the ap¬ 
proach taken by the Agency in establish¬ 
ing an effluent limitations guideline or 
standard of performance, EPA solicits 
suggestions as to what alternative ap¬ 
proach should be taken and why and 
how this alternative better satisfies the 
detailed requirements of sections 301, 
304(b), 306 and 307 of the Act. 

A copy of all public comments will be 
available for inspection and copying at 
the EPA Information Center, Room 227, 
West Tower, Waterside Mall, 401 M 
Street, SW., Washington, D.C. A copy of 
preliminary draft contractor reports, 
the Development Document and eco¬ 
nomic study referred to above, and cer¬ 
tain supplementary materials supporting 
the study of the industry concerned will 
also be maintained at this location for 
public review and copying. The EPA in¬ 
formation regulation, 40 CFR Part 2, 
provides that a reasonable fee may be 
charged for copying. 

All comments received on or before 
September 23, 1974 will be considered. 
Steps previously taken by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency to facilitate 
public response ’within this time period 
are outlined in the advance notice con¬ 
cerning public review procedures pub¬ 
lished on August 6, 1973 (38 FR 21202).

§428.116 Preftreatnient standards for 
new sources. 

The pretreatment standards under 
section 307(c) of the Act for a source 
within the latex foam subcategory, which 
is a user of a publicly owned treatment 
works (and which would be a new source 
subject to section 306 of the Act, if it 
were to discharge pollutants to the navi¬ 
gable waters), shall be the standard set 
forth in 40 CFR 128, except that, for the 
purpose of this section, 40 CFR 128.133 
shall be amended to read as follows: 

In addition to the prohibitions set forth 
in 40 CFR 128.131. the pretreatment stand¬ 
ard for incompatible pollutants Introduced 
into a publicly owned treatment works shall 
he the standard of performance for new 
sources specified in 40 CFR 428.115; provided 
that, if the publicly owned treatment works 
which receives the pollutants Is committed, 
In its NPDES permit, to remove a specified 
percentage of any incompatible pollutant, the 
pretreatment standard applicable to users of 
such treatment works shall, except In the 
case of standards providing for no discharge 
of pollutants, be correspondingly reduced 
in stringency for that pollutant.

PROTECTION OF HUMAN SUBJECTS 
Proposed Policy 

In the Federal Register of May 30, 
1974 (39 FR 18914), regulations were 
published as Part 46 of Title 45 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations providing 
generally for the protection of human 
subjects involved in research, develop¬ 
ment, or related activities supported by 
Department grants or contracts. At that 
time it was indicated that notices of 
proposed rulemaking would be developed 
concerning minors, fetuses, abortuses, 
prisoners, and the institutionalized men¬ 
tally disabled. 

Coincidentally with the development 
of the notice of proposed rulemaking 
set forth below, both Houses of Con¬ 
gress reached agreement on the “Na¬ 
tional Research Act,” and the President 
signed P.L. 93-348 into law. Among other 
things, the Act establishes an eleven- 
member National Commission for the 
Protection of Human Subjects in Bio¬ 
medical and Behavioral Research to 
“• * • (i) conduct a comprehensive in¬ 
vestigation and study to identify the 
basic ethical principles which should 
underlie the conduct of biomedical and 
behavioral research involving human 
subjects, (ii) develop guidelines which 
should be followed in such research to 
assure that it is conducted in accordance 
with such principles, and (iii) make 
recommendations to the Secretary (I) 
for such administrative action as may 
be appropriate to apply such guidelines 
to biomedical and behavioral research 
conducted or supported under programs 
administered by the Secretary, and (II) 
concerning any other matter pertaining 
to the protection of human subjects of 
biomedical and behavioral research.” 

This notice of proposed rulemaking is 
published today to continue the public 
dialogue begun in November 1973 when 
the Director of the National Institutes 
of Health published draft proposals on 
these issues in the Federal Register. The 
comments addressed in this preamble are 
the result of that issuance. 

The comments received as a result of 
this notice of proposed rulemaking will 
not only assist the Department to de¬ 
velop final regulations but will also be 
available to the Commission for their use 
during the course of their deliberations 
over the next two years. 

In the light of the 450 responses re¬ 
ceived as a result of the November issu¬ 
ance, largely from grantee and contrac¬ 
tor organizations, the Department now 
proposes that, in addition to the protec¬ 
tion afforded generally to all subjects of 
research development, and related ac¬ 
tivities supported by the Department by 
virtue of Part 46, further protective 
measures should be provided for those 
subjects of research whose capability of 
providing informed consent is or may be 
absent or limited. 
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This would be accomplished by amend¬ 
ing Part 46 to delete § 46.19 through 
46.22, redesignating § 46.1 through 46.18 
as Subpart A, and adding new Subparts 
B through F. If this proposal is accepted, 
the regulations would be structured as 
follows: 

Subpart A would be the basic regula¬ 
tion, substantially as promulgated on 
May 30,1974. This provides that no activ¬ 
ity involving any human subject at risk 
shall be supported by a DHEW giant or 
contract unless the applicant or offering 
organization has established an organi¬ 
zational review committee which has re¬ 
viewed and approved such activity and 
submitted to DHEW a certification of 
such review and approval. This subpart 
also provides that all grant and contract 
proposals involving human subjects at 
risk are to be additionally evaluated by 
the Secretary for compliance with the 
requirements of said subpart. 

Subpart B is reserved for a separate, 
future proposed rulemaking providing 
additional protection for children. 

Subpart C as described in the present 
proposed rulemaking would call for the 
utilization of two special mechanisms 
for the protection of the pregnant woman 
and unborn child or fetus, where the 
pregnant woman participates in a re¬ 
search, development, or related activity. 
While these mechanisms are designed to 
allow sufficient flexibility for the pursuit 
of new information about the perinatal 
process, they are also designed to provide 
additional safeguards to assure that the 
research is acceptable from an ethical 
standpoint. 

Subpart D as described in the present 
proposed rulemaking would give added 
responsibilities to an organizational re¬ 
view committee where the contemplated 
research would involve prisoners as sub¬ 
jects and also would require in such in¬ 
stances that a consent committee be es¬ 
tablished to supervise the selection and 
participation of prisoners in the re¬ 
search. Prisoner groups are particularly 
valuable in properly conducted clinical 
trials since they provide a stable subject 
population which can be followed over a 
period of weeks or months rather than 
days or hours. From the point of view of 
the prisoner subject, participation in re¬ 
search offers an opportunity to make a 
contribution to society and to provide an 
income, much as other jobs in prison do. 
Nevertheless, the dangers of abuse of 
prisoners’ rights are obvious. For this 
reason, the proposed rulemaking calls 
for additional safeguards for the rights 
of prisoners whose capability to provide 
informed consent may be affected by the 
very fact of their incarceration. 

Subpart E as described in the present 
proposed rulemaking offers additional 
protections for the rights of the mentally 
ill, the mentally retarded, the emotion¬ 
ally disturbed, and the senile who are 
confined to institutions, whether by vol¬ 
untary or involuntary commitment. Such 
persons, by the very nature of their dis¬ 
abilities, may be severely limited in their 
capacity to provide informed consent to 
their participation in research. At the 


same time, the nature of their disabili¬ 
ties requires extensive research efforts 
to the study of the etiology, pathogenesis, 
and therapy of their conditions. The pro¬ 
posed rulemaking limits the research in 
which such subjects may be allowed to 
participate to that which is most likely 
to be of assistance to them or to persons 
similarly disabled. 

In developing the present proposed 
rulemaking, the Department has taken 
into consideration the public’s comments 
relevant to certain parts of the Introduc¬ 
tion, Definition, and General Policy Sec¬ 
tions of the draft regulations published 
at 39 FR 18914, November 16, 1973, as 
well as to the draft regulations them¬ 
selves. The major comments, and the De¬ 
partment’s present proposals, are as 
follows: 

Introduction, General Policy 
Considerations 

A. Commentators suggested, in several 
different contexts, that the regulations 
should (i) apply to all research, regard¬ 
less of the degree of risk or academic dis¬ 
cipline concerned, and (ii) provide for 
the exclusion of certain types of research, 
particularly behavioral and social science 
research as distinguished from biomedi¬ 
cal research. 

The Department, having considered 
these comments, notes that the appllca- 
bilit y pro visions of the basic regulations 
(45 CFR 46.1) permit the Secretary to 
determine whether specific programs 
place subjects at risk. Such determina¬ 
tion is to be made only after careful study 
and publication in the Federal Register, 
providing an opportunity for comment on 
the merits of each determination. With 
respect to research in the social sciences, 
the Department has already indicated 
its intention of issuing public rulemaking 
on this matter (see 39 FR 18914, para¬ 
graph A). 

B. Comments also included suggestions 
th vt regulations should be proposed spe¬ 
cifically dealing with activities involv¬ 
ing students, laboratory employees, 
seriously ill or terminal patients, the non- 
institutionalized mentally disabled, and 
other special groups. 

The Department considers that any 
abuses relating to these groups are less 
evident and that they are afforded the 
protection of the existing regulations 
published in 39 FR 18914. 

C. Several comments suggested the 
provision of additional guidelines with 
respect to the distinction between estab¬ 
lished and accepted methods on the one 
hand and experimental procedures on the 
other. 

While the Department recognizes the 
theoretical desirability of such guide¬ 
lines, and that the practical necessity of 
making such a distinction is arising with 
increasing frequency, the feasibility of 
making this distinction on a generalized 
basis has yet to be demonstrated. At the 
moment a regulatory approach to this 
issue does not appear justified. 

D. It was suggested that all meetings 
of organizational review committees and 
similar groups established pursuant to 
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these regulations should be open to the 
public. 

The Department notes that since the 
purpose of these committees is, for the 
most part, to advise with respect to the 
conduct of individual projects and pro¬ 
posals by individual- investigators, a 
blanket provision to this effect would 
appear to be inconsistent with the need 
to protect the confidentiality of the pro¬ 
ceedings and records of institutional re¬ 
view and evaluation committees. 

Definitions 

A. Comments on the definition of 
“Subject at Risk” suggested changes in 
language that would (i) limit the con¬ 
cept of risk to that encountered only in 
addition to that normally experienced, 
(ii) eliminate demonstration projects as 
a possible source of risk, since these are 
nominally limited to application of estab¬ 
lished and accepted methods, (iii) spe¬ 
cifically identify failure to maintain con¬ 
fidentiality as a source of risk, and (iv) 
provide a mechanism for identifying ac¬ 
tivities essentially free of risk. 

These comments are similar to those 
made with respect to the same definition 
as incorporated in an earlier proposed 
rulemaking (38 FR 27882). In respond¬ 
ing to the criticism, the Department has 
already (i) redefined ‘‘Subject at Risk” 
in 45 CFR 46.3(b) so as to exclude any 
activity which does not increase the 
ordinary risks of daily life or the recog¬ 
nized risks inherent in a chosen occupa¬ 
tion or field of service, (ii) substituted 
in 45 CFR 46.1(a) the term “develop¬ 
ment” for “demonstration,” (iii) pro¬ 
vided in 45 CFR 46.19(b) specific 
prohibitions against disclosures of infor¬ 
mation which refers to or can be identi¬ 
fied with a particular subject, and (iv) 
provided in 45 CFR 46.1(b) authority 
for determination in advance as to 
whether a particular Federal program 
or an investigational method or proce¬ 
dure may place subjects at risk. 

B. Comments on the definition of 
“Clinical Research” suggested inclusion 
in said definition of the behavioral as¬ 
pects of research and facets of medical 
research necessarily concerned with 
diagnosis and other nonetherapeutic 
aspects of research. 

Since the term “clinical research” 
does not occur in the present rulemak¬ 
ing, the Department reserves its opinion 
with respect to these suggestions. How¬ 
ever, the proposed regulations are appli¬ 
cable to all departmental research, devel¬ 
opment, and related activities except 
with respect to Subpart C, where appli¬ 
cability is limited to “biomedical 
research” (§ 46.303(b)). 

C. Comments on “Informed Consent” 
suggested the addition of language con¬ 
cerning (i) full and complete disclosure, 
( ii) the likelihood of success or failure 
of the experiment, (iii) the use of place¬ 
bos or other control procedures, (iv) 
provision of information as to the prog¬ 
ress of the research, (v) publication of 
names of all persons, institutions, and 
review committees involved in approval 
of consent procedures, (vi) provision of 
legal counsel and technical advice, and 


(vii) assurance that the subject com¬ 
prehends the disclosure. 

The Department, having considered 
these comments, notes that “Informed 
Consent” is presently defined in 45 CFR 
46.3(c) and not in the present proposed 
rulemaking. With respect to the specific 
suggestions the Department notes that: 
as far as (i) is concerned, the reg¬ 
ulations already call for a “fair explana¬ 
tion” of the procedures and a description 
of risks and benefits reasonably to be 
expected; (ii) reflects a basic misunder¬ 
standing of the experimental process 
which begins, essentially, with the com¬ 
parison of two or more methods, proce¬ 
dures, or modalities on the a priori 
hypothesis that there will be no differ¬ 
ence; (iii) is implicit in the existing regu¬ 
lations and is better emphasized in inter¬ 
pretive materials; (iv) would not be an 
element of informed consent unless in¬ 
terim findings affected the risk of benefit 
involved; and (v) touches on the subject 
of a possible future proposed rulemaking 
and tlie Department reserves its options 
for the present. The suggestion in (vi) 
is met in part by the proposals in the 
present proposed rulemaking to employ 
consent committees to advise potential 
subjects. The last suggestion (vii) goes 
beyond requirements for informed con¬ 
sent as they have generally been articu¬ 
lated by the courts. 

D. Comments also included sugges¬ 
tions for the inclusion of additional defi¬ 
nitions of (i) Institutions, (ii) Legal 
Guardian, (iii) Organizational Review 
Committee, (iv) Institutionalized Men¬ 
tally Infirm, and <v) Children (with re¬ 
gard to age of consent). Parents, and 
Father. 

The Department, having reviewed 
these comments, notes that (i) “Organi¬ 
zation” is defined for the purpose of 
these regulations to include “institu¬ 
tions” at 45 CFR 46.3(a); (ii) “Legally 
authorized representative” is defined for 
the purpose of these regualtions to in¬ 
clude legal guardian at 45 CFR 46.3(h); 
(iii) the definition of “organizational re¬ 
view committee” is implicit in 45 CFR 
46.6; (iv) “Institutionalized mentally 
disabled” has been defined in the pres¬ 
ent proposed rulemaking at 46.503(d) 
to meet the suggestion; and (v) defini¬ 
tion of “Children,” “Parents,” and 
“Father” will be reconsidered prior to 
the issuance of a future rulemaking cov¬ 
ering research on children. 

E. Several commentators criticized 
provisions of the draft policy that would 
have required that activities to be con¬ 
ducted outside the United States satisfy 
all requirements of the Departments reg¬ 
ulations including those based on ethical 
concepts peculiar to the Judeo-Christian 
moral heritage or to English common 
law. It w r as noted that this would create 
substantial problems for United States 
investigators working overseas since 
these concepts are often inconsistent if 
not in conflict with normal, ethical, and 
legal concepts in certain foreign coun¬ 
tries. For the same reasons, it w r as argued 
that these provisions would create prob¬ 
lems for United States citizens assigned, 
detailed, seconded, or acting as consult¬ 


ants to international organizations or to 
foreign governmental or private insti¬ 
tutions. 

Having considered these objections, the 
Department proposes to retain the basic 
concept that activities supported by De¬ 
partmental funds should, in general, be 
subject to a uniform ethical policy 
wherever they are conducted, but to per¬ 
mit tlie Secretary to modify consent pro¬ 
cedures if it can be demonstrated to his 
satisfaction that such procedures, as 
modified, are acceptable under the legal, 
social, and ethical standards of the locale 
in w’hich the activities are to be 
performed. 

Fetuses, Abortuses, and Pregnant 
Women 

Since comments on the draft provi¬ 
sions in 38 CFR 31738 providing addi¬ 
tional protections for fetuses, abortuses, 
in vitro fertilization, and pregnant wom¬ 
en were integrated with those on chil¬ 
dren, it is difficult to identify the com¬ 
munications specifically concerned with 
these subjects. However, it is estimated 
that the majority of the more than 400 
letters received on research with chil¬ 
dren, born and unborn, touched on one 
or more aspects of research with fetuses, 
abortuses, and pregnant women. 

A. A large number of respondents dis¬ 
agreed entirely with tlie idea of permit¬ 
ting research with the fetus, with the 
abortus (whether living or dead), or with 
the pregnant woman if the research 
might conceivably endanger the fetus. 

The Department, having carefully con¬ 
sidered these comments and similar pro¬ 
posals reflected in general correspond¬ 
ence and in articles in the public media, 
notes that their adoption would seriously 
hamper the development of needed im¬ 
provements in the health care of the 
pregnant w f oman, the fetus, and the new f - 
born. Tlie opposition to research involve¬ 
ment of the fetus and abortus appears 
to be based in part on the assumption 
that the needed information can be ob¬ 
tained through research with animal spe¬ 
cies or with adults. Unfortunately, these 
assumptions are not valid. While much 
useful research can be conducted in ani¬ 
mals, differences in species are neverthe¬ 
less so great that any research finding 
in nonhuman species must ultimately be 
repeated in man before its general ap¬ 
plication in human medicine. In addi¬ 
tion, the fetus and the newborn are not 
small adults. They suffer from some dis¬ 
eases not encountered in the adult. They 
may react differently to the diseases 
commonly affecting both adult and 
young, and they may have a different 
response to the same treatment, both 
with regard to its effectiveness and to 
its safety. The Department therefore 
proposes that (i) the ethical probity of 
any application or proposal for the sup¬ 
port of any activity covered by subpart 
C be reviewed by an Ethical Advisory 
Board as described in § 46.304, and (ii) 
the conduct of any such activity sup¬ 
ported by the Department be subject to 
oversight and monitoring by a consent 
committee as described in § 46.305. 
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B. Opinion was divided as to the need 
for an Ethical Advisory Board. Many 
respondents called it a welcome addi¬ 
tion in the review process. Others felt 
that it would duplicate the function of 
the local organizational review committee 
and that its existence would encourage 
the organizational review committee to 
be less critical and would impose an addi¬ 
tional roadblock that would delay or pro¬ 
hibit important research while needlessly 
consuming time, energy, and money, and 
posing potential danger to a patient wait¬ 
ing for treatment. Complaints were 
voiced that such decisions should be made 
locally, not in Washington, and that the 
investigator should be able to present 
his case in person. Numerous comments 
suggested that the Board’s function 
should be limited to advising on policy, 
guidelines, or procedures, and not be 
concerned with the review of individual 
projects. This would avoid duplicating 
the function of the organizational review 
committee. Others suggested that the 
Ethical Advisory Board should serve as 
an appeal body from the organizational 
review committee. 

There were also numerous comments 
to the effect that it is unwise and im¬ 
possible to totally separate ethical and 
scientific review. Approval based only on 
ethics would be unethical if the science 
were bad. Both should be reviewed 
jointly. 

The Department, having reviewed 
these comments, concludes that Ethical 
Advisory Board remains, in concept, a 
useful addition to the review process. It 
does not duplicate the functions of the 
local organizational review committee, 
since the latter is primarily concerned 
with matters of organizational regula¬ 
tions, local standards of professional 
practice, applicable law within its juris¬ 
diction, and local community attitudes. 
The Ethical Advisory Board will be pri¬ 
marily concerned with similar issues at 
the national level. Applications and pro¬ 
posals should be capable of passing 
scrutiny at both levels, It is therefore 
proposed that the Ethical Advisory Board 
be retained as part of the additional 
protection mechanism. 

Specific comments regarding the 
establishment of an Ethical Advisory 
Board touched principally on (i) the pos¬ 
sibility that appointment of members 
at an agency level might lead to “loaded” 
Boards, while appointment at a higher 
level, i.e., by a joint Congressional com¬ 
mittee or by independent outside bodies, 
might produce a more objective group, 
and (ii) disagreement as to the proper 
balance between scientist and nonscien¬ 
tist members, with a majority of the 
commentators suggesting that more than 
one-third of the members should have 
the scientific expertise necessary to 
identify risks and their possible conse¬ 
quences. It was specifically suggested that 
different sizes, compositions, and admin¬ 
istrative locations of the Board be tried 
before selecting a final mechanism. In 
addition, it was suggested (iii) that a 
fifteen member Board was too large, (iv) 
that all members be human geneticists, 
(v) that at least one member be a psy¬ 


chologist, if behavioral issues were to be 
considered, (vi) that there be an absolute 
ban on departmental agency employees, 
(vii) that all proceedings be confidential, 
(viii) that all meetings be open to the 
public, and (ix) that an appeal mecha¬ 
nism be established. 

The Department, having considered 
these views, proposes that while an Eth¬ 
ical Advisory Board to deal with bio¬ 
medical research involving fetuses, 
abortuses, pregnant women, and in vitro 
fertilization might logically be estab¬ 
lished at the National Institutes of 
Health, (i) the power of appointment 
should be reserved to the Secretary, (ii) 
while the membership should include re¬ 
search scientists, physicians, lawyers, 
clergy or ethicists, and representatives of 
the general public, the balance between 
callings should rest with the Secretary 
as should also (iii) the number of mem¬ 
bers, so that the membership (iv, v) can 
be adjusted to the needs of the Board 
as the workload and the issues before it 
dictate. The specific suggestion (see vi) 
that departmental agency employees be 
excluded is adopted and expanded to in¬ 
clude all full-time employees of the Fed¬ 
eral Government. The decisions with re¬ 
gard to suggestions (vii) and (viii) wdll 
be governed by the provisions of the 
Federal Advisory Committee Act which 
generally require that meetings of simi¬ 
lar advisory groups be open to the public 
for the purposes of policy discussion, but 
closed and confidential for the purpose 
of review of specific applications and 
proposals. Since the Board will be ad¬ 
visory to funding agencies, the final ac¬ 
tion will be that of existing awarding 
authorities, and appeal mechanisms (ix) 
will be provided only to the extent avail¬ 
able under other existing departmental 
regulations and policies. These proposals 
are incorporated into § 46.304. 

C. A number of respondents recom¬ 
mended that the policy governing in 
vitro fertilization be strengthened, on the 
one hand, or liberalized, on the other. The 
Department has considered these recom¬ 
mendations, and has provisionally chosen 
not to stipulate at this time protec¬ 
tions for the product of in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion which is not implanted, but rather 
to leave that series of issues to the Ethi¬ 
cal Advisory Board established under 
§ 46.304(a). The Board will be required 
to weigh, with respect to specific re¬ 
search proposals, the state of the art, 
legal issues, community standards, and 
the availability of guidelines to govern 
each research situation. 

Because biomedical research is not yet 
near the point of being able to maintain 
for a substantial period the non- 
implanted product of in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion, no clear and present danger arises 
from not stipulating in these regulations 
the protections for it. Given the state of 
the research, we believe that such stipu¬ 
lation would be premature. 

It is the Department's intent that the 
definition of the term “fetus" C$ 46.303 
(d)) be construed to encompass both 
the product of in vivo conception and 
the product of in vitro fertilization which 
is subsequently implanted in the donor 


of the ovum. Whatever the nature of the 
conception process, it is intended that 
upon implantation the protections of 
subpart C apply to all fetuses. It is only 
with respect to the protections available 
to the non-implanted product of in 
vitro fertilization that the regulations 
are silent. 

With respect to the fertilization of 
human ova in vitro » it is expected that 
the Board will consider the extent to 
which current technology permits the 
continued development of such ova. as 
well as the legal and ethical issues sur¬ 
rounding the initiation and disposition 
of the products of such research. 

With respect to implantation of fer¬ 
tilized human ova, it is expected that 
the Board vail consider such factors as 
the safety of the technique (with respect 
to offspring) as demonstrated in animal 
studies, and clarification of the legal 
responsibilities of the donor and recipi¬ 
ent parentis) as well as the research 
personnel. 

Since the Department does reserve 
the option of later specifying such pro¬ 
tections by regulation, we invite com¬ 
ment on the question of appropriate 
regulations in the future. 

D. The draft proposals included a 
suggestion for the establishment of a 
protection committee which elicited nu¬ 
merous comments that the use of the 
term “protection committee" implies that 
the Department recognizes a clear, pres¬ 
ent need for protection against the in¬ 
vestigator, the uncertain relation of this 
committee to the organizational review 
committee, and the-uniform need for 
and desirability for such protection. 

Having reviewed these comments, the 
Department proposes an extensive revi¬ 
sion in this innovative concept. Initially, 
it acknowledges that the term “protec¬ 
tion committee" is pejorative and pro¬ 
poses the term “consent committee ’ as 
more appropriate and consistent with 
the primary purpose of such bodies. Fur¬ 
ther, it proposes to eliminate specific re¬ 
quirements for the size and composition 
of such committees. Instead, applicants 
and offerors are to propose the estab¬ 
lishment of such a committee, specifying 
its size, composition, and rules of proce¬ 
dure. In addition, where the applicant 
or offeror believes that the activity in¬ 
volves only negligible risks, it may ask 
the Secretary to waive or modify the re¬ 
quirement for a consent committee. All 
proposals for the establishment, modi¬ 
fication, or waiver of a consent commit¬ 
tee shall be subject to review and 
approval at the local level by the or¬ 
ganizational review committee and at 
the departmental level by the Ethical 
Advisory Board. The Ethical Advisory 
Board may prescribe additional duties 
for the consent committee. These 
changes are incorporated in § 46.305 In 
view of this drastic change in concept 
of the committee, detailed discussion of 
the many excellent and often thought- 
provoking comments concerned with 
details of the original draft seems 
inappropriate. 
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E. Many critical comments were ad¬ 
dressed to the definitions used in this 
subpart, specifically: 

1. “Pregnancy.” It was suggested that 
pregnancy should be defined (i) con¬ 
ceptually to begin at the time of fertil¬ 
ization of the ovum, and (ii) operation¬ 
ally by actual test unless the woman has 
been surgically rendered incapable of 
pregnancy. 

While the Department has no argu¬ 
ment with the conceptual definition as 
proposed above, it sees no way of basing 
regulations on the concept. Rather, in 
order to provide an administerable pol¬ 
icy, the definition must be based on 
existing medical technology which per¬ 
mits confirmation of pregnancy. This 
approach is reflected by § 46.303(c). 

2. “Viability of the Fetus”. Many rec¬ 
ommendations were received concerning 
the definition of viability of the fetus 
after premature delivery or abortion. 
Some respondents urged that presence 
of fetal heartbeat be definitive (whether 
or not there is respiration) while others 
urged that identifiable cortical activity 
be specified as an alternative sign of 
viability. The Department has concluded 
that the issue of viability is a function 
of technological advance, and therefore 
must be decided with reference to the 
medical realities of the present time. We 
reserve the option of redefining the pa¬ 
rameters as conditions warrant. 

Only upon the basis of a definition 
which is both precise and consistent with 
current medical capability can a regula¬ 
tion realistically be interpreted and en¬ 
forced. Current technology is such that 
a fetus, given the benefit of available 
medical therapy, cannot survive unless 
the lungs can be inflated so that respira¬ 
tion can tdke place. Without this capa¬ 
bility, even if the heart is beating, the 
fetus is nonviable. In the future, if tech¬ 
nology has advanced to the point of sus¬ 
taining a fetus with non-infiatable lungs, 
the definition can and should be modified. 

The Department has therefore chosen 
to specify, in the definition of viability 
of the fetus (5 46.303(e)), that heart 
beat and respiration are, jointly, to be 
the indicator of viability. 

3. “Abortus.” Various comments noted 
that this definition is more restrictive 
than the usual medical definition of the 
abortus as a “nonviable fetus,” and sug¬ 
gested substitution of * the broader 
definition. 

The Department proposes to retain the 
original definition for the purposes of 
these regulations. There is general agree¬ 
ment that there are distinct ethical prob¬ 
lems involved in decisions concerning 
research use of the intact fetus, or use 
of organs or tissues obtained from a fetus 
that has died in utero or from an abortus 
at autopsy. The definition recurs with 
minor editorial changes in § 46.303(f). 

F. Several comments were critical of 
the draft regulation's provisions limiting 
activities involving pregnant women to 
those not adversely affecting the fetus, 
except where the primary purpose of the 
activity was to benefit the fetus. It was 
suggested that the regulations (i) should 
contain language permitting exceptions 


for research necessary to meet the health 
needs of the mother, and (ii) should 
grant the right to participate in research 
aimed at improvement of methods of 
abortion, birth control, and genetic 
intervention. 

The Department concurs with the first 
suggestion, (i), and proposes that the 
regulations permit research whose pri¬ 
mary interest is to benefit the particular 
fetus or to respond to the health needs 
of the pregnant woman. It does not fully 
accept the second suggestion, (ii), and 
proposes that the regulations permit 
fetal research concerned with diagnosis 
and prevention of perinatal disease, and 
to offset the effects of genetic abnormal¬ 
ity or congenital injury, but only when 
such research is done as part of a pro¬ 
cedure properly performed to terminate 
a pregnancy. These changes are incor¬ 
porated into 5 46.306(a). The Depart¬ 
ment has tentatively concluded that 
consideration of risk vs. benefit with re¬ 
spect to fetal research does not seem to 
be appropriate. 

G. Draft regulation provisions re¬ 
quired maternal consent and the consent 
of the father if he were available and 
capable of participating in the consent 
process. This provision was strongly 
criticized on the grounds that it could 
permit the father of the fetus to deny 
needed health care to the woman or to 
the fetus even though he had no marital 
obligations, and that it might result in 
undue delay in the delivery of health 
care. It was also pointed out that the 
regulation did not touch on the question 
of the validity of consent by a pregnant 
minor. 

The Department agrees. It is now pro¬ 
posed that paternal consent be sought 
only if the activity is not responding to 
the health needs of the pregnant woman 
and the father is reasonably available. 
These changes are reflected by 
§ 46.306(b). 

H. The Department has provisionally 
chosen, in § 46.306(a), to permit research 
to be undertaken from which there will 
be risk of harm to the fetus if such 
research is conducted as part of the abor¬ 
tion procedure. This decision, upon 
which we invite comment, has been made 
in the expectation that such research 
may produce new technology which will 
enable countless premature infants to 
live who now cannot. 

It is not intended that this provision 
be construed to permit fetal research in 
anticipation of abortion prior to the com¬ 
mencement of the termination procedure 
itself. 

While it is true that the class of fetuses 
for whom abortion is contemplated will 
be placed at greater research risk than 
all fetuses in general, such risk can arise 
only after implementation of the double 
safeguard of parental consent to the con¬ 
templated abortion, and second parental 
consent to the research procedure itself. 

I. Comments regarding activities in¬ 
volving the abortus were concerned with 
the issue of maintaining vital functions 
and signs. It was argued that maintain¬ 
ing vital functions at the level of the 
organ, tissue, or cell is essential to studies 


and involves no prolongation of the dying 
of the abortus. At the same time, it was 
argued that termination of the heart beat 
should not be prohibited since temporary 
cardiac arrest has proved essential in the 
development of surgical techniques nec¬ 
essary to correct congenital heart defects. 

Neither of these objections appear 
valid and no significant changes in 
§ 46.307 are proposed. However, in order 
to emphasize again the distinction be¬ 
tween research with the whole fetus or 
abortus, functioning as an organism with 
detectable vital signs, and with the dead 
fetus or abortus, the Department has 
added § 46.308, concerning activities in¬ 
volving a dead fetus or abortus, and 
§ 46.309, concerning the abortus as an 
organ or tissue donor. Also § 46.307(d) 
has been expanded to permit the artifi¬ 
cial maintenance of vital functions of an 
abortus where the purpose is to develop 
new methods for enabling the abortus to 
survive to the point of viability. 

The Department feels that there Is evi¬ 
dent distinction between “termination” 
and “arrest” of the clinical signs as ap¬ 
plied to the fetus or premature infant, 
but that no such distinction is valid or 
applicable where the abortus is con¬ 
cerned. 

Prisoners 

Forty-seven responses spoke to the pro¬ 
visions regarding additional protection 
for prisoners involved as subjects. Of 
these, two were from individuals identi¬ 
fying themselves as prisoners, seven 
were from State correctional institutions 
or State agencies, and four were from 
representatives of the pharmaceutical 
industry. 

A. In comments directed at the overall 
nature of the draft regulations providing 
additional protection for prisoners, ap¬ 
proximately equal numbers of respond¬ 
ents (i) denied that any significant addi¬ 
tions were necessary, and (ii) proposed 
either the exclusion of prisoners from 
any research or experimentation not in¬ 
tended for the personal benefit of a 
prisoner, or highly restrictive regulations 
to accomplish the same purpose. 

The Department, having reviewed these 
comments, has not been persuaded that 
any change should be made in the initial 
proposal. 

B. A number of comments were con¬ 
cerned with the relationship between the 
existing organizational review commit¬ 
tees and the proposed Protection Com¬ 
mittee. It was pointed out by several that, 
as proposed, the two committees would 
not only have overlapping functions and 
authority but could operate independent¬ 
ly of each other with conflicting direc¬ 
tives and objectives that would not 
practicably provide additional protec¬ 
tion of prisoners used as subjects. 

The Department, recognizing the im¬ 
portance of preserving the authority of 
the organizational review committee as 
the primary institutional focus for the 
implementation of the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare regula¬ 
tions, proposes to assign to the organiza¬ 
tional review committee the additional 
duties specified under § 46.404(a). 
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A committee auxiliary to the organiza¬ 
tional review committee, now designated 
the consent committee, will have the 
character and responsibilities specified in 
§ 46.406. In keeping with this modified 
position it should be noted that when the 
organizational review committee deter¬ 
mines that an activity would involve no 
risk or negligible risk to any prisoner 
while serving as a subject, the organiza¬ 
tion may request the Secretary to con¬ 
sider a modification or waiver of the re¬ 
quirement for a consent committee. 

C. Comments on the proposed prohibi¬ 
tion of research involvement of persons 
awaiting arraignment, trial, or sentenc¬ 
ing expressed doubts that these individ¬ 
uals should be denied the benefits of in¬ 
novative procedures, particularly those 
concerned with sociological research. 

The Department agrees that the uni¬ 
form exclusion of any such person from 
research should not be mandatory and 
proposes to permit his participation in an 
activity as a subject when the risk is 
negligible and the intent of the activity 
is therapeutic for him or relates to the 
nature of his confinement. This modifi¬ 
cation is incorporated into § 46.406._ 

D. The draft requirement for DHEW 
accreditation of prison facilities as sites 
for the performance of research, de¬ 
velopment, and related activities involv¬ 
ing prisoner subjects was severely criti¬ 
cized, principally because of the jurisdic¬ 
tional problems inherent in any attempt 
to impose a Federal regulatory require¬ 
ment on an autonomous State facility. 

The Department concludes that this 
draft proposal was ill-advised. However, 
in order to attain the objective on an 
activity basis, certain specific prerequi¬ 
sites for the protection of prisoner sub¬ 
jects within facilities have been added 
to § 46.404(a) to properly relate condi¬ 
tions in a facility to the issue of undue 
inducements to participation by pris¬ 
oners as subjects in an activity. 

Mentally Disabled 

Over 40 of the responses spoke directly 
to the section of the draTt concerned with 
the “mentally infirm.” Many of these ob¬ 
jected initially to the use of the word 
“infirm” as reflecting an antiquated 
notion of mental illness. 

The Department agrees, and proposes 
to substitute “disabled” for “infirm,” 
though noting that there is no clearly 
preferable collective term for the groups 
described. 

A. Comments on the purpose of this 
section expressed satisfaction with the 
intent to provide additional protection 
for this group but dissatisfaction with 
the actual language employed. Specifi¬ 
cally, they noted that not institutional¬ 
ization but rather the limitation of per¬ 
sonal rights and freedom imposed by in¬ 
stitutionalization is the determining 
issue. Similarly, it is not only the poten¬ 
tial subject’s difficulty in comprehending 
risks that is at issue, but his ability to 
comprehend generally. 

The Department concurs. Proposed 
changes in language are incorporated in 
§ 46.52. 


B. Many of the respondents objected 
to one or more of the definitions peculiar 
to this subpart. The criticisms and the 
Department’s proposed changes are as 
follows: 

1. “Mentally infirm.” In addition to 
requesting substitution of another term 
for “infirm,” respondents raised conflict¬ 
ing objections to the definition’s cover¬ 
age. Some felt that it was overly in¬ 
clusive; others felt it was too narrow. 
Some felt that epileptics should be 
specifically included, as well as those who 
are temporarily or permanently mentally 
incapacitated as a result of a physical 
condition such as stroke, brain damage, 
trauma, etc. 

The Department, having carefully re¬ 
viewed these comments, proposes no 
basic change in the definition. It concurs 
with many reviewers in the opinion that 
the definition is broad enough to include 
any category of subjects proposed for 
specific addition. Minor editorial changes 
have been made in 5 46.503(b). 

2. “Institutionalized.” Commentators 
noted that (i) the regulations should 
cover all mentally disabled persons 
regardless of institutionalization, <ii) not 
all involuntary commitments are by 
order of a court, (iii) the draft refers to 
“residence” and “confinement” in similar 
contexts, though the terms do not carry 
the same connotation, and (iv) the de¬ 
finition does not specify halfway houses, 
lodges, day/night hospitals, nursing 
homes, and psychiatric wards of hos¬ 
pitals as places where subjects might be 
institutionalized. 

The Department notes that (i) the 
non-institutionalized mentally disabled 
are covered by the existing regulations 
published as 39 FR 18914 and need not 
be included under these additional pro¬ 
tections. Such individuals are not neces¬ 
sarily subject to all limitations on their 
freedom and rights as described in 
§ 46.502 of this proposed rulemaking. 
Consideration will be given, however, to 
dealing with the noninstitutionalized 
legally incompetent who are mentally 
disabled in a subsequent notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking. With regard to (ii), 
the implication that court orders are 
the sole basis for involuntary confine¬ 
ment is incorrect and should be removed. 
Editorial changes have been made in 
§ 46.503 to emphasize that concern there¬ 
in is with those • • confined • • • 
in a residential institution • • •" (see 
iii) and. in order to designate the type 
of institutions concerned (see iv), it is 
proposed to separately define “Institu¬ 
tionalized mentally disabled individuals” 
in § 46.503 to include examples of such 
institutions. These changes are incor¬ 
porated in § 46.503(c) and § 46.503(d). 

C. While most respondents endorsed 
the intent of the draft limitations on 
activities involving the institutionalized 
mentally disabled, there were several 
specific criticisms of the terms used. 
Several persons suggested that any limi¬ 
tation of research to that related to a 
particular subject's “impairment” be 
worded so as to include any illness from 
which the person suffers so that, for ex¬ 


ample, an institutionalized mentally dis¬ 
abled person with cancer could not be 
denied the benefits of research in cancer 
therapy. 

Further, this limitation could exclude 
the use of such subjects as controls in 
research which might benefit those 
suffering from a mental disability other 
than the specific one from which a 
particular subject suffers. Still further, 
mentally disabled people should be in¬ 
volved as subjects in research on infirmi¬ 
ties other than their own because of lack 
of knowledge of the causes of mental and 
emotional disorders. 

Many respondents felt that there was 
inadequate recognition of the need for 
research with the mentally disabled on 
basic psychological processes (e.g., learn¬ 
ing, perception, and cognitive functions* 
which are fundamental to the study of 
the treatment, etiology, pathogenesis, 
prevention, and treatment of such dis¬ 
abilities. 

The Department agrees that the lan¬ 
guage of the draft limiting research to 
the disease entities affecting individual 
subjects is probably not in the interests 
of the institutionalized mentally disabled 
as a class. The Department does not 
agree that it would be appropriate to 
permit this class of subjects to be in¬ 
volved in research unrelated to the 
causes, nature, or circumstances of their 
institutionalization. While there are 
possible disadvantages to the institution¬ 
alized mentally disabled inherent in this 
restriction, the possible risks of using 
the mentally disabled in such research 
outweigh its advantages. The proposed 
changes are incorporated in $ 46.504(a). 
Editorial changes are reflected in S 46.504 
(b) and § 46.504(c). 

D. Criticisms of the draft’s suggestion 
of the establishment or a protection com¬ 
mittee in connection with each activity 
conducted in an institution for the men¬ 
tally retarded were similar to those aimed 
at the protection committee to be estab¬ 
lished in connection with research on the 
pregnant woman and on the fetus. The 
Department proposes to change the title 
of the committee to “consent committee” 
and to change the regulations governing 
size, composition, and operating rules 
to conform ‘to those previously described 
for § 46.305. Such changes are incorpo¬ 
rated in $ 46.506. 

E. With respect to § 46.603(b), the 
Department reserves the right to amend 
this section if legislation now being de¬ 
veloped by the Executive Branch on the 
safe guarding of individually linked data 
used for statistical and research purposes 
is enacted. 

Written comments concerning the pro¬ 
posed regulation are invited from inter¬ 
ested persons. Inquiries may be ad¬ 
dressed and data, views, and arguments 
relating to the proposed regulations may 
be presented in writing, in triplicate, to 
the Chief, Institutional Relations 
Branch, Division of Research Grants.

Subpart C—Additional Protections Pertain¬ 
ing to Biomedical Research, Develop¬ 
ment, and Related Activities Involving 
Fetuses, Abortuses, Pregnant Women, 
and In Vitro Fertilization 

§ 46.301 Applicability. 

(a) The regulations in this subpart 
are applicable to all Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare grants 
and contracts supporting biomedical re¬ 
search, development, and related activi¬ 
ties involving: (1) the fetus in utero, 
(2) the abortus, as that term is defined 
in § 46.303. (3) pregnant women, and 
(4) in vitro fertilization. In addition, 
these regulations are applicable to all 
such activities involving women who 
could become pregnant, except where 
the applicant or offeror shows to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary that ade¬ 
quate steps will be taken in the conduct 
of the activity to avoid involvement of 
women who are pregnant. 

(b) Nothing in this subpart shall be 
construed as indicating that compliance 
with the procedures set forth herein will 
in any way render inapplicable pertinent 
State or local laws bearing upon activi¬ 
ties covered by this subpart. 

(c) The requirements of this subpart 
are in addition to those irrfposed under 
the other subparts of this part. 

§ 46.302 Purpose. 

It is the purpose of tills subpart to pro¬ 
vide additional safeguards in reviewing 
activities to which this subpart is appli¬ 
cable to assure that they conform to ap¬ 
propriate ethical standards and relate to 
important societal needs. 

§ 46.303 Definitions. 

As used in this subpart: 

(a) “Secretary” means the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare or 
any other officer or employee of the De¬ 
partment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to whom authority has been 
delegated. 

(b) “Biomedical research, develop¬ 
ment, and related activities” means re¬ 
search, development, or related activi¬ 
ties involving biological study (including 
but not limited to medical or surgical 
procedures, withdrawal or removal of 
body tissue or fluid, administration of 
chemical substances or input of energy, 
deviation from normal diet or hygiene, 
and manipulation or observation of 
bodily processes). 

(c) “Pregnancy” encompasses the 
period of time from confirmation of im¬ 
plantation until delivery. 

(d) “Fetus” means the product of 
conception from the time of implanta¬ 
tion to the time of delivery. 

(e) “Viability of the fetus” means the 


ability of the fetus, after either spon¬ 
taneous or induced delivery, to survive 
(given the benefit of available medical 
therapy) to the point of independently 
maintaining heart beat and respiration. 
If the fetus has this ability, it is viable 
and therefore a premature infant. 

(f) “Abortus” means a fetus when it is 
expelled whole, prior to viability, whether 
spontaneously or as a result of medical 
or surgical intervention. The term does 
not apply to the placenta: fetal material 
which is macerated at the time of expul¬ 
sion; or cells, tissue, or organs excised 
from a dead fetus. 

(g) “Jn vitro fertilization” means any 
fertilization of human ova which occurs 
outside the body of a female, either 
through admixture of donor sperm and 
ova or by any other means. 

§ 46.304 Ethical Advisory Board. 

(a) All applications or proposals for 
the support of activities covered by 
this subpart shall be reviewed by an 
Ethical Advisory Board, established by 
the Secretary within the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health, which shall advise 
the funding agency concerning the ac¬ 
ceptability of such activities from an 
ethical standpoint. 

(b) Members of the Board shall be so 
selected that the Board will be compe¬ 
tent to deal with medical, legal, social, 
and ethical issues and shall include, for 
example, research scientists, physicians, 
lawyers, and clergy and/or ethicists, as 
well as representatives of the general 
public. No Board member may be a reg¬ 
ular, full-time employee of the Federal 
Government. 

§ 46.305 Establishment of a consent 
committee. 

(a) Except as provided in paragraph 

(c) of this section, no activity covered 
by this subpart may be supported unless 
the applicant or offeror has provided an 
assurance acceptable to the Secretary 
that it will establish a consent commit¬ 
tee (as provided for in the application 
or offer and approved by the Secretary) 
for each such activity, to oversee the 
actual process by which individual 
consents required by this subpart are 
secured, to monitor the progress of the 
activity and Intervene as necessary, and 
to carry out such other duties as the 
Secretary (with the advice of the Ethi¬ 
cal Advisory Board) may prescribe. The 
duties of the consent committee may 
include: 

(1) Participation in the actual selec¬ 
tion process and securing of consents to 
assure that all elements of a legally 
effective informed consent, as outlined 
in § 46.3, are satisfied. Depending on 
what may be prescx*ibed in the applica¬ 
tion or offer approved by the Secretary, 
this might require approval by the com¬ 
mittee of individual participation in the 
activity or it might simply call for veri¬ 
fication (e.g., through sampling) that 
procedures prescribed in the approved 
application or offer are being followed. 

(2) Monitoring the progress of the ac¬ 
tivity. Depending on what may be pre¬ 
scribed in the application or offer ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary, this might 
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include: visits to the activity site, iden¬ 
tification of one or more committee 
members who would be available for 
consultation with those involved in the 
consent procedure (Le., participants) at 
the participant’s request, continuing 
evaluation to determine if any unan¬ 
ticipated risks have arisen and that any 
such risks are communicated to the 
participants, periodic contact with the 
participants to ascertain whether they 
remain willing to continue in the activ¬ 
ity, providing for the withdrawal of any 
participants who wish to do so, and au¬ 
thority to terminate participation of one 
or more participants with or without 
their consent where conditions warrant. 

cb) The size and composition of the 
consent committee must be approved by 
the Secretary, taking into account such 
factors as: (1) the scope and nature of 
the activity; (2) the particular subject 
groups involved; (3) whether the mem¬ 
bership has been so selected as to be com¬ 
petent to deal with the medical, legal, 
social, and ethical issues involved in the 
activity; (4) whether the committee in¬ 
cludes sufficient members who are un¬ 
affiliated with the applicant or offeror 
apart from membership on the commit¬ 
tee; and (5) whether the committee in¬ 
cludes sufficient members who are not 
engaged in research, development, or 
related activities involving human sub¬ 
jects. The committee shall establish rules 
of procedure for carrying out its func¬ 
tions and shall conduct its business at 
convened meetings, with one of the mem¬ 
bers designated as chairperson. 

(c) Where a particular activity, in¬ 
volving fetuses in utero or pregnant 
women, presents negligible risk to the 
fetus, an applicant or offeror may request 
the Secretary to modify or waive the re¬ 
quirement in paragraph (a) of this sec¬ 
tion. If the Secretary finds that the risk 
is indeed negligible and other adequate 
controls are provided, he may (with the 
advice of the Ethical Advisory Board) 
grant the request in while or in part. 

(d) The requirements of this section 
and § 46.304 do not obviate the need for 
review and approval of the application 
or offer by the organizational review 
committee, to the extent required under 
Subpart A of this part. 

§ 46.306 Activities involving fetuses in 
utero or pregnant women. 

(a) No activity to which this subpart 
is applicable, involving fetuses in utero 
or pregnant women, may be undertaken 
unless: (1) the purpose of the activity is 
to benefit the particular fetus or to re¬ 
spond to the health needs of the mother, 
or (2) the activity conducted as part of 
(but not prior to the commencment of) 
a procedure to terminate the pregnancy 
and is for the purpose of evaluating or 
improving methods of prenatal diagnosis, 
methods of prevention of premature 
birth, or methods of intervention to off¬ 
set the effects of genetic abnormality or 
congenital injury. 

(b) Activities covered by this subpart 
which are permissible under paragraph 

(a) of this section may be conducted 


only if the mother and father are legally 
competent and have given their consent, 
except that the father’s consent need 
not be secured if: (1) the purpose of the 
activity is to respond to the health needs 
of the mother or (2) his identity or 
whereabouts cannot reasonably be 
ascertained 

(c) Activities covered by this subpart 
which are permissible under paragraph 
(a) (2) of this section may not be under¬ 
taken unless individuals engaged in the 
research will have no part in: (1) any 
decisions as to the timing, method, or 
procedures used to terminate the preg¬ 
nancy, and (2) determining the viability 
of the fetus at the termination of the 
pregnancy. 

§ 46.307 Activities involving aborluaes. 

No activity to which this subpart is 
applicable, involving an abortus, may be 
undertaken unless: 

(a) Appropriate studies on animals 
have been completed; 

(b) The mother and father are legally 
competent and have given their consent, 
except that the father’s consent need not 
be secured if his identity or whereabouts 
cannot reasonably be ascertained; 

(c) Individuals engaged in the re¬ 
search will have no part in: (1) any de¬ 
cisions as to the timing, method, or pro¬ 
cedures used to terminate the pregnancy, 
and (2) determining the viability of the 
fetus at the termination of the preg¬ 
nancy ; 

(d) Vital functions of an abortus will 
not be artificially maintained except 
where the purpose of the activity is to 
develop new methods for enabling the 
abortus to survive to the point of viabil¬ 
ity; and 

(e) Experimental procedures which 
would terminate the heart beat or res¬ 
piration of the abortus will not be em¬ 
ployed. 

§ 46.308 Activities involving a dead fetus 
or abortus. 

Activities involving a dead fetus or 
abortus shall be conducted in accordance 
with any applicable State or local laws 
governing autopsy. 

§ 46.309 Activities involving the abortus 
as an organ or tissue donor. 

Activities involving the abortus as an 
organ or tissue donor shall be conducted 
in accordance with any applicable State 
or local laws governing transplantation 
or anatomical gifts. 

§ 46.310 Activities to be performed out¬ 
side the United States. 

Activities to which this subpart is ap¬ 
plicable, to be conducted outside the 
United States, are subject to the require¬ 
ments of this subpart, except that the 
consent procedures specified herein may 
be modified if it is shown to the satis¬ 
faction of the Secretary that such pro¬ 
cedures, as modified, are acceptable 
upder the laws and regulations of the 
country in which the activities are to be 
performed and that they comply with 
the requirements of Subpart A of this 
part. 


Subpart D—Additional Protections Pertain¬ 
ing to Activities Involving Prisoners as 

Subjects 

§ 46.401 Applicability. 

(a) The regulations in this subpart 
are applicable to all Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare grants 
and contracts supporting research, de¬ 
velopment, and related activities involv¬ 
ing prisoners as subjects. 

(b) The requirements of this subpart 
are in addition to those imposed under 
the other subparts of this part. 

§ 46. 402 Purpose. 

It is the purpose of this subpart to pro¬ 
vide additional safeguards for the pro¬ 
tection of prisoners involved in activities 
to which this subpart is applicable, inas¬ 
much as, because of their incarceration, 
they may be under constraints which 
could affect their ability to make a truly 
voluntary and uncoerced decision 
whether or not to participate in such 
activities. 

§ 46.403 Definitions. 

As used in this subpart: 

(a) “Secretary” means the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare or 
any other officer or employee of the De¬ 
partment of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare to whom authority has been dele¬ 
gated. 

(b) “Prisoner” means any individual 
involuntarily confined in a penal insti¬ 
tution. The term is intended to encom¬ 
pass individuals sentenced to such an in¬ 
stitution under a criminal or civil statute 
and also individuals detained in other 
facilities by virtue of statutes or commit¬ 
ment procedures which provide alterna¬ 
tives to criminal prosecution or incar¬ 
ceration in a penal institution. 

§ 46.404 Additional duties of the orga¬ 
nizational review committee where 
prisoners are involved. 

(a) In addition to the responsibilities 
prescribed for such committees under 
Subpart A of this part, the applicant s or 
offeror’s organizational review commit¬ 
tee shall, with respect to activities 
covered by this subpart, carry out the 
following additional duties: 

(1) Determine that there will be no 
undue inducements to participation by 
prisoners as subjects in the activity, 
taking into account such factors as 
whether the earnings, living conditions, 
medical care, quality of food, and 
amenities offered to participants in the 
activity would be better than those gen¬ 
erally available to the prisoners; 

(2) Determine that (i) all aspects of 
the activity would be appropriate for per¬ 
formance on nonprisoners, or (ii) the 
activity involves negligible risk to the 
subjects and is for the purpose of study¬ 
ing the effects of incarceration on such 
subjects; 

(3) Determine that the application or 
proposal contains adequate procedures 
for selection of subjects, securing con¬ 
sents, monitoring continued subject par¬ 
ticipation, and assuring withdrawal with- 
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out prejudice, in accordance with 
§ 46.405 of this subpart; 

(4) Determine that rates of remunera¬ 
tion are consistent with the anticipated 
duration of the activity, but not in excess 
of that paid for other employment gen¬ 
erally available to inmates of the facility 
in question, and that withdrawal from 
the project for medical reasons will not 
result in loss of anticipated remunera¬ 
tion; and 

(5) Carry out such other responsibili¬ 
ties as may be assigned by the Secretary. 

(b) Applicants or offerors seeking sup¬ 
port for activities covered by this sub¬ 
part must provide for the designation of 
an organizational review committee, sub¬ 
ject to approval by the Secretary, where 
no such committee has been established 
under Subpart A of this part. 

(c) No award may be issued until the 
applicant or offeror has certified to the 
Secretary that the organizational review 
committee has made the determinations 
required under paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

§ 46.405 Establishment of a consent 
committee. 

(a) Except as provided in paragraph 
(c) of this section, no activity covered 
by this subpart may be supported unless 
the applicant or offeror has provided an 
assurance acceptable to the Secretary 
that it will establish a consent commit¬ 
tee (as provided for in the application 
or offer and approved by the organiza^ 
tional review committee and the Secre¬ 
tary) for each such activity, to oversee 
the actual process by which individual 
subjects are selected and their consents 
secured, to monitor the progress of the 
activity (including visits to the activity 
site on a regular basis) and the continued 
willingness of the subjects to participate, 
to intervene on behalf of one or more sub¬ 
jects if conditions warrant, and to carry 
out such other duties as the Secretary 
may prescribe. The duties of the consent 
committee may include: 

(1) Participation in the actual process 
by which individual subjects are selected 
and their consents secured to assure that 
all elements of a legally effective in¬ 
formed consent, as outlined in section 
46.3 of this part, are satisfied. Depend¬ 
ing on what may be prescribed in the 
application or offer approved by the Sec¬ 
retary, this might require approval by 
the committee of each individual’s par¬ 
ticipation as a subject in the activity or 
it might simply call for verification (e.g., 
through sampling) that procedures pre¬ 
scribed in the approved application or 
offer are being followed. 

(2) Monitoring the progress of the ac¬ 
tivity and the continued willingness of 
subjects to participate. Depending on 
what may be prescribed in the applica¬ 
tion or offer approved by the Secretary, 
this might include: visits to the activity 
site, identification of one or more com- 
ttuttee members who would be available 
for consultation with subjects at the sub¬ 
jects’ request, continuing evaluation to 
determine if any unanticipated risks have 
arisen and that any such risks are com¬ 
municated to the subjects, periodic con¬ 
tact with the subjects to ascertain 


whether they remain willing to continue 
in the study, providing for the with¬ 
drawal of any subjects who wish to do 
so, and authority to terminate participa¬ 
tion of one or more subjects with or 
without their consent where conditions 
warrant. 

(b) The size and composition of the 
consent committee must be approved by 
the Secretary, taking into account such 
factors as: (1) the scope and nature of 
the activity; (2) the particular subject 
groups involved; (3) whether the mem¬ 
bership has been so selected as to be 
competent to deal with the medical, legal, 
social, and ethical issues involved in the 
activity; (4) whether the committee in¬ 
cludes a prisoner or a representative of 
an organization having as a primary 
concern protection of prisoners’ inter¬ 
ests ; (5) whether the committee includes 
sufficient members who are unaffiliated 
with the applicant or offeror apart from 
membership on the committee; and (6) 
whether the committee includes sufficient 
members who are not engaged in re¬ 
search, development, or related activities 
involving human subjects. The commit¬ 
tee shall establish rules of procedure for 
carrying out its functions and shall con¬ 
duct its business at convened meetings, 
with one of its members designated as 
chairperson. 

(c) Where a particular activity in¬ 
volves negligible risk to the subjects, an 
applicant or offeror may request the 
Secretary to modify or waive the require¬ 
ment in paragraph (a) of this section. If 
the Secretary finds that the risk is indeed 
negligible and other adequate controls 
are provided, he may grant the request 
in whole or in part. 

§ 16.406 Special restrictions. 

Persons detained in a correctional fa¬ 
cility pending arraignment, trial, or sen¬ 
tencing or in a hospital facility for pre¬ 
arraignment, pre-trial, or pre-sentence 
diagnostic observation are excluded from 
participation in activities covered by this 
subpart, unless (a) the organizational re¬ 
view committee finds that the particular 
activity involves only negligible risk to 
the subjects and (b) the activity is thera¬ 
peutic in intent or relates to the nature 
of their confinement. 

§ 46.407 Activities to be performed out¬ 
side the United States. 

Activities to which this subpart is ap¬ 
plicable, to be conducted outside the 
United States, are subject to the require¬ 
ments of this subpart, except that the 
consent procedures specified herein may 
be modified if it is shown to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Secretary that such proce¬ 
dures, as modified, are acceptable under 
the laws and regulations of the country in 
which the activities are to be performed 
and that they comply with the require¬ 
ments of Subpart A of this part. 

Subpart E—Additional Protections Pertain¬ 
ing to Activities Involving the Institu¬ 
tionalized Mentally Disabled as Subjects 

§46.501 Applicability. 

(a) The regulations in this subpart 
are applicable to all Department of 


Health, Education, and Welfare grants 
and contracts supporting research, de¬ 
velopment, and related activities involv¬ 
ing the institutionalized mentally dis¬ 
abled as subjects. 

(b) Nothing in this subpart shall be 
construed as indicating that compliance 
with the procedures set forth herein will 
necessarily result in a legally effective 
consent under applicable State or local 
law to a subject’s participation in such 
an activity; nor in particular does it ob¬ 
viate the need for court approval of such 
participation where court approval is re¬ 
quired under applicable State or local law 
in order to obtain a legally effective 
consent. 

(c) The requirements of this subpart 
are in addition to those imposed under 
the other subparts of this part. 

§ 46.502 Purpose. 

It is the purpose of this subpart to 
provide additional safeguards for the 
protection of the institutionalized men¬ 
tally disabled involved iq activities to 
which this subpart is applicable, inas¬ 
much as: (a) they are confined in an 
institutional setting where their freedom 
and rights are potentially subject to lim¬ 
itation; (b) they may be unable to com¬ 
prehend sufficient information to give 
an informed consent, as that term is de¬ 
fined in § 46.103; and (c) they may be 
legally incompetent to consent to their 
participation in such activities. 

§ 46.503 Definitions. 

As used in this subpart: 

(a) “Secretary” means the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare or any 
other officer or employee of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare 
to whom authority has been delegated. 

(b) “Mentally disabled” includes those 
institutionalized individuals who are 
mentally ill, mentally retarded, emotion¬ 
ally disturbed, or senile, regardless of 
their legal status or basis of institutional¬ 
ization. 

(c) “Institutionalized” means con¬ 
fined, whether by voluntary admission or 
involuntary commitment, in a residen¬ 
tial institution for the care or treatment 
of the mentally disabled. 

(d) “Institutionalized mentally dis¬ 
abled individuals” includes but is not 
limited to patients in public or private 
mental hospitals, psychiatric patients in 
general hospitals, inpatients of commu¬ 
nity mental health centers, and mentally 
disabled individuals who reside in half¬ 
way houses or nursing homes. 

§ 46.50*4 Activities involving the institu¬ 
tionalized mentally disabled. 

Institutionalized mentally disabled in¬ 
dividuals may not be included in an 
activity covered by this subpart unless: 

(a) The proposed activity is related 
to the etiology, pathogenesis, prevention, 
diagnosis, or treatment of mental dis¬ 
ability or the management, training, or 
rehabilitation of the mentally disabled 
and seeks information which cannot be 
obtained from subjects who are not insti¬ 
tutionalized mentally disabled; 

(b) The individual’s legally effective 
informed consent to participation in the 
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activity or, where the individual is le¬ 
gally incompetent, the informed consent 
of a representative with legal authority 
so to consent on behalf of the individual 
has been obtained; and 

(c) The individual’s assent to such 
participation has also been secured, when 
in the judgment of the consent committee 
he or she has sufficient mental capacity 
to understand what is proposed and to 
express an opinion as to his or her par¬ 
ticipation. 

§ 46.505 Additional duties of the orga¬ 
nizational review committee where 
the institutionalized mentally dis¬ 
abled are involved. 

(a) In addition to the responsibilities 
prescribed for such committees under 
Subpart A of this part, the applicant’s or 
offeror’s organizational review commit¬ 
tee shall, with respect to activities cov¬ 
ered by this subpart, carry out the follow¬ 
ing additional duties: 

(1) Determine that all aspects of the 
activity meet the requirements of § 46.50 
(a) of this subpart ; 

(2) Determine that there will be no 
undue inducements to participation by 
individuals as subjects in the activity, 
taking into account such factors as 
whether the earnings, living conditions, 
medical care, quality of food, and ameni¬ 
ties offered to participants in the activity 
would be better than those generally 
available to the mentally disabled at the 
institutions; 

(3) Determine that the application or 
proposal contains adequate procedures 
for selection of subjects, securing con¬ 
sents. protecting confidentiality, and 
monitoring continued subject participa¬ 
tion. in accordance with I 46.506 of this 
subpart; and 

(4) Carry out such other responsibil¬ 
ities as may be assigned by the Secretary. 

(b) Applicants or offerors seeking 
support for activities covered by this 
subpart must provide for the designation 
of an organizational review committee, 
subject to approval by the Secretary, 
where no such committee has been es¬ 
tablished under Subpart A of this part. 

(c) No award may be issued until the 
applicant or offeror has certified to the 
Secretary that the organizational review 
committee has made the determinations 
required under paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

§ 46.506 Establishment of a consent 
committee. 

(a) Except as provided in paragraph 
(c) of this section, no activity covered by 
this subpart may be supported unless the 
applicant or offeror has provided a sepa¬ 
rate assurance acceptable to the Secre¬ 
tary that it w T ill establish a consent 
committee (as provided for in the appli¬ 
cation or offer and approved by the orga¬ 
nizational review committee and the sec¬ 
retary) for each such activity, to oversee 
the actual process by which individual 
subjects are selected and consents re¬ 
quired by this subpart are secured, to 
monitor the progress of the activity (in¬ 
cluding visits to the activity site on a 
regular basis) and the continued willing¬ 


ness of the subjects to participate, to in¬ 
tervene on behalf of one or more subjects 
if conditions warrant, and to carry out 
such other duties as the Secretary may 
prescribe. The duties of the consent com¬ 
mittee may include: 

(1) Participation in the actual process 
by which individual subjects are selected 
and their consents secured to assure that 
all elements of a legally effective in¬ 
formed consent, as outlined in § 46.3, are 
satisfied. Depending on what may be pre¬ 
scribed in the application or offer ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary, this might re¬ 
quire approval by the committee of each 
individual’s participation as a subject in 
the activity or it might simply call for 
verification (e.g., through sampling) that 
procedures prescribed in the approved 
application or offer are being followed.

If 
the Secretary finds that the risk is in¬ 
deed negligible and other adequate con¬ 
trols are provided, he may grant the re¬ 
quest in whole or in part. 

§ 46.507 Activities to be performed out¬ 
side the United States. 

Activities to which this subpart is ap¬ 
plicable, to be conducted outside the 


United States, are subject to the require¬ 
ments of this subpart, except that the 
consent procedures specified herein may 
be modified if it is shown to the satis¬ 
faction of the Secretary that such proce¬ 
dures, as modified, are acceptable under 
the laws and regulations of the country 
in which the activities are to be per¬ 
formed and that they comply with the 
requirements of Subpart A of this part. 

Subpart F—General Provisions 
§ 46.601 Applicability. 

Sections 46.602 through 46.606 are ap¬ 
plicable to all grant or contract sup¬ 
ported activities covered by this part 

§ 46.602 Multiple consent committee re¬ 
quirements. 

Where an application or proposal 
would involve human subjects covered 
by more than one consent committee 
requirement imposed under this part, 
upon approval by the Secretary, these 
multiple requirements may be satisfied 
through use of a single consent commit¬ 
tee appropriately constituted to take ac¬ 
count of the nature of the subject group. 

§ 46.603 Organization’s records; confi¬ 
dentiality. 

(a) Copies of all documents presented 
or required for initial and continuing re¬ 
view by the organization’s review com¬ 
mittee or consent committee, such as 
committee minutes, records or subjects’ 
consent, transmittals on actions, in¬ 
structions, and conditions resulting from 
committee deliberations addressed to the 
activity director, are to be retained by 
the organization, subject to the terms 
and conditions of grant and contract 
awards. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided by 
law, information in the records or pos¬ 
session of an organization acquired in 
connection with an activity covered by 
this part, which information refers to or 
can be identified with a particular sub¬ 
ject, may not be disclosed except: 

(1) With the consent of the subject 
or his legally authorized representative: 
or 

(2) As may be necessary for the Sec¬ 
retary to carry out his responsibilities 
under this part in the exercise of over¬ 
sight for the protection of such subject 
or class of subjects. 

§ 46.604 Report*. 

Each organization with an approved 
assurance shall provide the Secretary 
with such reports and other information 
as the Secretary may from time to time 
prescribe. 

§ 46.605 Early termination of award*; 
evaluation of subsequent applica¬ 
tion*. 

(a) If, in the judgment of the Secre¬ 
tary, an organization has failed ma¬ 
terially to comply with the terms of this 
policy with respect to a particular De¬ 
partment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare grant or contract, he may requre 
that said grant or contract be terminated 
or suspended in the manner prescribed 
in applicable grant or procurement 
regulations. 
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(b) In evaluating proposals or appli¬ 
cations for support of activities covered 
by this part, the Secretary may take into 
account, in addition to all other eligibil¬ 
ity requirements and program criteria, 
such factors as: (1) whether the offeror 
or applicant has been subject to a ter¬ 
mination or suspension under paragraph 
(a> of this section, (2) whether the of¬ 
feror or applicant or the person who 
would direct the scientific and technical 
aspects of an activity has in the judg¬ 
ment of the Secretary failed materially 
to discharge his, her, or its responsibility 
for the protection of the rights and wel¬ 
fare of subjects and (3) whether, where 
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past deficiencies have existed in dis¬ 
charging such responsibility, adequate 
steps have in the judgment of the Secre¬ 
tary been taken to eliminate these 
deficiencies. 

§ 46.606 Conditions. 

The Secretary may with respect to 
any grant or contract or any class of 
grants or contracts impose additional 
conditions prior to or at the time of any 
award when in his judgment such condi¬ 
tions are necessary for the protection of 
human subjects. 
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§ 46.607 Activities conducted by De¬ 
partment employees. 

The regulations of this part (except 
for this subpart) are applicable as well 
to all research, development, and related 
activities conducted by employees of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, except that: (a) subpart C is 
applicable only to biomedical research, 
development, and related activities and 
(b) each agency head may adopt such 
procedural modifications as may be ap¬ 
propriate from an administrative stand¬ 
point.

MINIMUM WAGES FOR FEDERAL AND 
FEDERALLY ASSISTED CONSTRUCTION 
General Wage Determination Decisions 
General Wage Determination Decisions 
of the Secretary of Labor specify, in ac¬ 
cordance with applicable law and on the 
basis of information available to the 
Department of Labor from its study of 
local wage conditions and from other 
sources, the basic hourly wage rates and 
fringe benefit payments which are de¬ 
termined to be prevailing for the de¬ 
scribed classes of laborers and mechanics 
employed in construction activity of the 
character and in the localities specified 
therein. 

The determinations in these decisions 
of such prevailing rates and fringe bene¬ 
fits have been made by authority of the 
Secretary of Labor pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of the Davis-Bacon Act of 
March 3,1931, as amended (46 Stat. 1494, 
as amended, 40 U.S.C. 276a) and of other 
Federal statutes referred to in 29 CFR 
1.1 (including the statutes listed at 36 
FR 306 following Secretary of Labor’s 
Order No. 24-70) containing provisions 
for the payment of wages which are de¬ 
pendent upon determinations by the Sec¬ 
retary of Labor under the Davis-Bacon 
Act; and pursuant to the provisions of 
Part 1 of Subtitle A of Title 29 of Code 
of Federal Regulations, Procedure for 
Predetermination of Wage Rates (37 FR 
21138). and of Secretary of Labor's Or¬ 
ders 12-71 and 15-71 (36 FR 8755, 8756). 
The prevailing rates and fringe benefits 
determined in these decisions shall, in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
foregoing statutes, constitute the mini¬ 
mum wages payable on Federal and fed¬ 
erally assisted construction projects to 
laborers and mechanics of the specified 
classes engaged on contract work of the 
character and in the localities described 
therein. 

Good cause is hereby found for not 
utilizing notice and public procedure 
thereon prior to the issuance of these 
determinations as prescribed in 5 U.S.C. 
553 and not providing for delay in effec¬ 
tive date as prescribed in that section, 
because the necessity to issue construc¬ 
tion industry wage determination fre¬ 
quently and in large volume causes pro¬ 
cedures to be impractical and contrary 
to the public interest. 

General Wage Determination Deci¬ 
sions are effective from their date of 
publication in the Federal Register 
without limitation as to time and are 
to be used in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of 29 CFR Parts 1 and 5. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the applicable decision to¬ 
gether with any modifications issued 
subsequent to its publication date shall 
be made a part of every contract for 
performance of the described work 
within the geographic area indicated as 
required by an applicable Federal pre¬ 
vailing wage law and 29 CFR Part 5. 
The wage rates contained therein shall 
be the minimum paid under such con¬ 
tract by contractors and subcontractors 
on the work.

Modifications and Supersedeas Deci¬ 


sions to General Wage Determination 
Decisions are based upon information 
obtained concerning changes in prevail¬ 
ing hourly wage rates and fringe benefit 
payments since the decisions were issued. 

The determinations of prevailing rates 
and fringe benefits made in the Modifi¬ 
cations and Supersedeas Decisions have 
been made by authority of the Secretary 
of Labor pursuant to the provisions of 
the Davis-Bacon Act of March 3.1931, as 
amended (46 Stat. 1494, as amended. 
40 U.S.C. 276a) and of other Federal 
statutes referred to in 29 CFR 1.1 (in¬ 
cluding the statutes listed at 36 FR 306 
following Secretary of Labor’s Order No. 
24-70) containing provisions for the pay¬ 
ment of wages which are dependent upon 
determination by the Secretary of Labor 
under the Davis-Bacon Act; and pursu¬ 
ant to the provisions of Part 1 of Subtitle 
A of Title 29 of Code of Federal Regu¬ 
lations. Procedure for Predetermination 
of Wage Rates (37 FR 21138) and of 
Secretary of Labor's Orders 13-71 and 
15-71 (36 FR 8755. 8756). The prevailing 
rates and fringe benefits determined in 
foregoing General Wage Determination 
Decisions, as hereby modified, and/or 
superseded shall, in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing statutes, con¬ 
stitute the minimum wages payable on 
Federal and federally assisted construc¬ 
tion projects to laborers and mechanics 
of the specified classes engaged in con¬ 
tract work of the character and in the 
localities described therein. 

Modification and Supersedeas Deci¬ 
sions are effective from their date of 
publication in the Federal Register 
without limitation as to time and are to 
be used in accordance with the provisions 
of 29 CFR Parts 1 and 5. 

Any person, organization, or govern¬ 
mental agency having an interest in the 
wages determined as prevailing is en¬ 
couraged to submit wage rate informa¬ 
tion for consideration by the Depart¬ 
ment. Further information and self- 
explanatory forms for the purpose of 
submitting this data may be obtained 
by writing to the U.S. Department of 
Labor, Employment Standards Admin¬ 
istration. Office of Special Wage Stand¬ 
ards. Division of Wage Determinations, 
Washington, D.C. 20210. The cause for 
not utilizing the rule-making procedures 
prescribed in 5 U.S.C. 553 has been set 
forth in the original General Wage De¬ 
termination Decision.
